FOURTH ANNUAL CONVENTION 


OF THE 


Florida State Federation of Labor 


HELD AT 


ST. AUGUSTINE, FLORIDA, 


June 14, 15 and 16, 1904. 


Sr. AuausTIng, Fia., June 14, 1904. 

The Fourth Annual Convention of the Florida State Fed- 
eration of Labor met in regular session at Central Labor Union 
Hall, St. Augustine, and was called to order at 12 M. by W. F. 
Edgerton of Carpenters Union No. 864 of St. Augustine, who 
welcomed the delegates assembled in a few appropriate words. 

President C. A. Wimsett was then introduced by Mr. Ed- 
gerton, and made a short response to the address of welcome. 
He then sounded the gavel, and called the Convention formally 
to order at 12:25 p.m. The president then appointed the fol- 
lowing committee on credentials : 

J. A. Roberts, chairman; W. J. Wilson, Monroe Roberts, 
Victor Castaing and C. J. George. 

S. J. Triplett moved to adjourn to 3 p. m., in order to give 
time for the committee on credentials to prepare report.

AFTERNCON SESSION. 


Meeting was called to order by the president at 3 p. m.

Delegate Campbell moved to adopt the report as read. 

Delegate J. A. Roberts objected until all unions were in 
good standing. Report of committee committee concurred in. 

The President was asked to rule on the application of the 
Building Trades Council toa seat in the Convention. 
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President ruled that Building Trades Council held same 
position to this body as Allied Printing Trade Councils, Steam 
Power Councils, and other similar bodies, and are not entitled 
to seats in this body. 

Delegate Triplett moved that Rules of the Third Annual 
Convention now prevail until such time as Committee on Rules 
shall report. : 

Agreed to. 

The President then made the following appointments : 

Assistant Secretary, T. N. Green; Sergeant-at-arms, B. F. 
Waters ; Messenger, John W. Pomar. 

Delegate Triplett asked unanimous consent to introduce a 
resolution. 

Granted. 

Delegate Triplett then read Resolution No. 1 as follows: 


Whereas, The Constitution of the United States declares 
that every citizen shall be protected in his life, liberty, and 
pursuit of happiness; and, 

Whereas, According to statements appearing in the Press 
the rights and liberties of American citizens have been ignored 
and trampled upon inthe State of Colorado by a 
committee of citizens styled Law and Order Committee, but which 
in truth is composed of mine owners and paid hirelings of cap- 
ital, and which is aided, to an extent that is barbarous, by the 
militia of that State ; and 

Whereas, The President of the United States is, by author- 
ity of the Constitution of the United States, vested with full 
power to protect all American subjects, and whose duties, by 
virtue of his oath of office, are obligatory, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Florida State Federation of Labor, in 
Convention assembled, hereby earnestly petition President Roose- 
velt to at once proceed to investigate the truthfulness of the said 
published reports; and, if found to be true, even in part, to use 
the power in him vested, and the force at his command, to stay 
such acts of lawlessness; be it further 

Resolved, That the Secretary be instructed to forward at 
once a copy of the above resolutions to the President of the 
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United States, and furnish copies of the same to the public 
press. 


On motion of Secretary Harper the resolution was unani- 
mously adopted. 

The President then appointed the following Committees :

The President then called First Vice-President J. A. Rob- | 
erts to the chair, and read his Annual Report as follows: 


To the Officers and Members of the Fourth Annual Conven- 
tion of the Florida Federation of Labor—Greeting : 
Complying with the custom and law of the organization I 
hereby submit the following annual report as President of your 
organization, and trust that it will merit your consideration. 


STANDING OF THE ORGANIZATION. 


So far as membership is;concerned I need only invite your 
attention to the delegates here assembled, representing as they 
do more Unions and a larget membership than have ever before 
been connected with this body; and that you then revert to the 
first meeting of this body, three years ago, when six delegates— 
three from Jacksonville, and three from Tampa-—Central Bodies, 
gathered in Genovar Hall, in the City of Jacksonville, and there 
laid the foundation upon which this organization is constructed. 
While it is true that the report of the Secretary at the last con- 
vention indicated a membership of some forty-three Unions and 
Central Bodies, I wish to call your attention to the fact that the 
Seeretary also stated that a number of these had only expressed 
a willingness to join, and I have since received information that 
but few of them have done so up to the present time. 

During the interval since organization much has been 
accomplished for the betterment of the wage "workers of the 
State; and a retrospective would show that with this improve- 
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ment has come a corresponding improvement in the agency 
which has brought it about. The Trade Union movement in 
this State is to-day upon a higher plane, and a much more sub- 
stantial basis, than ever before in the history of the State. The 
Trade Union stands for shorter hours, more of the product of 
the toil of its members, and improved conditions of their em- 
ployment. It seeks to deal with the practical side of these 
matters, which finds expression in strike and boycott methods 
as a means of accomplishment of these ends. 

To organizations such as this is entrusted the task of look- 
ing after the theoretical side of the labor movement. Ours is 
the duty of making plans, of advancing propositions, the suc- 
cessful termination of which will work to the same ends as those 
being carried forward by the Trade Unions. Creature of the 
Trade Union, it yet at times becomes necessary for the federated 
body to become apparently superior to the Creator. It becomes 
the duty of the federated organization to keep a watch over the 
trend of events, and to send forth protests at any time, either to 
constituted government authorities, or to our own people. It 
will be seen therefore that the scope of the federated body is 
large. It is more necessary to-day than it was three years ago; 
it will be more necessary three years hence than it is to-day. 
A review of the actual accomplishments of this organization 
during the first three years of its existence should be evidence 
of a most convincing kind that there is not only a field for the 
State federation, but, considering the limited means at its com- 
mand, the work has been well done. 

As to the finances the secretary has informed me that but 
few of the affiliated Unions have taken the trouble to pay their 
per capita tax and retain their good standing. However, when 
all arrearages are paid I am satisfied that we will enter upon the 
next fiscal year with more money in your Treasury than we have 
had at any period in our previous existence. 


REGARDING SECRETARY--TREASURER. 


The Secretary-Treasurer is an officer whose duties can never 
be exactly defined by any provisions of constitutional law, but 
must be regulated, in a measure, by the good judgment, sense 
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of duty, and integrity of the person who occupies that position. 
However, there are some matters relative to the office that should 
receive the attention of this Convention. To attend properly to 
the duties of the office as things are at present is asking too 
much of one man, considering the salary attached to the office ; 
but with our present membership, and rate of per capita tax 
(which latter I am not in favor of increasing) we are not ina 
position to raise the salary of the Secretary—Treasurer. But I 
am convinced that the work of the office could be greatly facil- 
itated by the purchase of a typewriter, duplicator, and roll-top 
desk, together with a sufficicnt number of letter files to keep the 
correspondence and papers of this organization in proper order. 

As you are perhaps aware the last convention fixed the bond 
of the Secretary—Treasurer at $1,000.00. In August of 1903, 
I received notice from the Trustees that Brother Harper had 
failed to file his bond, and asking for advice regarding same. 
I wrote Brother Harper, and failing to hear from either party 
again, I reached the conclusion that the matter had been satis- 
factorily adjusted; until several months later when I was again 
informed by the Trustees that Brother Harper's bond had not as 
yet been filed with them. Some time Jater I met Brother Harper 
in Tampa, and he assured me that he was perfectly willing to 
be bonded, but insisted that it was the duty of the Trustees to 
attend to the matter, and also that there was not sufficient funds 
in the treasury to pay the expense of making the bond. Hoping 
to settle the question in that way I took Brother Harper’s view 
of the matter, and so informed the Trustees; but the Security 
Company refused to allow the Trustees to make the bond for the 
Secretary—Treasurer, and there the matter has rested. Now, in 
order to prevent a re-occurrence of this condition of affairs I 
would recommend that this Convention so amend the Constitu- 
tion as to provide for the removal of any officer who fails to 
comply with the provisions of the Constitution. 

In connection with this office I also wish to call your atten- 
tion to a most excellent recommendation made by your Secretary 
in his report last year, which it seems the Convention entirely 
overlooked, namely, that the incoming Secretary shall prepare 
and forward monthly to each Local Union and Central Body 
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affiliated a report blank for the purpose of obtaining a report 
upon the Locals’ membership, and of trade conditions in the 
vicinity. I would respectfully recommend that this be incorpo- 
rated in the Constitution of this body. 


EXECUTIVE BOARD. 


Owing to the change in our Constitution, at the last con- 
vention, it has not been necessary for the Executive Board to 
meet in session since the adjournment of the Convention, there- 
by saving considerable expense to the Federation. All business 
has been conducted by correspondence ; every proposition of any 
consequence has been submitted by myself to the Board for 
their consideration, before final action has been taken. My re- 
lations with all members of the Board have been very harmo- 
nious; and I have found them ever ready and willing to aid me, 


when called upon. 
LEGISLATION. 


The results obtained at the last session of the Florida Leg- 
islature, by your Legislative Committee, were not as great as 
anticipated ; nor do they compare favorably with those obtained 
in a former session. However, this is not the fault of the Leg- 
islative Committee, who did all in their power to have such bills 
passed as were recommended by the last Convention. At the 
close of the third annual convention prospects seemed bright for 
accomplishing something of benefit to organized labor. But 
your committee was confronted with the fact that the former 
Executive Board had failed to draft the bills which they were 
instructed to do by the second annual convenvion ; as a result it 
was impossible for your committee to carry out the instructions 
they received from the last convention. Then, too, the failure to 
secure the legislation desired by this body was chargeable to a 
great extent to the belief that organized labor will not punish 
its enemies, or reward its friends, at the ballot box. And I wish 
to say here that while I have always been opposed to Labor 
Unions entering politics as organizations, and believe that mem- 
bership in a Trade Union does not, and should not, interfere — 
with a man’s religious or political liberty, I would recommend 
that such ‘action be taken by this Convention as will enable every 
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Union man in this State to know who are the friends of Labor, 
and who are not; and then let the ballot be cast according to the 
dictates of his conscience. 


AMERICAN FEDERATION OF LABOR. 


The constitution provides that the Executive Board may 
select some one to represent this body in the Convention of the 
A. F. of L. However, I am inclined to think that this conven- 
tion should select some one for that duty; and should also in- 
struct the Executive Board to provide funds for the expenses of 
the said delegates. It will also be necessary in this connection 
to pay per capita tax for the past several years, as I am inform- 
ed by Mr. Gompers that no per capita tax has been paid for that 
length of time. It will also be necessary to order a new charter, 
as the one obtained upon organization of this body was lost by 
your first secretary; and we have been unable to recover it. 
President Gompers informs me that a duplicate will be issued 
upon receipt of one dollar. 


SOUVENIR JOURNAL. 


On account of the apparent dissatisfaction existing amongst 
certain Unions affiliated with this Body, and their failure to pay 
per capita tax, it was impossible for the Secretary—Treasurer to 
have the proceedings of the last Convention printed as he had 
been instructed to do, by the Executive Committee. Taking 
these matters into consideration, and knowing that it would re- 
quire considerable money to defray the expenses of this Conven- 
tion, and fearing that with the existing conditions we would 
have no money to meet the expenses, when I received the prop- 
osition from Mr. Moore, offering to take up the work of issuing 
for us a Souvenir publication, for certain considerations, which 
are specified in a copy of the contract between the Florida State 
Federation of Labor and Mr. Moore, which copy I hold in my 
possession, I immediately determined that it would be for the 
best interests of the Federation to accept his proposition. So I 
submitted the matter to the Executive Board, and, after obtain- 
ing their sanction, signed the contract with Mr. Moore for the 
State Federation of Labor. I am pleased to say that the project 
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netted the Federation $150.00, which amount I have turned 
over to the Secretary—Treasurer. 


DATE OF CONVENTION. 


At the last Convention it was decided to change the date of 
our meeting in even years from the fourth Tuesday in March to 
the second Tuesday in June. ‘The reason advanced ‘for doing 
this was that it would be possible to obtain excursion rates to 
the place of meeting in the month of June, whereas it would be 
impossible in the month of March. However, such is not the 
case; we are informed that the South-eastern Traffic Association 
refuses to grant excursion rates on more than one of their lines 
at the same time. So that this precludes the idea of our ever 
obtaining excursion rates from all points in this State. The 
best that we can hope for is to obtain rates for “special occasion”’ 
on the eertificate plan. Upon the organization of this Body it 
was thought advisable to hold the Conventions on the last’ week 
in March so as to prepare measures for the Legislative Commit- 
tee to take to Tallahassee the week following; but it has been 
our experience that your Legislative Committees have not had 
sufficient time between the adjournment of the Convention of 
this Body and the meeting of the State Legislature to properly 
prepare for the said meeting. I would therefore recommend 
that the Convention of this organization be called upon the same 
day of the month, in both odd and even years, and that the date 
be fixed for the second Tuesday in March. 


CONCLUSION. 


In the foregoing I have endeavored to render to you an 
account of my acts as President of your organization. However, 
I find that there are many matters that it would be impossible 
to refer to. To do so would make this report entirely too cum- 
bersome. All my official correspondence is on file, and can be 
examined by any member of this Convention. The past year 
has been a busy one for me, and while I may have made mis- 
takes, I did my duty as I saw it; that the State Federation has 
grown and prospered I think was owing some little to my efforts. 
And it is a source of gratification to me to know that no act of 
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mine has reflected discredit upon the organization. I trust and 
hope that the work so well begun in this State will continue, 
and that the power of the Florida State Federation of Labor for 
good and the advancement of the cause has only‘just begun. 
Thanking you for the consideration you have given me and 
for the confidence and trust you have reposed in me, and _trust- 
ing that your deliberations here will result for the best interests 
of the wage earners of the State of Florida, I remain,

Which was referred to the Committee on Officers’ Reports. 
Secretary R. L. Harper then read his report, as follows: 


REPORT OF SECRETARY-~TREASURER. 


To the Fourth Annual Convention, State Federation of Labor : 

Gentlemen—I beg leave to submit this, my report for the 
fifteen months past since our last convention, and trust that the 
warning made plain in these figures will lead the Fourth Annual 
Convention into the channel which will bring success in the 
future, rather than failure as in the past. 

Pursuant to the order of the Executive Board, which held 
its meeting immediately upon adjournment of last convention, I 
compiled as speedily as possible the minutes of said convention, 
and employed a stenographer and typewriter to copy same, mak- 
ing thereof four copies. Of these, one was forwarded to our 
Attorney, Hon. Robert McNamee, at Tallahassee; one to Presi- 
dent Chas. A. Wimsett, at Tampa; one to First Vice-President 
J. A. Roberts—then in Tallahassee, as representative of this 
body, as lobbyist; and the other I retained as copy to go to 
the printer. 

The cost of this special work, which had to be done at 
night, was not very great, owing to the fact that the services of 
an expert were not obtainable at such price as I considered the 
State Federation able to pay, and ss it was impossible for me to 
be present all the time, some of the work was very poor and 
badly mixed. However, it answered the purpose. 
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The special assessment levied by the convention for the leg- 
islative committee’s expenses at Tallahassee was responded to 
by fourteen unions, amounting to $123.74. The expenses of 
the legislative committee amounted to $153.63, leaving a deficit 
of $29.89. 

The work performed by this committee will be shown by 
the separate reports to Mr. Roberts and myself, as we were not 
in Tallahassee together. Mr. Roberts was in Tallahassee twenty 
days ; I was there thirty-one days. 

After adjournment of the Legislature I returned to Jack- 
sonville and, being out of a situation, perfected arrangements 
with Mr. Geo. W. Wilson, of the Times-Union, whereby I could 
set the minutes of the convention on one of the machines at a 
very low cost, it amounting to $24.00. The composition, at 10 
cents per 1,000, amounted to %36.60—making the total cost of 
composition, make-up, etc., ready for the press work, only $60.60. 
All this cost I stood myself, there being no money in the treas- 
ury, and not being able to proceed further with the work: that 
is, I did not feel disposed to run myself heels over head in debt 
to printing offices in order to carry on work in which I seemed 
to be the only one interested, and the type is still up and un- 
printed in the office of F. W. Dennis & Sons, in Jacksonville. 
And I may as well add that I am still in debt to the Times- 
Union for a part of the rent on machine, although I worked out 
the most of it. | 

It is very unpleasant to me to be forced to make this report. 
I hate to think that in the records of the Fourth Annual Con- 
vention of this organization such a blot upon the thinking 
capacity of the unions of this State has to be recorded; but it 
is only by stating facts that errors of the past can be avoided 
hereafter, and I trust that in future there will be less penuri- 
ousness manifested among the workmen of our State. 


NO BOND FILED. 


The committee at St. Augustine who were to obtain and 
hold bond of the Secretary-Treasurer wrote me on two or three 
occasions to file my bond. ‘These letters, unfortunately, were 
not delivered to me—I being absent from the city at the time— 
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and they were filed away (two of them) among others, and in 
packing up my household goods upon leaving Jacksonville they 
were not opened nor answered until some time in November. 
However, I could not have made bond without paying the 
expense out of my own pocket; and as there was nothing to 
hold other than a few books, I made no effort to get one, and 
feel that this convention will approve of my apparent derelic- 
tion of duty. 

The Central Labor Union of Jacksonville was elected Aud- 
iting Board for 1903—a fact which I communicated to them; 
but shortly after last convention the Central of Jacksonville 
became so disrupted that it was impossible to get men active 
enough in the cause to give up their time, and in consequence, 
if the Auditing Committee was ever appointed I was never ap- 
prised of the fact. Then, again, the past fifteen months have 
been a rather round-about, rough-and-tumble time for me. I 
have not been in one place long enough to get my part of the 
work in order; and the apparent lack of interest on the part of 
all hands was a most discouraging thing for me, lending no 
incentive to try to do good work. 

In consequence of these facts, you will notice that I have 
not made any charge for services since July, 1903, nor do I ask 
anything from that time.

Upon my removal from Jacksonville to Miami, some of the 
books and papers of the State Federation were lost and I have been 
unable to trace them up. However, they were practically unim- 
portant. ‘The account book could not be kept in anything like 
proper shape, for the reason that no union in the State has made 
regular monthly report of its membership to the Secretary. Unless 
such is done, an account book or accounts entered up against 
locals thereon are liable to be completely changed when report 
is finally made, necessitating the changing of all figures; and 
the loss of this book is, therefore, not serious, in my judgment. 

The cash book, upon which I credited all moneys paid in 
and out, has been all-sufficient. 

In connection with the per capita tax of the State Federa- 
tion, I would suggest that it be changed from a monthly per 
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capita to an annual assessment against the local unions on a 
basis of— 


Unions having 25 members or less, . % 6 OO per year. 
Unions with less than 50 and over 25, . 1200 “ “ 
Unions with less than 100 and over 75, ZA ies 
Central Labor Unions (as at present), . 12) 00. 


This would enable the Secretary to facilitate his work. lft 
would save the expense of sending out blanks eacu month, and 
the postage thereon, and would enable the local unions to calcu- 
late to a certainty. It would save bookkeeping and place the 
bulk of the work directly under the eyes of the convention itself. 
The annual payment of dues is the only method that will per- 
manently establish the State Federation and hold all unions 
bound, for the reason that it leaves a few minutes of only one 
meeting night in each year for the locals to wrangle over an 
appropriation from their funds for the State’s causes and good; 
whereas the present system necessitates a full explanation to a 
majority of the union once a month, and in some cases such 
appropriations are bitterly fought to such an extent that even | 
those who approve of and work for the State Federation of Labor 
feel unable to cope with objections raised, and often let the mat- 
ter go by until it is finally forgotten by all and nothing done. 

I submit herewith letter and resolutions from Painters’ Union 
No. 88, of Tampa:

other officers of the State Federation, by the fact that our dele- 
gates are not placed on any of the important committees, and every- 
thing in the way of recommendations, resolutions, etc., is turned 
down by the combined efforts of the other allied crafts, and that 
we have the same taxation as the other crafts, but no represent- 
ation whatever; and as under the present rule we cannot expect 
matters to change any for the better, therefore you will please 
accept this our resignation from the State Federation of Labor.

To this letter I made no reply. The implied wrongs sus- 
tained and the endeavor to charge partiality on the part of the 
1902-3 officers, as well as those elected at the 1903 convention 
was, in my judgment so extremely ridiculous that I treated the 
matter as a joke—not believing that men endowed with good, 
common sense could or would seriously consider such a resolu- 
tion. However, upon my visit to Tampa, in October of last — 
year, I found that not only the painters, but the carpenters as 
well, were out— both by resolution. I leave the matter with 
the convention. 

On March Ist of this year I was appointed general organ- 
izer of the American Federation of Labor, by President Gomp- 
ers, and commissioned for two months’ services, on pay, in Flor- 
ida. During this service I organized fifteen unions, principally 
in the central portion of the State. 
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Thanking you for the trust imposed, and hoping for the 
unbounded success of this fourth convention,

We recommend that the rules of the Third Annual Conven- 
tion be re-adopted, without change, as we deem the said rules 
sufficient for the government of this Convention.

Delegate T. N. Wilson moved that the report of the Com- 
mittee be adopted. 

Agreed to: 

Committee on Resolutions submitted the following report: 


To the Florida State Federation of Labor : 

We, your Committee on Resolutions, beg leave to report 
Resolution No. 2, favorably. 

Resolution No. 2, by Delegate S. J. Triplett, Typographicai 
Union No. 162, Jacksonville ; 

Whereas, There exists to-day, and ever has existed, a feeling 
antagonistic between the white and colored races, and which a 
times has worked almost irreparable harm in the ranks of organ- 
ized labor; and 

Whereas, It is evident from past experience that the cause 
of Unionism has been best served when the two races were 
organized in separate Locals; and 

Whereas, The American Federation of Labor has acknowl- 
edged the advisability of such a course by granting separate 
charters to white and colored Central Bodies ; therefore, be it 

Resolved, By the Florida State Federation of Labor, in Con- 
vention assembled, that the Executive Board of the American 
Federation of Labor be and are hereby requested to grant char- 
ters for the formation of Central Bodies to five or more Local 
Unions, composed of whites only, upon application in any town 
or city in Florida; 

Resolved, That nothing in this resolution shall be construed 
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as meaning that this Federation is not in full sympathy with the 
organization of the colored race into Local Unions, and that each 
Local Union now in existence is pledged to that end. 

Resolved, That the secretary is hereby instructed to forward 
a copy of this Resolution to the Officers of the A. F. of L. with- 
out delay, and acquaint the Local Unions affiliated herewith 
with the contents of any reply that he may receive thereto. 


Delegate Triplett moved the adoption of the Committee's 
report. 

Delegate T. N. Wilson objected to the passage of Resolution 
No. 2, claiming that the same would tend to further divide the 
Labor Union. 

Delegate Kendrick stated that the Resolution would not 
deprive any Union from representation in the State Body. 

Delegate Triplett explained fully the meaning of the Res- 
olution, and cited conditions ia the City of Jacksonville as cause 
sufficient to make it necessary to have a white and colored 
Central Body there. 

Delegate Castaing favored the passage of iassldeon No. 2. 

Delegate Pettis obtained thefloor and questioned the advis- 
ability of the passage of Resolution No. 2, stating that the cigar- 
makers would be excluded from Central Bodies if it was allowed 
to pass; he favored leaving consideration of the Resolution over 
for one vear. 

President stated that under the rules he would have to 
limit speeches to ten minutes each. 

Delegate Green asked the Chair if the rules did not require 
that all Committees in session should be notified when vote was 
being taken on any proposition. He was informed that such 
was the case. 

Delegate George favored the passage of the resolution. 

Delegate Robinson opposed the passage of the resolution. 

Delegate Thompson opposed the passage of the resolution. 

Delegate Cook offered the following amendment: That con- 
sideration of Resolution No. 2 be laid over for one year. 

Delegate Triplett opposed amendment. 

Delegate Simons favored amendment.

Delegate Blanchard favored amendment. 

Delegate Callenberg favored amendment. 

Delegate Pomar favored amendment. 

Delegate Mabbett corrected the statement made by Delegate 
Pomar that the Typographical Union of St. Augustine ever 
favored scabbing. 

Delegate Simons then spoke in favor of the amendment. 

Delegate Campbell favored amendment, 

Delegate Triplett asked for the floor on a question of per- 
sonal privilege. 

Granted. 

He made a statement explaining that he was not reponsible 
for the clipping read by Delegate Simons, but that he was mere- 
ly an employee on the paper in which the item appeared. 

Question was called for. 

Roll call was demanded, which resulted as follows: 

Yeas—T. N. Wilson, Maloney, Voght, Monroe Roberts, W. J. 
Wilson, Simons, Thompson, Robinson, Campderros, Callenberg, 
Pettis, Simmons, Campbell, J. A. Roberts, Fales, Roldan, Mid- 
dlebrooks, Scavotto, Romero, Llopis, Wimsett, Kendrick, Sharp, 
Peter Baker (two votes), Armstrong (two votes), Cook, George, 
Pomar, Edgerton, Blanchard, Kelly, Gebhart, Waters.

Yeas, 37; nays, 6; so the amendment prevailed; the res- 
olution will lie over for one year. 

Resolution No. 3 was then taken up, and read as follows: 


Resolution No. 3, James Robinson, Cigar Makers Union 
No. 29. 

Whereas, There is a desire on the part of a few disgruntled 
labor leaders to disrupt and create race dissension in the ranks 
of organized labor in the City of Jacksonville; and 

Whereas, The said movement is encouraged and agitated 
by a weekly paper edited in the interests of organized capital, 
and from which paper the Jacksonville Central Labor Union 
has withdrawn its endorsement, and requested the elimination 
of the name “Labor Journal,” therefore, be it 
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Resolved, That the concentration of vast aggregations of 
capital for the control and monopolization of the products of 
labor tend to reduce the wage workers to a condition of helpless 
dependency, and that general trade unification is desired to 
ameliorate the condition of the laboring classes; and that dis- 
sension in the ranks and race prejudice cannot be tolerated; be 
it further 

Resolved, That this State Body does not concur in any such 
movement, and does condemn all such efforts at disunity in the 
ranks of organized labor; and be it further 

Resolved, That a copy of these Resolutions be furnished to 
the Press of Florida. 


Delegate Triplett moved that this Resolution also lie on the 
table for one year. 

Agreed to, without discussion. 

Resolution No. 4 was then read. 


Resolution No. 4, by Wm. F. Maloney, Cigarmakers Union 
No. 337. Reported favorably by the Committee on Resolutions. 

Resolved, That the Fourth Annual Convention of the Flor- 
ida State Federation of Labor enter a piotest to the American 
Federation of Labor, and to Local Unions in the State of Florida, 
against the open. shop policy. 


Motion to adopt was agreed to.} 
Resolution No. 5 was read as follows: 


Resolution No. 5, W. J. Wilson, Carpenters Union No. 605 ; 
reported favorably by the Committee on Resolutions. 

Whereas, The Cummer Lumber Company of Jacksonville, 
Florida, a corporation engaged in the manufacture of lumber, 
with a capacity of 3} million feet per month, has shown a spirit 
of unfairness to organized labor; and 

Whereas, The said Cummer Lumber Company has been 
declared unfair by the Central Labor Union and Building Trades 
Council of Jacksonville; therefore, be it 

Resolved, By the Florida State Federation of Labor that the 
action of the Central Labor Union and Building Trades Council 
is hereby endorsed. 
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A motion to adopt the Resolution was agreed to. 

A motion to take up all the Resolutions now on the table 
and refer them to Committees was agreed to. 

Resolutions Nos. 8 and 9 were read and referred to the 
Committee on Resolutions. 

The Committee on Officers Reports then submitted their 
report on the President's report, which was read. 

Motion was made to adopt as read. 

Delegate Harper opposed the motion. 

Delegate Callenberg offered amendment to refer back the 
President's report to the Committee. 

Delegate Green favored the amendment. 

Delegate Thompson offered an amendment to the amend- 
ment that the Convention instruct the Committee to remove all 
censure from the Secretary. 

Agreed to. And the report was referred back to the Com- 
mittee to remove censure. 

The Committee’s report on the Secretary—Treasurer’s report 
was then read. 

Secretary Harper moved to refer back to Committee to re- 
move censure from Secretary—Treasurer. 

Agreed to. 

Vice-President Green was then called to the Chair. 

Credential of W. F. Marzyk, Central Labor Union, Jackson- 
ville, was then read and referred to the Committee on Cre- 
dentials. 

Delegate Wimsett stated that the Georgia State Federation 
of Labor was in session at Rome, Ga., and moved that a commit- 
tee be appointed to wire a message of congratulations to them 
over the signatures of the officers of this Body. 

Agreed to. And the Chair appointed the following Com- 
mittee: Wimsett, Edgerton and Thompson. 

Resolutions No. 10 and 11 were read and referred to the 
Committee on Resolutions.

Secretary Harper moved that the rules be waived, and the 
Resolution be unanimously adopted. 
The Committee on Officers Reports submitted the following : 


We, your Committee on Officers Reports, beg leave to rec- 
ommend that the President’s report, with the recommendations 
therein contained, be accepted as read, with the following excep- 
tions: We recommend that the Secretary—Treasurer be supplied 
with letter files at once, and a typewriter when the state of the 
the treasury will warrant the same; but we do not think pur- 
chase of a desk advisable, as the office of the Secretary-Treasurer 
is in different parts of the State, and the cost of transportation 
and other trouble would be too great unless the Federation sees 
fit to set aside some stated place as general headquarters for the 
said officer. We wish to place special emphasis on his recom- 
mendation that any officer should be removed from office should 
he fail to carry out the provisions of the Constitution, and heart- 
ily concur in this recommendation. 

We recommend that the Federation at once secure a dupli- 
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cate charter from the A. F. of L.; we recommend that one thou- 
sand copies of the proceedings of the Third Annual Convention 
be printed from the type already set up on the very cheapest 
paper possible for such work, the work to be done at the cheap- 
est. possible cost, consistent with good work and union prices. 
We recommend that hereafter this federation convenes on 

the first Tuesday in March, instead of the date now in force.

We, your Committee on Constitution, beg leave to submit 
the following, and recommend that the changes suggested be 
adopted : 

CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 
OF THE 
FLORIDA STATE FEDERATION OF LABOR. 


PREAMBLE. 


Whereas, It behooves the representatives of the trade and 
labor unions of Florida, in convention assembled, to adopt such 
measures and disseminate such principles among the mechanics 
and laborers of our country as will permanently unite them to 
secure the recognition of the rights to which they are entitled ; 
we therefore declare ourselves in favor of a thorough federation 
of all the local unions throughout Florida, DEBTS under the 
trade-union system. 

ARTICLE I.—NAME. 


Sectior 1. This association shall be known as the “Florida 
State Federation of Labor,” and shall consist of such trade and 
labor unions as shall conform to its rules and regulations. Pro- 
vided, however, that no organization shall be permitted to a seat 
in the convention of this body, nor to membership in anywise, 
whose national or international organization is hostile to the 
American Federation of Labor, nor any local union that is not 
affiliated with a Central body where one exists. 


ArtTIcLE II.—OBJEctTs. 


Section 1. The establishment of trade-unions, based upon 
a strict recognition of the autonomy of each trade and the 
promotion and advancement of such bodies. 

Sec. 2. A federation of trade-unions to aid and assist each 
other, to aid and encourage the sale of union labeled goods, and 
to secure State and National legislation in the interest of the 
working people, and influence public opinion by peaceful and 
legal methods in favor of organized labor.

ArTICLE JJI.--MEAsuREs. 


Section 1. In accordance with the above declaration of prin- 
ciples, we demand: That all existing beneficial labor laws shall 
be rigidly enforced, and that we urge the enactment of laws 
providing for the further protection of labor. 


ARTICLE 1V.—REPRESENTATION. 


Section 1. The basis of representation in the convention 
shall be: Locals having one hundred members or less shall be 
entitled to one delegate; and for each additional one hundred, 
or majority fraction thereof, one delegate; and from Central 
Bodies, three delegates. 

Sec. 2. The delegates shall be elected at least thirty days 
previous to the annual convention, and the names of such dele- 
gates shall be forwarded to the Secretary-Treasurer at the earli- 
est possible moment thereafter. 

Sec. 3. To entitle Local Unions and Central Bodies to rep- 
resentation in the convention, they must be in possession of a 
receipt from the Secretary-Treasurer showing the payment of 
per capita tax for at least one year previous to the convention. 
Provided, however, The Local Unions or Central Bodies not cr- 
ganized prior to the convention shall be entitled to representa- 
tion upon payment of two months per capita tax. 

Sec. 4. Delegates shall be elected by their union to serve 
one year, and must deposit their credentials with the Secretary- 
Treasurer before being admitted to seats. All credentials shal! 
state the full name and address of the secretary of the union, and 
shall be signed by the secretary and president, bearing the seal 
of the local the delegate represents. If these provisions are not 
complied with, the credentials shall be returned by the Secretary- 
Treasurer of the State Federation of Labor to the organization 
issuing said credentials. 

Sec. 5. A quorum for the transaction of business shall con- 
sist of not less than a majority of the delegates attending the 
convention. 

ARTICLE V.—OFFIOERS. 

Section 1. The officers of the State Federation of Labor 

shall consist of a President, six Vice-Presidents, a Secretary-

Treasurer — to be elected on the last day of the session of the 
convention—and these officers shall constitute the Executive 
Board. 

Sec. 2. The Executive Board shall be members of the suc- 
ceeding convention, in case they are not duly re-elected. 

Sec. 3. All elective officers shall be members of a local or- 
ganization connected with the Florida State Federation of Labor. 

Sec. 4. The terms of the officers of the State Federation of 
Labor shall expire on the last day of the annual convention. 

Sec. 5. All books and financial accounts shall at all times be 
open to the inspection of the President and the Executive Board. 


ARTICLE VI.—DvUTIES oF OFFICERS. 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the President to preside 
at the convention; to exercise supervision of the Federation 
throughout its jurisdiction, and to sign all official documents ; 
and to appoint an Auditing Committee, whose duty it shall be 
to audit the books, take charge of all books, papers and other 
property of the Federation at the close of the convention, and 
turn same over to the incoming Secretary-Treasurer upon receipt 
and approval of his bond. 

Sec. 2. The President shall submit a written report of his 
official acts and doings to the annual convention of the State 
Federation. 

Sec. 8. The President shall have the casting vote in case 
of a tie, but shall not vote at other times, except upon a roll-call 
or ballot. 

Sec. 4. The Vice-Presidents, according to number, shall in 
the order of their seniority preside at the convention in case of 
the absence, temporary or otherwise, of the President. In case 
of the death, resignation or disability of the President, the Vice- 
Presidents shall assume all the responsibility of the office in the 
order of their seniority ; and in the event of the death, disabil- 
ity, absence or resignation of the President, the Vice-Presidents 
shall assume the duties of the office in the order of their seniority. 

Sec. 5. The Secretary-Treasurer shall attend all meetings 
of the body, and keep a true record of the transactions thereof. 
He shall render a report annually, and have all books and papers 


31 


in such condition that they may be inspected by the President 
and Executive Board at any and all times, and shall be compen- 
sated in the sum of $10.00 per month, and further remunera- 
tion to be determined each year at the annual convention. He 
shall also act as secretary of the Executive Board. He shall give 
bond in some responsible surety company to the amount of one 
thousand dollars. Expense of same to be paid by the State Fed- 
eration of Labor. 

Sec. 6. The Executive Board shall act and decide upon all 
grievances and appeals, subject to the approval or rejection of 
the convention. It shall also act as auditing committee, except 
in cases otherwise provided for, and shall pass on all bills and 
accounts. The Executive Board shall be empowered, in case of 
emergency, to draw on the treasury for expense of the delegates 
to other conventions, and of State officers. It shall be further | 
empowered to act in any and all cases not otherwise provided 
for in this Constitution. The action of a majority of the mem- 
bers composing the Executive Board shall be considered bind- 
ing. All matters coming before the Executive Board shall be 
submitted to the board by and through the President. It shall 
further be the duty of the Executive Board to watch legislative 
matters directly affecting the interest of the working people, 
and to initiate, whenever necessary, such legislative action as 
the convention may direct. The Executive Committee shall, 
immediately upon the adjournment of the State Federation of 
Labor, convene a session of the board for the transaction of the 
business referred to that board. 

Sec. 6. Any vacancy in office may be filled by the Presi- 
dent with the sanction of the Executive Board. 

ArTICLE VIJ.—REVENUES. 

Section 1. Each affiliated union shall pay to the Secretary- 
Treasurer a per capita tax of two cents per month on its entire 
membership, and central bodies the sum of $1.00 per month; 
the same to be paid quarterly, beginning July Ist, 1904. . 

ArTICLE VIII.—MIscELLANEOUS. 


Section 1. Certificates of affiliation shall be granted by the 
Secretary-Treasurer, signed by the President, by and with the 
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consent of the Executive Board, to such locals and central bodies 
as apply for and are eligible to membership in the State Feder- 
ation of Labor. 


ARTICLE [X.—ProxIES AND ALTERNATES. 


No proxies from delegates shall be allowed, but the central 
bodies and local unions shall elect an equal number of alternates 
at the time of the eleetion of delegates as hereinbefore provided. 


ARTICLE X.—OFFICIAL PAPER. 


The Executive Board may select such papers as they deem 
proper as official organs, but no paper shall be selected which 
shall not be exclusively devoted to labor interests, and using 
the union label. 


ARTICLE XI.—HoLp-Over TERMS. 


All officers’ terms shall hold over until their successors are 
elected and qualified. 


ARTICLE XII.—CONVENTIONS. 


Section 1. The annual conventions of the State Federation 
ot Labor shall be held on the second Tuesday in March of each 
year, at 12 o’clock m., at such place as shall be designated by 
the preceding convention. 


ARTICLE XIJI.—AMENDMENTS. 


This Constitution can be amended or altered at any regular 
session of the convention, upon a two-thirds vote of the mem- 
bers in attendance at the time the vote is taken.

Motion was made to adopt the report as read. 

Delegate Marzyk moved to amend by striking out one thou- 
sand dollars and inserting five hundred, in paragraph relating 
to Secretary-Treasurer’s report. Motion received no second. 
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The motion to adopt prevailed. 

Secretary-Treasurer then read a financial statement includ- 
ing the receipts and expenses of the convention to date, which 
included the customary appropriation to the President and Sec- 
retary-Treasurer of railroad fare and per diem. 

President called Vice-President Roberts to the chair, and 
securing the floor, stated that while it had been the practice of 
former conventions to pay per diem and mileage to the Presi- 
dent and Secretary, that he would prefer not to accept it unless 
the matter would be acted upon by the convention as had here- 
tofore been the custom. 

Delegate Triplett then moved that the convention pay the 
President and Secretary-Treasurer $4.00 per day and mileage. 
Which was agreed to. 
Committee on Resolutions reported as follows : 


Resolution No. 6, by W. J. Wilson; reported favorably by 
the Committee: 


Whereas, The manufacture of lumber being one of the chief 
industries of the State, and employing hundreds of men whose 
conditions are such as to arouse the indignation of all honest 
union men, and whose hours of labor are from twelve to eight- 
teen per day, with barely enough wages to keep body and soul 
together; and 

Whereas, we believe that the said condition of mill workers 
in the State will gradually grow worse instead of better; there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, That the Amalgamated Woodworkers’ Union be 
asked and petitioned to send an organizer into the State of Flor- 
ida to organize the mill employees. 


Motion to adopt as read was agreed to. 
Resolution No. 7, by William E. Campbell; Committee rec- 
ommends adoption : 


Whereas, we deem it advisable to audit the financial report 
of the Secretary-Treasurer for the period previous to the conven- 


tion; be it, therefore, 
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Resolved, That the chair appoint a committee of three for 
the said purpose, and that they be instructed to immediately 
audit the accounts of the said Secretary-Treasurer, and report to 
this convention before its adjournment. 


Motion to adopt was agreed to. And the chair appointed 
the following committee: Monroe Roberts, W. J. Wilson and A. 
W. Mabbett. 

Resolution No. 8, by Peter Baker, St. Augustine; reported 
without recommendation : 


Whereas, The Cigarmakers’ International Union of Amer- 
ica places upon the products of the labor of its members a blue 
label to distinguish such labor from the product of child, prison, 
tenement-house and Chinese labor; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the delegates of the fourth annual conven- 
tion of the Florida State Federation of Labor, in convention as- 
sembled, condemn the practices of the trust and other non-union 
cigar manufacturers who, by the employment of young and inno- 
cent children, crush hope out of their lives, dwarf them physic- 
ally, mentally and morally. And be it further 

Resolved, That we recommend to the trade unionists of the 
State of Florida that a general demand be made for the blue 
label of the Cigarmakers’ International Union of America. 


Motion to adopt unanimously agreed to. 
Resolution No. 9, by the delegates of Cigarmakers’ Unions 
Nos. 336, 440 and 449: 


To the Florida State Federation of Labor : 

We, the undersigned delegates of Unions Nos. 336, 440 and 
449, have the honor to present to this body the following reso- 
lution, and ask your approval of the same: 

Whereas, The undersigned Unions, attached to the Cigar- 
makers’ International Union of America, have been working vig- 
orously to organize the cigarmakers of Tampa; and 

Whereas, There exists at the present time a socalled ‘‘popu- 
lar strike” in the aforesaid city, and as the said local unions 
affiliated with the Cigariiiakers’ International Union of America 
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expect to add at least three thousand new members as the result 
of the said strike; and 

Whereas, After a careful review of the situation, we believe 
that we will need material assistance from unions affiliated with 
this body, so as to be able to control the situation that it may result 
in a more complete organization of the workers of Tampa; and 

Whereas, We realize that the work of organization must be 
largely accomplished during the present strike; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That this Convention recommend to all affiliated 
unions to give a moral and financial assistance to the aforesaid 
unions in the city of Tampa. 

Be it further resolved, That this convention wire a message 
of congratulation to the cigarmakers of the city of Tampa in 
general, and to the strike committee of the aforesaid city in par- 
ticular, as a token of appreciation for the valiant work done in 
behalf of organization, and their determination to join the union 
of their craft. 


Motion to adopt the resolution was made. 

Delegate Fales read two telegrams from the city of Tampa, 
stating that the cigarmakers of that city were rapidly coming 
into the union. 

Delegate Callenberg favored the adoption of the resolution. 

Delegate Triplett spoke favoring the resolution. He made 
a splendid talk in favor of the Union Label and the protection 
of the same, and offered an amendment to the motion that the 
sum of $25.00 be appropriated to the cigarmakers’ strike by 
this convention, and that all delegates present be requested to 
endeavor to have their local unions levy an assessment of ten 
cents per member per week for the same purpose. 

Amendment agreed to. 

Resolution was adopted as amended. 

Resolution No. 10, by Z. A. Middlebrooks, of Tampa; re- 
ported by committee without recommendation : 


Whereas, The present State law calls for ten hours as a legal 
work-day ; and 

Whereas, The trade unions of the State of Florida believe 
in and demand a work-day of eight hours; therefore, be it 
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Resolved, That the legislative committee of this body be 
instructed to draft in legal form a bill, to be presented to the 
legislature at its next session, substituting eight hours instead 
of ten, and that the said committee be further instructed to do 
all in their power to have the said bill enacted as a law. 


Motion to lay over one year was made. 

Delegate Middlebrooks offered an amendment that it be re- 
ferred to the incoming Executive Board. 

Delegate Wimsett stated that it would be almost impossible 
to pass the said bill through the legislature of Florida, and re- 
quested that resolution No. 13 be read before further action on 
No. 10. 

Resolution No. 13 was then read, as follows: 


Resolution No. 13—C. A. Wimsett, Tampa, Engineers’ 
Union, No. 31: , 


Resolved, That the incoming Executive Board be instructed 
to prepare in legal form bills, to be presented to the next conven- 
tion of this body for their approval, upon the following subjects: 

First—The child labor law. 

Second—The utilization of convict labor by the State upon 
the public roads of the State. 

Third—Amending. the present ten-hour law to nine hours. 

Fourth—Compelling employers to state that a strike exists 
when advertising for help to take the place of employees on strike. 


The committee recommended the adoption of this resolu- 
tion, with the following amendment: Strike out clause three. 

Delegate Triplett spoke to the adoption of resolutions Nos. 
10 and 13 as amended. 

Delegates Callenberg and Thompson also favored both res- 
olutions as amended. 

Delegate Wimsett explained the meaning of both resolu- 
tions as amended. 

The resolutions were adopted as amended. 

Delegate Callenberg moved to print 2,000 copies of the same. 

Motion was ruled out of order. 
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Resolution No. 12, by T. N. Wilson, of Palatka, was then 
read. Asa resolution similar to this had previously been adopted 
by the convention, the committee's recommendation to not adopt 
was agreed to. 

Resolution No. 11, by Z. A. Middlebrooks, Tampa, was re- 
ferred to the convention for action, by the committee: 


Whereas, THE Union Labs, the official organ of the Florida 
State Federation of Labor, has changed its management during 
the past year; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Florida State Federation of Labor, in 
convention assembled, hereby renews its endorsement of the 
said Union LaBEt as the official organ of this body. 


Delegates Triplett and Kelly spoke favoring the resolution. 

Motion to adopt the resolution was agreed to. 

Resolutions Nos. 14, 15 and 16 were read and referred to 
the committee on resolutions. 

Delegate Triplett moved that the Florida State Federation 
of Labor extend an invitation to members of organized labor of 
St. Augustine, and their friends, to meet with them tomorrow 
night, and that the President be requested to address the meeting. 

Upon the request of the local committee on entertainments, 
the motion was withdrawn. 

A motion to grant Secretary Harper and Delegate J. A. Rob- 
erts (the former legislative committee) the privilege of making a 
verbal report on legislative matters was agreed to. 

Delegate Sharp requested the delegates to assemble at the 
old Fort, to have their photos taken, at 12 o’clock on the 16th. 

Motion to adjourn until 8:30 tomorrow was withdrawn. 

Motion by Delegate Marzyck to adjourn until 7:30 this eve- 
ning, to sit until business before the house was dispensed with, 
was agreed to. 
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Convention was called to order at 7:30 by President Wimsett. 
Vice-President Edgerton was called to the chair. 

Roll call showed thirty-six delegates present. 

Committee on Resolutions reported the following resolutions: 


Resolution No. 14, by 8S. J. Kendrick, Woodworkers’ Union 
104; reported favorably by the committee: 


Whereas, There exists in the city of Tampaa manufacturers’ 
combination which is waging a systematic war upon the labor 
organizations of the community, with the intention of ultimately 
bringing about a dissolution of the labor unio.s generally, and 
the Cigarmakers’ and Woodworkers’ unions in particular, in 
consequence of which there is a lockout in one of the box facto- 
ries and a strike in the others in that city at present; and 

Whereas, The said strikes and lockout are the cause of much 
hardship upon the men, women and boys employed in the facto- 
ries; be it, therefore, 

Resolved, That the Florida State Federation of Labor, in 
regular convention assembled, do most heartily endorse the action 
of Woodworkers’ Union No. 104, in defending, to the best of its 
ability, the rights of its members against the combination of its 
enemies; that we hereby extend to 1t our best sympathies and 
encouragement, both moral and material, as far as lies in our 
power, and earnestly request that every local union in the State 
of Florida join us in the same, furnishing them with assistance 
which may enable them to successfully cope with the situation. 


Motion to adopt the same was agreed to. 


Resolution No. 16—C. A. Wimsett, Engineers’ Union No. 
21, Tampa; recommended favorably by committee : 


Resolved, That the incoming Executive Board be instructed 
as soon as the funds of the State Federation will permit, to have 
a circular letter printed, and distributed to all unions in the 
State not affihated with this body, setting forth the aims and 
objects and inviting them to join the State Federation; and to — 
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also have printed a constitution in cheap form for distribution 
to all unions. 


Motion to adopt was agreed to. 


Resolution No. 15--Thomas Wigg, Brotherhood of Carpen- 
ters and Joiners of Jacksonville; committee refers it to the con- 
vention without recommendation : 


Whereas, It has been proven by past acts that the cause of 
labor has sufiered defeat and setbacks numberless times by the 
unfaithfulness of reputed friends in political power; and 

Whereas, It is oaly through general discussion that the 
laboring man can become acquainted with both men and meas- 
ures that will best serve his interests and protect his rights 
against the onslaughts of capital; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Florida State Federation of Labor recom- 
mend to all local unions affiliated the passage of a law permit- 
ting the discussion of politics in their meetings, believing that 
only through a knowledge of political and domestic economy 
and the proper use of the ballot can we ever hope to gain those 
inalienable rights accorded every American citizen. 

Resolved, further, That all members of organized labor in 
Florida are most earnestly requestea to protect themselves in 
their franchise and rights as electors by payment of their poll tax. 


Delegate Callenberg moved to lay the resolution on the table. 

Delegate Triplett asked that the motion do nov pass, as it 
would cut off all discussion. 

Delegate Wigg stated that as introducer of the resolution 
he would like to discuss its merits, and asked the chair to rule 
whether it was permissible or not to do so under a motion to lay 
on the trble. 

President ruled that a motion to lay on the table was not 
debatable. 

The vote resulted to 33 against tabling and 7 for. 

Motion lost. 

Delegate W. J. Wilson moved to adopt the resolution. 

Delegate Wigg, in a strong speech, favored the adoption of 
the resolution. 
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Secretary Harper asked permission to read the following 
telegram, which he had just received. 

Request granted. 

He then read as follows: 


Rome, GEORGIA. 
To C. A. Wimsett, President, St. Augustine: 

Georgia State Federation, in convention assembled, accepts 
Florida Federation greeting. We wish your convention much 
success, and extend our hearty co-operation in the movement. 

(Signea) H. F. Garrert, Secretary. 


Received with applause. 

Delegate Triplett favored the adoption of the resolution. 

Delegates Castaing and George favored the adoption of the 
resolution. 

Delegates Callenberg, Harper and Wimsett spoke against 
the adoption of the resolution. 

Delegate Fales opposed the resolution, and offered amendment 
to strike out politics and insert social economy in lieu thereof. 

Delegate Pettis stated that he was opposed to the adoption 
of the resolution, and therefore opposed to the amendment. 

Delegates Campbell and Marzyck opposed the resolution and 
amendment. 

Delegate Robertson also opposed the resolution. 

Delegate J, A. Roberts moved to indefinitely postpone con- 
sideration of resolution No. 15. 

Roll call was demanded. 

The votes resulted as follows: 

Yeas—Castaing, Maloney, Voght, Monroe Roberts, Marzyck, 
Simons, W. J. Wilson, Triplett, Thompson, Campderros, Pettis, 
Simmons, Campbell, J. A. Roberts, Fales, Middlebrooks, Wim- 
sett, Kendrick, Sharp, Baker, Armstrong, Cook, George, Pomar, 
Edgerton, Green, Kirby, Mabbett, Gebhart, Waters, Pellicer, 
and Wigg. 

Nays—T. N. Wilson, Robinson, Callenberg, Roldan, Sca- 
votto, Romero, Llopis, and Blanchard. 

Yeas,’ 32.) nays,’ 8. 

So the motion to indefinitely postpone was agreed to. 
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Delegate Wimsett stated that inasmuch as we had made an 
appropriation to the cigarmakers of Tampa, we should also take 
similar action in reference to the boxmakers, who are on a strike 
and need encouragement and finances very much; and moved 
that we wire a message of encouragement and make an appro- 
priation, the amount of which to be determined later. 

Which was agreed to. 

Fire Chief Rhoades of st. Augustine was present, and extended 
an invitation to visit the fire department at 10 a.m. tomorrow, to 
see them drill. 

Motion to accept the invitation was agreed to. 

Motion to adjourn was agreed to. 


MORNING SESSION. 


Tuurspay, June 16th, 1904. 

Convention was called to order at 8:30 a. m. by President 
Winmsett. 

Roll call showed thirty-three delegates present. 

Minutes of the previous session were approved, with slight 
corrections. 

Credentials of A. Brown, of St. Augustine Team Drivers’ 
Union, were approved and delegate seated. 

Resolutions Nos. 17 and 18 were read and referred to the 
Committee on Resolutions. 

Delegate Thompson stated that he thought it would be a 
good thing to have aJl local unions in Florida draft resolutions 
similar to the one adopted by this convention in regard to the 
Colorado affair, and forward the same to the President of the 
United States. 

Delegate Castaing, Callenberg and Fales spoke favoring 
the same. 

Delegate Pomar favored such action, and thought that mili- 
tiamen should be debarred from signing the said resolution. 


There being no motion in regard to the matter, it was left 
SFL S&S 
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for the delegates present to take such action in their locals, upon 
returning home, as was outlined by the speakers. 

Resolution Nos. 19, 20, 21 and 22 were read and referred to 
the Committee on Resolutions. 

Secretary Harper stated that he and Delegate J. A. Roberts 
had failed to procure a stenographer to take their legislative 
report, and asked that a committee be allowed to prepare a full 
and complete report upon returning home, and submit the same 
to the Executive Board, through the President, and that the 
same be printed for distribution. 

Delegate Edgerton moved that the request of the legislative 
committee be granted. 

Delegate Triplett opposed the motion. 

Secretary Harper favored the motion. 

Delegates Kendrick and Edgerton spoke in favor of the 
motion. 

Delegate Callenberg opposed the motion. 

Delegates Campbell, Castaing and Thompson favored the 
motion. 

Delegate Marzyck favored the motion, but offered an amend- 
ment that the full report be published in THE Union LaBet, and 
that copies of the same be sent to each union in the State of 
Florida. 

Delegate Triplett favored the amendment. 

Delegate T. N. Wilson favored the amendment. 

The vote resulted in the adoption of the motion as amended 
by Delegate Marzyck. 

Delegate Triplett moved to adjourn until 2 p. m. 

Agreed to. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Convention called to order at 2:10 p. m. by the President. 

Motion to dispense with roll call agreed to. 

Committee on Resolutions asked unanimous consent to intro- 
duce a resolution. 

Granted. 
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Resolution No. 23, by 8S. J. Kendrick, Woodworkers Union, 
No. 104: 


Resolved, That the hour for final adjournment of this con- 
vention be fixed at June 16th, at 5 p. m., and that the election 
of officers take place at 4 p. m. 

Resolved, further, That the ten-minute rule be suspended, 
and all debate at this session be limited to three minutes. 


Amendment was offered that it read 6 o’clock instead of 5 
for final adjournment. 

Amendment prevailed. 

Resolution adopted as amended. 

Delegate Kendrick asked unanimous consent to take up a 
matter under unfinished business. 

Granted. 

Delegate Kendrick moved that we now specify amount of 
donation to Boxmakers Union of Tampa. 

Delegate Triplett offered an amendment that the officers of 
the Florida State Federation of Labor wire the boxmakers that 
$25.00 has been donated, and the Secretary be instructed to 
forward that amount at the earliest possible moment. 

Amendment was agreed to. 

Committee on Resolutions reported as follows : 


Resolution No. 17, by Z. A. Middlebrooks, Shipwrights, 
Joiners and Caulkers Union, Tampa; reported favorably : 


Whereas, The local unions represented in this convention 
desire to receive the proceedings of this convention as soon as 
possible; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the proceedings of this convention be printed 
so as to be forwarded to each local union not later than July Ist, 
1904; and if the finances of this body are not in a condition to 
pay for same, that the Executive Board be empowered to levy 
an assessment to cover the cost of the said printing. 


Motion to adopt the resolution was agreed to. 
Resolution No. 18—Thomas Kirby, International Associa- 
tion of Machinists, No. 51, St. Augustine; reported favorably : 
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I wish to propose the following, so as there will not bea 
repetition of last year’s errors: 

Resolved, That the Secretary-Treasurer be instructed to file 
his bond within thirty days after the close of this convention. 


A motion to adopt the resolution was agreed to. 
Resolution No. 19—C. A. Wimsett, Tampa Engineers Union 
No. 31, of Tampa; reported favorably by the committee : 


Resolved, That the incoming Secretary be instructed to pay 
all per capita tax due the American Federation of Labor from this 
body, as soon as the finances of this body will permit of the same. 


Motion to adopt same was agreed to. 
Resolution No. 20, by the Committee on Resolutions, by 
request; reported without recommendation : 


Whereas, Since time began it has been demonstrated that 
man cannot serve two masters; and 

Whereas, The manner in which the militia of the several 
States are used to aid capital in the oppression of the working 
classes, especially members of organized labor, during the time 
of strikes; and 

Whereas, It is obligatory upon members of the State militia 
that the order of superior officers be obeyed, even to the extent 
of shooting down in cold blood their brothers whom they have 
sworn to do no harm, or see them harmed if in their power to 
prevent; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Florida State Federation of Labor deplores 
the fact that many members of organized labor in Florida are 
members of the State militia, and most earnestly urge upon them 
the baleful effects often attendant upon such association with the 
militia, and believe the enactment of a law, or rule, by local 
unions of this State prohibiting such affiliations would be to 
the best interests of organized labor. 

Resolved, further, That the delegate elected by this Federa- 
tion to the convention of the American Federation of Labor be 
instructed to introduce a resolution prohibiting members of organ- 
ized labor joining or in any wise belonging to the State militia. 


Motion to adopt the resolution as read was agreed to. 
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Resolution No. 21, by S. J. Kendrick, Woodworkers Union 
No. 104, Tampa; the committee recommends adoption : 


Whereas, There exists in the State of Florida many unor- 
ganized districts where there are numbers of mechanics and 
laborers employed in various avocations, such as sawmills, brick- 
yards ana other industries; and 

Whereas, It is impossible to ever solidify the labor move- 
ment in the State so as to make effective the work of our forces, 
unless there is a thorough organization ; be it, therefore, 

Resolved, That the Florida State Federation of Labor, in 
Fourth Annual Convention assembled, hereby earnestly request 
President Samuel Gompers, of the American Federation of Labor, 
to appoint a regularly paid organizer to work along these lines 
in the State of Florida, and that a special effort be made to thor- 
oughly organize those branches above mentioned. 

Be it further resolved, That inasmuch as our State con- 
tains many practical members of our craft who, by their fitness, 
ability, and the confidence of their fellows which they enjoy, 
would no doubt prove the most effectual agents in this direction 
among their own people, that we respectfully request that the 
Executive Board of this State Federation be permitted the priv- 
ilege of recommending a man for the purpose. 


A motion to adopt resolution as read was agreed to. 
Resolution No. 22, by N. J. Thompson, Brotherhood of Paint- 
ers, No. 164, Jacksonville ; recommended favorably by committee : 


Whereas, This convention has passed resolutions denounc- 
ing the Colorado outrage; and 

Whereas, It is to the interest of laboring men to see that 
their rights are protected ; and 

Whereas, To tolerate the perpetration of such outrageous 
conduct, in any part of the world, without protest, would be 
equivalent to condoning the offense; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That this convention recommend to all unions 
affiliated that they send a written protest to the President of the 
United States, asking that he use his official position to puta 
stop to the said outrages. 
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Motion to adopt was agreed to. 
The Auditing Committee submitted the following report, 
which was read: 


We, the Auditing Committee, recommend that the report of 
the Secretary-Treasurer be turned over to the incoming Execu- 
tive Board, we not having proper data in our possession on which 
to base an audit. 

We would also recommend that the new Secretary-Treasurer 
be provided with a complete set of new books necessary for the 
keeping of the accounts of the Federation in a proper manner.

Motion to adopt the report of the committee as read was 
agreed to. 

Delegate Kelly moved that a committee of three be appointed 
to revise the proceedings so that they could be published in the 
official organ. 

Delegate Kendrick opposed the motion, and offered as a 
substitute that the committee consist of one, and that, Mr. Kelly 
be appointed. 

Agreed to. 

Delegate Marzyck asked permission of the chair to distrib- 
ute Union Label cigars gratis. 

Granted. 

Delegate Fales moved that the convention tender Delegate 
Marzyck a vote of thanks for the cigars, which was agreed to. 

Delegate Harper moved to proceed to election of place for 
holding the next convention. 

Agreed to. 

Delegate Callenberg nominated Key West. 

Delegate Robinson nominated Jacksonville. 

Delegate Castaing seconded the nominatiod of Key West 
and spoke in favor of same.

Delegate Marzyck seconded the nomination of Jacksonville 
and spoke for same. 

Delegate Harper nominated Ocala. 

Delegate Mahoney read a telegram from the Mayor of Key 
West inviting the Federation to meet at that place. 

Delegates Pettis, Callenberg, Fales, Voght, Pomar and Mon- 
roe Roberts each favored Key West and spoke in favor of same. 

Delegate Robinson withdrew Jacksonville. 

Delegate Harper withdrew Ocala. 

Delegate Castaing moved to make the selection of Key West 
as the place for holding our next convention, unanimous; which 
was agreed to. 

Delegates Monroe Roberts and Voght thanked the conven- 
tion as well as the delegates who withdrew the nominations. 

Motion to devote forty-five minutes to speeches, under the 
head of “The Good of the Order,” was agreed to. 

Delegate Castaing moved to adjourn until 4 p. m., which 
was ruled out of order. 

The following delegates spoke: Kelly, Callenberg, Harper, 
Triplett, and J. W. Wilson. 

At 4 o'clock the chair announced that the hour had arrived 
for the special order, under head of “ Election of Officers.” 

Vice-President Green was called to the chair. 

Nominations for President were declared 1n order. 

The following nominations were made: C. A. Wimsett, 
William E. Campbell, and N. J. Thompson. 

Delegates Castaing and Triplett were appointed tellers. 

The vote resulted as follows: 

Winsett, 31; 

Campbell, 7 ; 

Thompson, 6. 

Wimsett was declared elected, and resumed the chair. 

Nominations for First Vice-President were then declared in 
order. 

W. F. Edgerton, of St. Augustine, was nominated. 

On motion, the Secretary was instructed to cast tne ballot 
of the convention for W. F. Edgerton for First Vice-President ; 
which was agreed to, and he was declared elected. 
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A motion was made that the other five Vice-Presidents be 
voted for collectively ; the one receiving the highest number of 
votes be declared the Second Vice-President, et cetera. 

The following delegates were nominated: N. J. Thompson, 
W. F. Maloney, L. E. Fales, T. H. Wigg, T. 8. Pettis, Monroe 
Roberts, and Victor Castaing. 

The ballot resulted as follows : 

Thompson received 25 votes ; 

Maloney received 38 votes; 

Fales received 28 votes; 

Wigg received 27 votes; 

Pettis received 24 votes; 

Monroe Roberts received 25 votes ; 

Castaing received 28 votes. 

Maloney was declared elected Second Vice-President; Cas- 
taing, Third Vice-President; Fales, Fourth Vice-President; and 
Wigg, Fifth Vice-President. 

Thompson and Monroe Roberts were declared tied, and a 
new election ordered. 

On second ballot Thompson received 27 votes and Roberts 12. 

Thompson was declared elected the Sixth Vice-President. 

Nominations for Secretary-Treasurer were called for, and 
the following were nominated: C. J. George, W. J. Wilson, and 
J. A. Roberts. 

The ballot resulted as follows: 

George, 19; 

Wilson, 8; 

Roberts, 16. 

There being no majority, the name of Wilson was dropped 
and a new election ordered. 

The second ballot resulted as follows: 

George received 22 votes; 

Roberts received 22 votes. 

There being no majority, another ballot was ordered, which 
resulted as follows: 

George received 20 votes; 

Roberts received 24 votes. 

Roberts was declared elected Secretary-Treasurer. 
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A motion that this convention elect a Delegate to represent 
this body at the next convention of the American Federation of 
Labor was agreed to. 

Delegate Triplett was nominated. 

Motion to elect by acclamation was agreed to. 

Delegate Fales was nominated as Alternate. 

Motion to make his election unanimous was agreed to. 

A motion that all officers failing to answer communications 
from President or Secretary within thirty days should have their 
office declared vacant, and that the President be empowered to 
appoint a successor was agreed to. 

Committee on Resolutions asked permission to introduce a 
resolution; which was ruled out of order until after installation 
of officers. 

Delegate Green moved to reconsider the resolution referring 
to the appointment of the State organizer. 

Which was agreed to. 

A motion that the convention now recommend a mau for 
that appointment was agreed to. 

Motion to endorse R. L. Harper was unanimously agreed to. 

Secretary Harper then proceeded to install the newly elected 
officers, by request of President Wimsett. 

Delegate Triplett then asked unanimous consent for him to 
introduce a resolution. 

Granted. 

Resolution No. 23 was then read : 


To the Delegates to the Fourth Annual Convention of the Flor- 
ida State Federation of Labor : 


Your Committee on Resolutions, in these the closing hours 
of the convention, respectfully present this resolution that it 
may, in a small manner, convey to the local delegates, the local 
members of organized labor, Chief Rhoades of the fire depart- 
ment, and St. Augustine citizens generally, our thanks for their 
many courtesies and kindnesses shown visiting delegates during 
this meeting; and it is our wish and hope that time will deal 
gently with them and theirs, and as the days and years roll on, 
-and on, the flag of Unionism will rise higher and higher; that 
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through association with them aH those who toil for an existence 
in this, the parent city, will become imbued with the spirit that 
in unity alone lies the power to redress the wrongs under which 
we now struggle; that every one will have his name upon the 
roll book. 

Especially does your Committee desire to return thanks to 
the Committee on Arrangements, for they have been tireless in 
their efforts to make our stay pleasant—never neglectful, but 
ever ready to respond to the shghtest wish of the delegates; to 
Chief Rhoades, who so generously gave an exhibition of his 
magnificent department; to the Sergeant in charge of Fort Ma- 
rion, and to the proprietors of the different hotels. 

That in parting we leave behind friendships, made in this 
short week, that death alone will end; and the hope that the 
Reaper will demand no sheaves from their fields, but that we 
will all meet in the coming March with health written on our 
faces and Unionism in our hearts.

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AUDITING COMMIT TEE’S REPORT. 


Sr. AuGUSTINE, Fia., June 17th, 1904. 
To the Executive Board, Florida Federation of Labor: 

Gentlemen: We have audited the appended financial state- 
ment of Secretary R. L. Harper, as submitted to the Fourth 
Annual Convention, wherein a balance of $133.58 was shown to 
be due Mr. Harper. Upon going through the cash book, this 
amount was reduced to $94.80. In accordance with the recom- 
mendation of President Wimsett, this balance was paid to Sec- 
retary Harper and his receipt in full taken therefor. Our audit 
was based entirely on the figures of the cash book for the period 
of fifteen months between the third and fourth conventions, as 
we were not supplied with the vouchers for expenditures. 

We would recommend that in the future the Secretary-

his books, and to file the receipts, according to number, as they 
are received, and that all vouchers be retained and turned over 
to the Auditing Committee.

On motion of Delegate Bradford it was decided that the 
report of the Committee be accepted and the questions taken 
up separately. 

The first question taken under consideration was that of 
Aurelio Chili, who had credentials from Cigarmakers’ Union 
No. 347, of Key West, upon which the Committee had seated 
him, and also from Cigarmakers’ Union No. 500, of Tampa. 

Delegate Kendrick moved that the delegate be accredited 
to Cigarmakers’ Union No. 347, of Key West, as reported by 
the Committee. : 

Delegate Bradford offered an amendment to the effect that 
he (Chili) be allowed one vote only. 

Chairman ruled the amendment out of order. He also ruled 
that the delegate would be allowed a seat on his credentials 
from Cigarmakers’ Union No. 347, of Key West. 

During the discussion it developed that the contesting dele- 
gate was not a resident of Tampa, nor a member of Cigarmak- 
ers’ Union No. 500, 

Motion by Delegate Maloney that he be not allowed to 
represent Cigarmakers’ Union No. 500, of Tampa. 

The motion prevailed. 

Second Vice-President Maloney took the chair. 

It was moved and seconded that W. F. Edgerton, Peter 
Baker and John H. Pomar be allowed to represent the Central 
Trades and Labor Union of St. Augustine. 
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Delegate Bradford offered an amendment that they be al- 
lowed voice but no vote on the extra credentials. 

Delegate Voght spoke in opposition to the amendment, 
citing the action of the last Convention as a precedent. 

Delegate Pettis favored the amendment as calculated to en- 
courage a full attendance at the meetings. 

Delegate Gabriel spoke against amendment. 

Delegate Gebhart favored amendment. 

Delegate McClintock opposed amendment. 

Delegate Kendrick spoke in favor of amendment. 

Delegate Roberts supported amendment. 

Chairman cut off the debate by declaring the amendment 
out of order. 

The original motion was then called for. Chairman was in 
doubt on the vote. 

Delegate Gannon moved that the rules be suspended anda 
rising vote taken, which was agreed to. 

Rising vote showed 1g for original motion and 4 against. 

So the original motion to allow the three above-named dele- 
gates to represent the Central Trades and Labor Union of St. 
Augustine was carried, and the names duly added to the roll 
by the Assistant Secretary. 

First Vice-President Edgerton then resumed the chair. 

Moved and seconded that the delegates from the Central 
Labor Union of Key West be accorded the same privilege. 

Delegate Maloney explained the absence of the seal to the 
satisfaction of the Convention. 

The motion prevailed and the names were added to the roll.

Secretary-Treasurer Roberts stated that his report was not 
quite finished, and asked until the following morning to submit 
it to the Convention.

The report of Delegate S. J. Triplett as representative of 
the Florida State Federation of Labor at the Twenty-Fourth 
Annual Convention of the American Federation of Labor was 
read as follows: 


DELEGATE "TRIPLEFTS KREFOR 


JACKSONVILLE, FLa., March 3d, 1905. 
To the Officers and Members of the 


Florida State Federation of Labor, 
Gentlemen: ~ 


Allow me to present this as a report of my actions as your 
delegate to the Twenty - Fourth Annual Convention of the 
American Federation of Labor, which convened in the City of 
San Francisco, California, on the 14th day of November, and 
adjourned on the 28th of the same month. 

I received from your Secretary-Treasurer the sum of $200, 
and collected, as per his order, $7.20 from the Jacksonville 
Typographical Union No. 162, with which to defray my ex- 
penses, for which he holds my receipt. 

I left Jacksonville on the night of the 7th of November, 
traveling by the Southern Pacific, and arrived in San Francisco 
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on the morning of the 14th, just in time to attend the opening 
of the Convention, and was in daily attendance until final ad- 
journment. 

While I was not fortunate enough to be appointed a member 
of any important committee, still I used my efforts to advance 
the cause of unionism in the South, but there being only one 
delegate from Georgia, one from Alabama, one from Louisiana, 
none from Mississippi, North Carolina, South Carolina or Vir- 
ginia, my efforts, I am afraid, proved fruitless, owing largely 
to the fact, I am convinced, of the small number from this sec- 
tion being in attendance and the limited knowledge of the sev- 
eral International officers of the troubles and vicissitudes that 
beset the members of organized bodies in the South. 

One of the most important measures that came before the 
committee was that of trade autonomy, and your delegate, while 
voting in the minority, believes he acted for the best when he 
cast his vote that all who work in the same industry should be 
in one organization, i. e., all who work in wood, such as car- 
penters, joiners, benchmen, cabinet makers, box makers, etc., 
should be forced to join the same Union. I believe the best 
interests of all will be served when we have fewer National 
bodies and the rank and file are more closely identified. 

Upon the question of local central bodies having the right 
to discipline local unions, I voted in the affirmative, and was 
again counted with the minority, but I still believe it was a very 
bad precedent to establish for the American Federation of Labor 
to declare that a local union had the right to act in any manner 
it saw fit, and the Central’s only means of redressing wrongs is 
through said disobedient local’s International officers, but we 
must bow to the inevitable. 

Upon the Socialistic resolutions your delegate cast his vote 
against each and every one, as I do not believe the American 
Federation of Labor has the right to place itself upon record as 
favoring any political body. 

While it was called by the press the greatest convention 
ever held in the cause of labor, your delegate fails to see wherein 
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the cause of organized labor was very materially advanced; as 
it seemed to him more of an annual meeting of national and 
international officers who desired to deliver some hot air ad- 
dresses and pay compliments to one another than it did an as- 
semblage of workingmen endeavoring to devise ways and means 
to ameliorate the condition of those who toil. 

The Convention will meet this year in Pittsburg, Pa. 

The social features of the Convention were many, every 
union in San Francisco vying with each other to pay greater 
homage. 

To sum up my endeavors in your behalf at the Convention, 
I can only say that I worked night and day to gain recognition 
for this favored section at the A. F. of L.’s hands, but after the 
clouds had passed away and I summed up accounts, I could 
only see that I had had a most delightful trip on the funds of 
the F. S. F. of L. and accomplished nothing, but as to whether 
anyone else could have done better under my handicap I leave 
you to judge. 

Regretting that force of circumstances prevents me from 
being with you this year, and hoping that you will have a con- 
vention that will redound to the good of all, and that you all 
will live long and useful lives, I have the honor to be,

We, your Committee on Rules beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing report: | | 
We recommend that the Rules of the Fourth Annual Con- 
vention be re-adopted without change for the government of 
this Convention, and the same published in the printed report 
of the Proceedings of this Convention, as follows: 


RULES OF ORDER. 

Hours of meeting: 8:30 a.m, to 12 m., and 2 to § p.m. 
Night sessions shall be held from 7 to 9 p. m. when deemed 
necessary. 

No Resolutions shall be allowed after the Thursday morning 
session, nor shall any be allowed after the regular order of 
business, except upon a two-thirds vote. 

No Committee shall be required to sit during the sessions 
of this Convention. 


The chairman shall appoint a warden to assist the sergeaut- 
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at-arms in guarding the doors and approaches to the hall during 
the sessions. 

No persons to be admitted to the sessions of this body ex- 
cept delegates, officers, and union men with cards. 


No motion shall be received or laid before the convention 
unless moved by two members, nor open for discussion until 
stated by the president, and when a question is before the meet- 
ing no other motion shall be in order except: first, to adjourn; 
second, to lay on the table; third, the previous question; fourth, 
to postpone; fifth, to refer; sixth, to amend; which shall have 
precedence in the order in which they are arranged, the first 
three to be decided without debate. The fourth shall also be 
decided without debate, unless it is proposed to postpone to a 
definite period, in which case it shall be debatable. 

Any member may move for a division of the question when 
the sense will admit of it. 

A motion to reconsider any former resolution or vote shall 
only be made and seconded by members who voted with the 
majority. 

When the reading of any paper is called for and objected 
to, the question shall be decided by vote. 


A roll call of the convention on any question shall be taken 
and recorded at the request of three members. 


Executive sessions of this convention shall be held at the 
request of a majority of the members present. 


When a member speaks he shall arise and address the pre- 
siding officer, confining himself strictly to the merits of the 
question under consideration. He shall not be interrupted 
while speaking, unless by the presiding officer, who may call 
him to order, or admonish him to a closer adherence to the 
subject and to avoid personalities. Nor shall a member be al- 
jowed to speak twice on the same subject, nor more than ten 
minutes at a time, without permission of the convention. 

When two or more members rise at once, the presiding offh- 
cer shall decide who is to speak first. 
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On the call of five members for the previous question, the 
presiding officer shall put it in this form: ‘‘ Shall the main 
question now be put?’’ and, until this is decided, it shall pre- 
clude all amendments to the main question and all further 
debate. 

The officer or member presiding in the absence of the presi- 
dent shall, for the time being, possess the powers and privileges 
vested in the president by the Constitution and By-Laws of this 
convention. 

Questions of order shall be decided by the president, but in 
case of an appeal from his decision, the convention shall deter- 
mine by vote; the appellant and respondent alone having the 
privilege of debate. 

In the absence of a standing rule to question before the 
house, recourse shall be had to ‘‘Cushing’s Manual.”’

And we further recommend that no delegate to the State

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Immediately upon adjournment of the convention in St. 
Augustine on June 16th, 1904, the Executive Board held a 
meeting, of which the following is a report: 


St. AUGUSTINE, FLA., June 16th, 1904. 


Meeting of the Executive Board with President Wimsett in 
the chair. 

The matter of an Auditing Committee was taken up and it 
was decided to appoint a committee of St. Augustine mem- 
bers to audit the accounts of Secretary-Treasurer Harper. 

It was moved and carried that R. L. Harper be employed 
to compile and typewrite minutes of the convention, and his 
bill be added to the printing bill. 

Moved, seconded and carried that Secretary send as many 
copies of the proceedings of the convention to the different 
local unions as they would pay postage on. 

Moved, seconded and caried that the Secretary, with the 
consent of the President, be empowered to incur $5.00 per 


month expenses. Fraternally submitted,

As soon as J returned home I made application to the U. S. 
Surety Co., of Baltimore, Md., for bond, as provided for by 
the Constitution, which was in due time granted, and which I 
turned over to Mr. C. A. Wimsett, President, who has them 
at the present time. 

I then received all property of the State Federation. 

About the first of October I issued a circular to all local 
unions in the State, calling their attention to the fact that they 
owed the Florida State Federation of Labor three months’ per 
capita tax, from July 1st, 1904. Also that Brother Triplett 
had been elected as a delegate to the Twenty-Fourth Annual 
Convention of the American Federation of Labor, and there 
was no money to pay his expenses. In this circular I asked 
all of the local unions that could to pay six months’ tax so we 
would be able to pay Brother Triplett’s way to the convention, 
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and I am glad to be able to say that nearly all the unions affii- 
ated paid six months’ tax, and some new unions became affili- 
ated, paying the tax that I asked. 

I also sent all local unions a copy of the Proceedings of the 
Fourth Annual Convention. 


On January 3d, 1905, I issued a bill to each local union in 
the State of Florida, stating that they owed the State Federa- 
tion per capita tax. From these bills I received all kinds of re- 
plies. Some unions paid up, but the answers I received from 
some led me to believe there was a good field for educational 
work amongst some of the laboring people of the State. 


Under instructions from the President, I wrote Mr. Joseph 
Richardson, chairman of the Southeastern Passenger Associa- 
tion, and secured a rate of one and one-third fares plus twenty- 
five cents for the round trip on the ‘‘ certificate plan.”’

Resolution No. 1, submitted by Delegate G. P. Bradford, 
of Cigarmakers’ Union No. 336, of Tampa, as follows: 

WHEREAS, the Constitution of the Florida State Federation 
of Labor has no clause covering the representative vote of said 
body, therefore be it 

RESOLVED: That Article IV., Section 1, be amended by 
adding to said Section the words: ‘‘in no case shall delegates 
be allowed more than one vote.”’

There was some discussion as to whether Resolution No. t 
should be adopted then and there or referred to the Commit- 
tee on Constitution and By-Laws.

Resolution No. 2, submitted by Central Trades and Labor 
Assembly, of Tampa, as follows:

WueErEAs, this, the Fifth Annual Convention of the Florida 
State Federation of Labor has been called ahead of the regular 
constitutional time, without any good reason therefor, and 


WHEREAS, in the opinion of many members of the labor 
unions of the State, said action was calculated to more or less 
cripple the movement in curtailing the time of notice, so that 
many of the locals did not have time to make preparations to 
send delegates, and consequently are not represented at this 
convention, and 


WHEREAS, the Central Trades and Labor Assembly, of the 
City of Tampa, after a vigorous discussion of the action of the 
President of this Federation in summarily changing the date of 
meeting, instructed its delegates to attend on the date specified 
in the call, as it was too late then to make any change, and to 
enter a strong protest against the action of the President to this 
convention, be it therefore 


RESOLVED: That this convention of the Florida State 
Federation of Labor heartily condemn the action, and that the 
Committee on Constitution be, and they are hereby, directed 
to insert in the Constitution a section calculated to prevent such 
an occurrence in the future.

Greeting: 

Please allow me to submit the following Resolution to your 
honorable body in session, hoping that it will receive favorable 
consideration : 

RESOLVED: That there should be some form resorted to 
by which we might know a brother or sister when we meet, no 
matter where or whom we may be, and, if this thought is taken 
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‘up, when we see each other in need or distress in any way we 
would not have to seek or ask so many questions, for we should 
understand that there is not a nobler body on earth than the 
American Federation of Labor. So we should have pins with 
the initials A. F. of L. on them to wear at all times, and signs 
by which we may know a brother or sister at all times. 

We, the committee, recommend that this Resolution pass, 
but in the following form: 

RESOLVED: That this Fifth Annual Convention of the 
Florida State Federation of Labor recommends to the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor the passage of a law compelling mem- 
bers of that organization to wear a pin or badge, so they may 
be distinguished from people who are not members of said or- 
ganization. And that the members affiliated with the Florida 
State Federation of Labor be requested to wear a pin so they 
may be distinguished. | 

Recommendation was concurred in and the amended form 
submitted by committee adopted. 

Resolution No. 4, submitted by Delegate L. W. Tucker, 
of Carpenters’ Union No. 1521, Jacksonville, as follows: 

RESOLVED: That the Secretary of the Florida State Fede- 
ration be required to furnish each delegate a copy of minutes 
of the convention. And be it further 

RESOLVED: That all delegates be instructed to deliver the 
same to locals to which they belong. 

This Resolution is referred back without recommendation, 
as it is unerstood the introducer desires to withdraw it.

It had been decided by Delegate Tucker and others, after

It was also discovered that 
there was not a printing office in Key West carrying the union 
label ; so Delegate Tucker decided to ask permission to with- 
draw the Resolution. , 

On motion of Delegate Kendrick Delegate Tucker was al- 
lowed to withdraw Resolution No. 4. 

Resolutions Nos. 5, 6, 7, 8, 9 and fo were read for infor- 
mation and referred to Committee on Resolutions. 

Motion by Delegate Roberts that we have thirty minutes 
recess to give Committee time to consider and report on Reso- 
lutions in hand. 

The motion prevailed. 

When Convention was called to order the Committee on 
Resolutions reported on the following: 

Resolution No. 5, introduced by Delegate Jackson, Union 
9461, of Jacksonville, as follows: 


Key West, Fva., March 8th, 1905. 


To Officers arid Members of the Florida State Federation 
of Labor in Fifth Annual Convention Assembled. 

We beg leave to submit the following for your honorable 
consideration. 

WHEREAS, the great American Federation of Labor and 
the Florida State Federation of Labor in their wise judgment 
saw fit, and do, advise and encourage the organizing and main- 
taining of Federal Unions of female workers, and we note the 
good results from your labors along this line, and firmly believe 
that with a little favorable legislation and encouragement from 
you in the consideration of this amendment, that we will be en- 
abled to accomplish the desired object of more thoroughly or- 
ganizing and maintaining the above-named workers; and 

WHEREAS, the earnings of these workers are very small, 
very rarely as much as $1.00 per day, and having to pay taxes 
to four different bodies, and when compared to their small 
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earnings, it is burdensome ; hence thiseproposed amendment 
to the Constitution. Be it hereby 

RESOLVED: To amend Article VII., Section 1, by insert- 
ing in line three, after the word membership, ‘‘except unions 
composed entirely of females, which shall pay one cent per 
month,’’ so that the Section as amended shall read: 

Sec. 1. Each affiliated union shall pay to the Secretary- 
Treasurer a per capita tax of two cents per month on its entire 
membership, except unions composed entirely of females, which 
shall pay one cent per month, and central bodies the sum of 
$1.00 per month, the same to be paid quarterly, beginning 
April rst, 1905. 

Committee recommends that it do pass. 

Recommendation of Committee concurred in, 


Resolution No. 6, introduced by Delegate J. S. Jones, of 
Federal Labor Union No, 11795, Clearwater, as follows; 


Key West, Fia., March 8th, 1905. 


To the Officers and Members of the 
Florida State Federation of Labor. 
Gentlemen: 

In accordance with action and amendments that have been 
made, I think this Resolution would be a good one, and I 
hope the Convention will adopt it and present it to the Consti- 
tution Committee for action, as it will avoid dispute, confusion 
and the waste of time. 

RESOLVED: That should a brother belonging to two differ- 
ent unions and elected a delegate from one be offered the po- 
sition in the other organization, he shall make known the fact 
that he is already an elected delegate, and no delegate shall 
represent two organizations, and rf such delegate fails to make 
known to the body that he is already an elected delegate, he 
shall be subject to a fine. 


Committee recommends that it do not pass. 


Recommendation concurred in. 
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Resolution No. 7, introduced by Delegate J. A. Roberts, 
of Cigarmakers’ Union No. 336, Tampa, as follows: 

WHEREAS, the Cigarmakers’ Unions of Tampa have pre- 
pared a child labor law to be introduced in the next session of 
the State Legislature of Florida, therefore be it 

RESOLVED: That the Florida State Federation of Labor, 
in Fifth Annual Convention assembled, refer said bill to the — 
Legislative Committee of this body with a recommendation that 
it co-operate with the Cigarmakers in the passage of said bill, 
as by concentrating our efforts on this one bill there will be a 
better chance to obtain the legislation desired than if each com- 
mittee supported separate measures. 

Committee recommends that this do pass. 

Duplicate copy of the proposed bill was read for informa- 
tion of the delegates. 

The recommendation was concurred in. 

Resolution No. 8, submitted by Delegate G. P. Bradford, 
of Cigarmakers’ Union No. 336, Tampa, as follows: 

WHEREAS, local unions are at great expense to send dele- 
gates to the Conventions of the State Federation of Labor, be 
it therefore 

RESOLVED: That we impose a fine upon delegates to this 
Convention failing to answer to roll call, said fine to amount to 
one dollar for each offense, same to be collected by the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer of the State Federation of Labor. 

Committee recommends that this do not pass. 

There was considerable discussion, but recommendation of 
Committee was finally concurred in. 

Resolution No. 9, submitted by Delegate Jones, Federal 
Labor Union No. 11795, of Clearwater, as follows: 

RESOLVED: That the Secretary will give each union a full 
copy of the proceedings of each annual convention of said time 
and explain to them that the delegates must, before boarding 
the train or boat, and when purchasing tickets, ask the ticket 
agent to give him a certificate, in order to receive such number 
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as is required in order to save their treasuries a per centage 
they would otherwise lose. 

Committee refers Resolution No. 9 back to the Convention 
without recommendation. 

Motion that it do not pass. 

After some discussion the motion prevailed. 

Resolution No. 10, submitted by Delegate T. S. Pettis, of 


Cigarmakers’ Union No. 336, Tampa, as follows: 
WHEREAS, the Cigarmakers’ International: Union of Am- 


erica p!aces upon the product of the labor of its members a blue 
label to distinguish such goods from the products of child, 


prison, tenement house and Chinese labor, therefore be it 
RESOLVED: That the delegates to the Fifth Annual Con- 


vention of the Florida State Federation of Labor in convention 
assembled, condemn the practices of the trust and other non- 
union cigar manufacturers who, by the employment of young 
and innocent children, crush hope out of their lives, dwarfing 
them physically, mentally and morally; and be it further 
RESOLVED: That we recommend to the trade unionists of 
the State of Florida that a general demand be made for the 
blue label of the Cigarmakers’ International Union of America. 
Committee recommends that this pass.

Resolution No. 11 was read and referred to Committee on 
Resolutions. 

Delegate Middlebrooks called attention to the fact that the 
Executive Board had been instructed to prepare in legal form 
certain bills it was proposed to present to the coming session 
of the legislature, and asked if this had been done. 

It had not. . 

Motion by Delegate McClintock that the Chairman appoint 
a committee to wait on representatives in the city and get them 
to draft bills and report Friday morning. 

After considerable disscussion this was amended by Dele- 
gate Harmon to the effect that the committee report tomorrow 
(Thursday ) morning. 

There was quite a discussion on the amendment. 

Delegate Maloney offered as a substitute to leave the mat- 
ter in the hands of the Legislative Committee with full power 
to act. 

The substitute was lost, Delegates Whitney and Middle- 
brooks requesting to be recorded as voting in the negative. 

The vote was then taken on the amendment to the motion, 
which was lost. 
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The vote recurring on original motion, same was defeated 
by a rising vote of 7 to 12. 

Resolutions Nos. 2 and 3 of the Fourth Annual Convention, 
the consideration of which was laid over for one year, were 
taken up under ‘‘ Unfinished Business.”’ 

No. 2 was read as follows: 

WHEREAS, there exists to-day, and ever has existed, a feel- 
ing antagonistic between the white and colored races, and 
which at times has worked almost irreparable harm in the ranks 
of organized labor; and 

WHEREAS, it is evident from past experience that the cause 
of Unionism has been best served when the: twa 'ra¢es.were 
organized in separate locals; and V0 

WHEREAS, the American Federation of Labor has acknowl- 
edged the advisability of such a course by granting separate 
charters to white and colored Central Bodies; therefore, be it 

_ RESOLVED: By the Florida State Federation of Labor, in 
convention assembled, that the Executive Board of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor be and are hereby requested to grant 
charters for the formation of Central Bodies to five or more lo- 
cal unions, composed of whites only, upon application in any 
town or city in Florida; and 

RESOLVED: That nothing in this resolution shall be con- 
strued as meaning that this Federation is not in full sympathy 
with the organization of the colored race into local unions, and 
that each local union now in existence is pledged to that end. 

RESOLVED; That the secretary is hereby instructed to for- 
ward a copy oi this Resolution to the officers of the American 
Federation of Labor without delay, and acquaint the local 
unions affliated herewith with the contents of any reply that he 
may receive thereto. 

Motion by Delegate Maloney that Resolution No. 2 of the 
Fourth Annual Convention do not pass. 

Carried unanimously. 

Resolution No. 3, of the Fourth Annual Convention, was 
then read as follows: 
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WHEREAS, there is a desire on the part of a few disgruntled 
labor leaders to disrupt and create race dissention in the ranks. 
of organized labor in the City of Jacksonville; and 

WHEREAS, the said movement is encouraged and agitated 
xy a weekly paper edited in the interests of organized capital, 
and from which paper the Jacksonville Central Labor Union 
has withdrawn its endorsement and requested the elimination 
of the name ‘‘ Labor Journal,’’ therefore be it 


RESOLVED: That the concentration of vast aggregations of 
capital for the control and monopolization of the products of 
labor tend \to seduce the wage workers to a condition of help- 
jess dependency, and that general trade unification is desired 
to ameliorate the condition of the laboring classes; and that 
dissention in the ranks and race prejudice cannot be tolerated; 
be it further 

RESOLVED: That this State Body does not concur in any 
such movement, and does condemn all such efforts at disunity 
in the ranks of organized labor; and be it further 

RESOLVED: That a copy of these Resolutions be furnished 
to the press of Florida. 

Motion by Delegate Maloney that Resolution No. 3 of the 
Fourth Annual Convention do not pass. 

Motion was amended by Delegate Pettis that it pass with 
the exception that it be not published in the state press. 


Delegate Pettis favored its passage as amended, declaring 
that the rejection of No. 2 was practically an endorsement of 
No. 3, and that we were now morally committed to same. 


Delegate Kendrick opposed amendment on the ground that 
the Resolution was handed down to us from a former conven- 
vention and we had no right to ‘‘tinker’’ with it. It should 
be accepted or rejected just as it was. He was opposed to its 
passage, claiming that it would mean partiality, and in the 
same way that the former convention had treated both resolu- 
tions alike, so we should treat both alike, and reject this one 
as well. 
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Chairman ruled amendment out of order. 

There was quite a discussion on the subject, participated in 
by various delegates. 

Original motion prevailed and Resolution was rejected. 

Committee reported favorably on the following: 

Resolution No. 11, submitted by Delegate J. S. Whitney, 
United Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners, No. 655, of 
Key West. 

WHEREAS, many children are employed in factories and 
shops, and are thereby prevented from obtaining an education 
that would fit them for better positions, and

convicts in competition with the free labor of the state, and 
compelling their use in the construction of good roads through- 
out the state.

Committee on Constitution and By-Laws reported that the 
changes directed in the proposed amendments had been made, 
and submitted its revised report as follows:

To the Officers and Members of the 
Florida State Federation of Labor, 
Your Committee on Constitution and By-Laws recommend 


the re-adoption of the Constitution and By-Laws in the follow- 
ing amended form: 


CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 
OF THE 


FLORIDA STATE FEDERATION OF LABOR 


PREAMBLE. 


WHEREAS, it behooves the representatives of the trade and 
labor unions of Florida, in convention assembled, to adopt 
such measures and disseminate such principles among the me- 
chanics and laborers of our country as will permanently unite 
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them to secure the recognition of the rights to which they are 
entitled ; we therefore declare ourselves in favor of a thorough 
federation of all the local unions throughout Florida, organized 
under the trade-union system. 


ARTICLE I.—NAME. 


SECTION 1.—This association shall be known as the Florida 
State Federation of Labor, and shall consist of such trade and 
labor unions as shall conform to its rules and regulations. 
Provided, however, that no organization shall be permitted to 
a seat in the conventions of this body, nor to membership in 
anywise, whose national or international organization is hostile 
to the American Federation of Labor, nor any local union that 
is not affiliated with a Central Body, where one exists. 


ARTICLE 1h—OBJECTS, 


SECTION 1.—The establishment of trade-unions, based upon 
a strict recognition of the autonomy of each trade and the pro- 
motion and advancement of such bodies. 

SEc. 2.—A federation of trade-unions to aid and assist each 
other, to aid and encourage the sale of union labeled goods, 
to secure State and National legislation in the interest of the 
working people, and influence public opinion by peaceful and 
legal methods in favor of organized labor. 


ARTICLE HI.—MEASURES. 


SECTION 1.—In accordance with the above declaration of 
principles, we demand: That all existing beneficial labor laws 
shall be rigidly enforced, and that we urge the enactment of 
laws providing for the further protection of labor. 


ARTICLE IV.—REPRESENTATION, 


SECTION 1.—The basis of representation in the convention 
shall be: Locals having one hundred members or less shall be 
entitled to one delegate; and for each additional on hundred, 
or majority fraction thereof, one delegate; and from Central 
Bodies, three delegates. 
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Sec. 2.—The delegates shall be elected at least thirty days 
previous to the annual convention, and the names of such 
delegates shall be forwarded to the Secretary-Treasurer at the 
earliest possible moment thereafter. 

SEc. 3.—To entitle Local Unions and Central Bodies to © 
representation in the convention, they must be in possession 
of a receipt from the Secretary-Treasurer showing the payment 
of per capita tax for at least one year previous to the conven- 
tion. Provided, however, that Local Unions or Central Bodies 
not organized prior to the last convention shall be entitled to 
representation upon payment of two months’ per capita tax. 

Sec. 4.—Delegates shall be elected by their unions to serve 
one year. In no case shall a delegate be allowed more than 
one vote. They must deposit their credentials with the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer before being admitted to seats. All creden- 
tials shall state the full name and address of the secretary of 
the union, and be signed by the president and secretary, bear- 
ing the seal of the local the delegate represents. If these pro- 
visions are not complied with, the credentials shall be returned 
by the Secretary-Treasurer of the State Federation of Lahor 
to the organization issuing said credentials. 

SEC. 5.—A quorum for the transaction of business shall 
consist of not less than a majority of the delegates attending 


the convention. 
ARTICLE V.—OFFICERS. 


SECTION 1.—The officers of the State Federation of Labor 
shall consist of a President, six Vice-Presidents, and a Sec- 
retary-Treasurer, to be elected on the last day of the session of 
the convention, and these officers shall constitute the Execu- 
tive Board. 

SEc. 2.—The Executive Board shall be members of the 
succeeding convention, in case they are not duly re-elected. 

SEc. 3.—All elective officers shall be members of a local or- 
ganization connected with the Florida State Federation of Labor. 

Src. 4.—The terms of the officers of the State Federation 
of Labor shall expire on the last day of the annual convention. 
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Sec. 5.—All books and financial accounts shall at all times 
be open to the inspection of the President and the Executive 
Board. 

ARTICCE VI.—-DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


SECTION 1.—lIt shall be the duty of the President to pre- 
side at the convention ;_ to exercise supervision of the Federa- 
tion throughout its jurisdiction ; to sign all official documents; 
and to appoint an Auditing Committee, whose duty it shall be 
to audit the books, take charge of all books, papers, and other 
property of the Federation at the close of the convention, and 
turn same over to the in-coming Secretary-Treasurer upon re- 
ceipt and approval of his bond. 


Sec. 2.—-The President shall submit a written report oi 
his offiicial acts and doings to the annual convention of the 
State Federation. 


SEC. 3.—The President shall have the casting vote in case 
of a tie, but shall not vote at other times, except upon a roll- 
call or ballot. 


Sec. 4.—The Vice-Presidents, according to number, shall, 
in the order of their seniority, preside at the convention in 
case of the absence, temporary or otherwise, of the President. 
In case of the death, resignation, absence or disability of the 
President, the Vice-Presidents shall assume all the duties and 
responsibilities of the office in the order of their seniority. 


Sec. 5.—The Secretary-Treasurer shall attend all meet- 
ings of the body, and keep a true record of the transactions 
thereof. He shall render a report annually, and have all books 
and papers in such condition that they may be inspected by 
the President and Executive Board at all times; he shall, when 
ordered by the President, issue the call with credentials for the 
meeting of the State Federation of Labor, and shall be com- 
pensated in the sum of $15.00 per month, and further remun- 
eration to be determined each year at. the annual convention, 
He shall also act as secretary of the Executive Board. He 
shall give bond in some responsible surety company to the 
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amount of one thousand dollars ($1,000. ), expense of sate to 
be paid by the State Federation of Labor. . 


Src. 6.—The Executive Board shall act and decide upon 
all grievances and appeals, subject to the approval or rejec- 
tion of the convention. It shall also act as an auditing com- 
mittee, except in cases otherwise provided for, and shall pass 
on all bills and accounts. The Executive Board shall be em- 
powered, in case of emergency, to draw on the treasury for 
expense of delegates to other conventions, and of state officers. 
It shall be further empowered to act in any and all cases not 
otherwise provided for in this Constitution. The action of a 
majority of the members composing the Executive Board 
shall be considered binding. All matters coming before the 
Executive Board shall be submitted to the Board by and through 
the President. It shall further be the duty of the Executive 
Board to watch legislative matters directly affecting the interest 
of the working people, and to initiate, whenever necessary, 
such legislative action as the convention may direct. The 
Executive Committee shall, immediately upon the adjourn- 
ment of the State Federation of Labor, convene a session 
of the board for the transaction of the business referred to 
that board. 

Src. 6.—Any vacancy in office may be filled by the Presi- 
dent with the sanction of the Executive Board. 

Sec. 7.—Any officer of this Federation who shall neglect 
to perform the duties of his office as provided by the Consti- 
tution shall, upon conviction, be debarred from again holding 
office in the organization. 


ARTICLE VIIL—REVENUES. 

SECTION 1.—Each affiliated union shall pay to the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer a per capita tax of two cents per month on its 
entire membership, except unions composed entirely of fe- 
males, which shall pay one cent per month, and central bodies 
the sum of $1.00 per month, the same to be paid quarterly, 
beginning April Ist, 1905. 
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ARTICLE VIII.—MISCELLANEOUS. 

SECTION 1.—Certificates of affiliation shall be granted by 
the Secretary-Treasurer, signed by the President, by and with 
the consent of Executive Board, to such locals and central! 
bodies as apply for and are eligible to membership in the State 
Federation of Labor. 

ARTICLE IX.—PROXIES AND ALTERNATES. 

No proxies from delegates shall be allowed, but the cen- 
tral bodies and local unions shall elect an equal number of 
alternates at the time of the election of delegates as herein- 
before provided. | 

ARTICLE X.—OFFICIAL PAPER. 

The Executive Board may select such papers as they deem 
proper as official organs, but no paper shall be selected which 
shall not be exclusively devoted to labor interests, and using 
the union label. : 

ARTICLE XI.—HOLD-OVER TERMS. 

All officers’ terms shall hold over until their successors 
are elected and qualified. 

ARTICLE XII.—CONVENTIONS. 

The annual conventions of the State Federation of Labor 
shall be held on the second Tuesday in March of each year, 
at 12 o'clock’ noon, at such place as shall be designated by 
the preceding convention. 

ARTICLE XII.—AMENDMENTS. 

This Constitution can be amended or altered at any regular 
session of the convention, upon a two-thirds vote of the mem- 
bers in attendance at the time the vote is taken.

The Secretary was directed to print the complete Constitu- 
tion and By-Laws in the report of the Proceedings of the Con- 
vention, so that everyone who desired could procure printed 
copies of the same. 


Delegate Gebhart stated that it had been customary with 
former conventions to pay the President and Secretary-Treasu- 
rer $4. per day and mileage while attending the convention, 
and moved that the present convention adopt the same rule. 

The motion was unanimously adopted. 


Delegate Pettis read a letter from Secretary Frank Mor- 
rison, of the American Federation of Labor, to the Secretary 
of a union of female workers in Jacksonville, in relation to 
the affiliation of said local with the Central Body in that 
city. He (Delegate Pettis) stated that he was informed 
that there was considerable friction between the white and 
colored unions in Jacksonville, and asked if ‘there was not 
some means of adjusting the differences so that they could 
get along harmoniously, 


Delegate Kendrick asked for an explanation from the Jack- 
sonville delegates, as he had Mp that the trouble had 
been amicably adjusted. 


Delegate Harmon explained that there was no trouble in 
the building trades, everything being harmonious with them, 
but that the trouble, he believed, was between some of the 
unions in the Central Body, and he did not know much about 
how the matter stood. 

There was a pretty general discussion of the subject, parti- 
cipated in by Delegates Tucker, Harnion, Jackson, Gebhart, 
Pettis, Pomar, Gabriel, and others, during which considerable 
information was brought out in regard to the state of affairs in 
the City of Jacksonville. 

Delegate Middlebrooks offered a motion to the effect that 
the Secretary communicate with the Executive Board of the 
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American Federation of Labor regarding existing conditions 
in Jacksonville. 


Amended by Delegate Kendrick that he also call attention 
to the fact that probably the present state of affairs would not 
exist if we had the organizer we have been trying for three 
years to get. 

Amendment was accepted by Delegate Middlebrooks, and 
the motion as amended unanimously adopted. 


On motion of Delegate Cold a vote of thanks was extended 
‘to Mr. G. L. Bartlum for the use of his vessel for yesterday’s 
fishing excursion. 

Delegate Pettis moved a special conrmittee be appointed to 
draft a suitable resolution of thanks to the home delegation and 
friends for their hospitality during the visit of the delegates. to 
Key West. 


The motion prevailed and the Chairman appointed Dele- 
gates Pettis, Tucker and Kendrick. 


Delegate Roberts offered a motion to the effect that we 
take up the matter of selecting a meeting place for the Sixth 
Annual Convention. 

The motion prevailed. 

Delegate Tucker put in nomination the City of Jacksonville, 


Delegate Harmon spoke heartily seconding the nomination 
of Jacksonville. 


Delegate Gannon in a short speech nominated Lakeland, 
Delegate Pettis spoke seconding Jacksonville. 
Delegate Gabriel seconded Jacksonville. 


Delegate Gannon in a few remarks explained his position 
and gave excellent reasons for wanting the Convention held 
in Lakeland. 

There being no other nominations the Convention pro- 
ceeded to ballot. 

Jacksonville received 28 votes, 

Lakeland received 6 votes. 
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Chairman declared Jacksonville the place for holding the 
Sixth Annual Convention. 

Delegates Harmon and Tucker thanked the Convention on 
behalf of the unions of Jacksonville. 

Motion by Delegate Gannon to adjourn until the afternoon 
session. | 

The motion prevailed. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Convention was called to order at 2:20 p. m. with Vice- 
President Edgerton in the chair. 

Roll call showed the following delegates present: 

Maloney, Voght, McClintock, Montecino, Chili, Whitney, 
Gannon, Pomar, Baker, Edgerton, Harmon, Tucker, Jackson, 
Henley, Holland, Roberts, Pettis, Bradford, Massey, Roldan, 
Balmacedo, Barbino, Scavotto, Rodriguez, Kendrick, Geb- 
hart and Middlebrooks. 

Delegates Cold, Archer, Gabriel, Tynes and Jones came 
in later. 

Minutes of the previous session were read and approved. 

Delegate Tucker stated that the Assistant Secretary had 
been very faithful in attendance on the Convention and had 
worked hard in fulfilling his duties, and moved that he receive 
the same compensation as the President and Secretary. 

The motion prevailed. 

The Secretary-Treasurer submitted a supplementary report 
of receipts and expenditures to date, including all convention 
expenses. 

On motion same was accepted. | 

This will appear in regular report for the current year, 
eginning March Ist, 1905. 

Delegate Middlebrooks brought up the subject of the Legis- 
lative Committee and its duties, and thought ways and means 
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should be devised for furnishing them with funds to carry out 
the work. 

Delegate Kendrick thought some action should be taken 
creating the committee as a regular adjunct to the State Fede- 
ration, as there was no provision for it in the Constitution. 

Delegate Tucker thought the best way to raise money for 
the expenses was by a small assessment on the local unions. 

Delegate Roberts spoke comparing returns from assess- 
ments and contributions, and thought that if the members tried 
they could raise sufficient funds either way. 

Delegate Harmon favored sending out an appeal. 

Delegate Voght favored the assessment plan. 

Several other delegates expressed their preferences, the 
majority appearing to be in favor of an appeal. 

Motion by Delegate Harmon, seconded by Delegate Geb- 
hart, that the Secretary issue an appeal to all affiliated locals 
and central bodies. 

Amended by Delegates Roberts to include all local unions 
in Florida. 

Amendment was accepted by Delegate Harmon and mo- 
tion as amended prevailed. 

Motion by Delegate Whitney that a Legislative Committee 
be elected at the same time as the other officers, 

The motion prevailed. 

Vice-President Maloney voluntered to distribute copies of 
the proceedings to the various local unions of Key West. 

There being no further business before the house, a recess 
of ten minutes was taken until time set for election of officers, 
and Delegate Maloney requested to fill up the interim by atl: 
dressing the assemblage. 

He responded in a highly interesting talk, which was re- 
ceived with great satisfaction and liberal applause. 

Chairman Edgerton called the meeting to order at 3:05 and 
stated the next order of business was election of officers. 

Delegate Whitney nominated Delegate Wm. F. Maloney, 
of the Central Labor Union of Key West, for President. 
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There being no other nominaticns, on motion of Delegate 
Voght, the Secretary was directed to cast a ballot for Wm. F. 
Maloney for President, and he was declared duly elected. 

President-elect Maloney made a short talk thanking the 
the Convention for the honor conferred upon him and, through 
him, on the Key West unions, by the selection of a Key West 
man as President. | 

For First Vice-President, Delegate Gabriel nominated Dele- 
gate Harmon, of Jacksonville. 

Delegate Maloney nominated Delegate Edgerton, of St. 
Augustine. | 

Delegate Pettis nominated Delegate Gannon, of Lakeland. 

There being no further nominations, the Convention pro- 
ceeded to ballot, with the following result: 

Edgerton received 22 votes. 

Harmon received 9g votes. 

Gannon feceived 7 votes. 

Delegate Edgerton was declared duly elected First Vice- 
President, and in a few remarks thanked the Convention. 

It was then agreed to follow the precedent established at 
the Fourth Annual Convention and elect the remaining five 
Vice-Presidents collectively, voting for five, and the one re- 
ceiving the highest vote to be first, the one receiving the next 
highest to be second, and so on. 

Delegate Baker nominated Delegate Roldan. 

Delegate Harmon nominated Delegate Holland. 

Delegate Jones nominated Delegate Pettis. 

Delegate Massey nominated Delegate Bradford. 

Delegate Voght nominated Delegate Pomar. 

Delegate Kendrick nominated Delegate Gebhart. 

Delegate Maloney nominated Delegate Whitney. 

Delegate Gebhart nominated Delegate Harmon. 

Delegate Kendrick seconded the nomination of Harmon, 

Delegate Roberts seconded Harmon’s nomination. 

Delegate Holland nominated Delegate Gannon. 

Delegate Pomar nominated Delegate Voght. 
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Delegate Maloney nominated Delegate Tucker. 

On motion nominations were closed and the Convention 
proceeded to ballot with the following result: 

Harmon received 24 votes. 

Gebhart received 23 votes. 

Pomar received 22 votes. 

Voght received 19 votes. 

Holland received 18 votes. 

Pettis received 17 votes. 

Bradford received 16 votes. 

Tucker received 13 votes. 

Roldan received 12 votes. 

Whitney received 12 votes. 

Gannon received 8 votes. 

Chairman declared Delegates Harmon, Gebhart, Pomar, 
Voght and Holland duly elected Vice-Presidents in the order 
named. 

For Secretary-Treasurer, Delegate Pomar moved the re- 
election of Delegate Roberts. 

On motion of Delegate Gannon nominations were closed. 

Delegate Gebhart moved Secretary-Treasurer Roberts be 
re-elected by a rising vote. Carried unanimously. 

Secretary-Treasurer Roberts thanked the Convention for 
its hearty endorsement. 

Vice-Presidents-elect Harmon and Gebhart also in a few 
well-chosen remarks expressed their appreciation of the honor 
conferred upon them. 

The Chairman then announced that the next in order was 
the election of a Legislative Committee of two. 

On a point of information Chair ruled that the two receiving 
the highest vote would be declared elected. 

Delegate Pomar nominated Delegate Tucker. 

Delegate Voght nominated Delegate Edgerton. 

Delegate Pettis nominated Delegate Gebhart. 

Delegate Bradford nominated Delegate Whitney. 

Delegate Tynes nominated Delegate Harmon. 
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Delegate Gebhart asked permlssion to withdraw in favor of 
Delegate Harmon. | 

Delegate Whitney withdrew as he would not be able to at- 
tend the meeting of the legislature. 

Delegate Bradford nominated Delegate Roberts. 

Delegate Roberts declined, as he could not get the time to 
attend to.the work, having to return home and leave again for 
Cuba Tuesday night. 

Delegate Pettis nominated Delegate Kendrick. 

Delegate Kendrick declined, as he had no experience in 
that line, besides which he would be kept busy during the ab- 
sence of Delegate Roberts in getting up the Proceedings of 
the Convention. 

Delegate Holland nominated Delegate Middlebrooks. 

Delegate Middlebrooks declined on political grounds, and 
also because he could not attend. 

On motion the nominations were closed. 

The vote resulted as follows: 

Tucker received 30 votes. 

Edgerton received 27 votes. 

Harmon received 15 votes. 

Delegates Tucker and Edgerton were declared duly elected. 

Delegate Harmon in a humorous speech thanked the Con- 
vention for not electing him, declaring he had been up against 
the job before and knew what it was, and was glad to be al- 
lowed to stay at home. 

Delegates Edgerton and Tucker spoke and pledged their 
best endeavors in behalf of the work before them. 

Motion by Delegate Kendrick that the Convention elect a 
delegate to the American Federation of Labor convention, 

The motion prevailed. 

Delegate Gabriel nominated Delegate Roberts. 

Motion -by Delegate Kendrick to make the election of 
Delegate Roberts unanimous. 


The motion prevailed. 
Delegate Roberts was declared duly elected unanimously. 
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Delegate Roberts spoke on the subject of expense, and 
‘thought the Legislative Committee and the Delegate to the 
convention of the American Federation of Labor should have 
their salaries fixed by the Convention. 

Delegate Edgerton thought they should receive their wages 
and expenses. 

There was a general discussion. 

Motion by Delegate Gannon to pay Committeemen at the 
rate of $150.00 per month for the time spent on the work and 
their railroad fare. 7 

Delegate Whitney thought the figure too high, and moved 
to amend to $100.00 per month. 

Delegates Holland, Gebhart and Harmon objected to the 
amendment and supported original motion. 

Delegate Whitney defended the amendment. 

Delegate McClintock spoke in favor of the motion. 

Delegate Gabriel supported the motion. 

Delegate Roberts spoke in favor of the motion, explaining 
the expenses the committeemen would be under while attend- 
ing to the work. 

The amendment was lost. 

A rising vote showed 27 in favor of the original motion 
and none against, so it prevailed. 

Delegate Gannon moved that Delegate to the American 
Federation of Labor convention be allowed the same rate. 

The motion prevailed. |

FIRST DAY.—Opening Session. 
JACKSONVILLE, FLa., March 13th, 1906. 

The Sixth Annual Convention of the Florida State Federa- 
tion of Labor met at 12 o'clock, noon, in the Pro. Sof Ae 
hall, in the City of Jaeksonville, Tuesday, March 13th, 1906. 

President Maloney called the meeting to order, after which 
he introduced Brother R. L. Harper, of Jacksonville, who in 
a few well-chosen remarks introduced Judge Baker, President 
of the City Council and Acting Mayor, during that official’s 
absence from the city.

President Maloney then read his annual report as follows : 
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PRESIDENTS ANNUAL REPORT 
‘JACKSONVILLE, FLa., March 13th, 1906. 


To the Sixth Annual Convention of the 
FLORIDA STATE FEDERATION OF LABOR. 


GREETING : 

In compliance with the Constitution of our honorable or- 
ganization, I, as President of said organization, hereby submit 
my report for the year ending March rath, 1906. 


LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE. 


Immediately after the adjournment of our Convention in 
Key West, I took our Legislative Committee to interview the 
State Senators and Representatives from Monroe County, and 
explained what our Committee expected of them at the next 
term of the Legislature. These gentlemen promised to give. 
our organization's Legislative Committee all the assistance 
that was in their power at the Legislature, which I believe 
they did. 

I visited the legislative halls in April and May, and re- 
mained there about two weeks. 

While there, I paid particular attention to our Legislative 
Committee, and can say that if they were not successful in ac- 
complishing all they desired it was no fault of theirs, because 
I believe that they exerted every effort possible for the benefit 
of their mission. 


WITHDRAWAL OF CARPENTERS FROM CENTRAL BODY, 


Upon my arrival at home on the eighth of May, I received 
a letter from Brother John H. Pomar, of St. Augustine, fourth 
vice-president, stating that he had been authorized by the 
central body of his city to make charges against Brother W. 
F. Edgerton holding the position of first vice-president in the 
State Federation of Labor, as his union had withdrawn from ~ 
the Central Labor Assembly of St. Augustine, and referred 
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to Article I., section 1, of our Constitution, and asked that 
this section of the Constitution be enforced. 


HAD NO» POWER TO ACT. 


I wrote several letters and tried to straighten the matter, 
but could get no reply or information. I then wrote the Sec- 
retary-Treasurer, to find what he knew of the case, and he re- 
plied that he had received a similar letter. I then decided to 
lay the question before the Executive Board of the Florida 
' State Federation of Labor. The result was that after waiting 
anumber of weeks, only three members of the Board voted 
on this question, and the vote was two against one that we 
had no power to act on this question at that time, and this 
was my interpretation of the Constitution — that we had no 
power to act on this question, except at the next Convention 
(or at the Sixth Annual Convention), which would be held in 
Jacksonville, on the 13th day of March, 1906. 


SOUVENIR JOURNAL. 


Some time in January, 1906, IT was called upon by our 
Secretary - Treasurer and Mr. Moore, of Washington, D. C. 
Mr. Roberts stated that Mr. Moore wanted to make arrange- 
ments for furnishing the Florida State Federation of Labor a 
souvenir journal for the next Convention to be held in Jack- 
sonville. I had previously spoken to Brother Roberts on this 
question, and also to Brother Voght, and Brother Roberts had 
spoken to one or two other members of the Executive Board 
on the souvenir journal question, and they were all satisfied 
that we should have this journal. 


REVENUE FROM SOUVENIR JOURNAL. 


At the Fourth Annual Convention, which was held in St. 
Augustine, Mr. Moore furnished us with a souvenir journal, 
and compensated our organization by paying it one hundred 
and fifty dollars for this privilege. 

When Mr. Moore called on me for this privilege for the 
Sixth Annual Convention, knowing or believing that a majority 
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‘of the Executive Board were in favor of having a souveiiir 
journal, and there being no one else who had asked for the © 
privilege, Brother Roberts and I decided that we would exact 
two hundred dollars from him for this privilege, which he con- 
“sented to pay, and since that time has paid to Brother Rob- 
erts, our Secretary-Treasurer. \ 

Trusting that these actions of mine will réceive only your 
‘ hearty approval, I’ beg to remain,

“ Motion by Delegate Silva to adjourn until to-morrow 

- morning at nine o'clock. 

) Delegate Triplett asked that the same rules as governed 
the last Convention‘ apply to this one until such time as the 

Committee on Rules makes its report, which was agreed to 

without the formality of a motion. 

Delegate Silva’s motion then prevailed and the Convention 

‘adjourned until’ Wednesday morning. 


SECOND DAY.—Morning Session. 


The Convention was called to order at 9:00 a. m. with 
President Maloney in the chair. 
Delegate Wilcox was appointed Sergeant-at- Arms. 
Roll call showed following delegates present: Maloney, 
Edgerton, Harmon, Gebhart, Pomar, Holland, Roberts, 
’ Kendrick, Wilcox, Thompson, Girardeau, Privett, Triplett, 
‘Silva, W. J. Wilson, Metcalf, Jackson, Taylor, Marzyck, 
__ Christopher, Bowen, Entenza, G. P. Bradford,’ Bartlum, W. 
Bradford, C. C. Bradford, Rodriguez, Ortega, Aberson, Glenn, 
Scriven, Russell, T. N. Wilson, Atkinson, Campbell, McHale, 
Bandy, Pickett, Ross and O’Brien. (No account was kept 
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‘of the attendance of Brother Annis, as he was a fraternal dele- 
gate, and considered a privileged member ). 
Delegate Christopher thought some means of identification 


»should be provided in the way of a password or other device 
for delegates entitled to seats in the Convention, and a com- 
' mittee appointed to get up:same, and all visitors be required 
' to show their working cards to gain admission to the meetings, 


and offered a motion to that effect. 
Delegate W. J. Wilson objected to the proposition as un- 


' necessary and likely to cause confusion. He thought the dele- 
“gates knew each other pretty thoroughly, and it was hardly 


‘probable that outsiders would presume to take any part in the 
business of the meetings to which they were not justly entitled. 


Delegate Roberts thought there should be no secrecy about 


our deliberations, and favored an open meeting. 


‘Delegate Ross favored the Secretary-Treasurer’s propo- 


‘sition of an open meeting. 


‘Delegate Bartlum offered an amendment to the effect that 
the press and public be invited to attend. 

Delegate Kendrick called attention to a section of the Rules 
of Order which covered the point at issue. 

The Chairman ruled the amendment: out of order, but per- 


"mitted the debate to continue on the original motion. 


Delegate Christopher explained _ his’ object in desiring the 


'» passage of his motion. 


Delegate Marzyck spoke in favor of the open meeting. 
Delegate Girardeau moved to lay the matter on the table, 


-. and the motion prevailed. 


The regular order of ‘business was then taken up, and the 


' minutes of the previous sessions read and approved. 


Delegate Triplett moved that the President appoint a mes- 


~senger and two pages. 


There was some discussion on the motion, Delegate Ed- 
gerton declaring it an unnecessary expense to have so many. 
He thought a messenger would be sufficient. 

Delegate Entenza favored the: motion. 
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The motion was finally declared adopted on a rising vote 
of twenty-three for and none against. 

Brother C. A. Linxwiler, of Memphis, Tenn., Sixth Vice- 
President of the Brotherhood of Painters and Decorators of 
America, was introduced by Delegate Christopher, and ad- 
dressed the meeting. 

The President appointed R. O. Aberson as messenger and 
S. B. Kitchen and Spencer Glenn pages. 

A letter was read from Carpenters’ Union No. 1685, of 
Palatka, which was intended for the last meeting of the Fed- 
eration at Key West, but did not reach the Secretary in time. 
Letter was ordered filed. It merely transmitted the union’s 
per capita tax and expressed a regret that its delegate had 
been unable to get off to attend the meeting. 

Letter from the Wisconsin State Federation of Labor, in 
behalf of the institution of a Conference of State Federations, 
was read and discussed. 

Delegate Girardeau moved to refer it to the Committee on 
Resolutions. 

Deledgate Triplett moved as a substitute that it go to the 
Committee on Officers’ Reports. 

The substitute motion prevailed. 

Communication from Secretary Frank Morrison, of the 
American Federation of Labor, was next read. 

Motion by Delegate Girardeau that it take the same course 
as the preceding one. 

Motion was objected to by Delegate Ross, who thought it 
should go to the Committee on Resolutions, and moved a sub- 
stitute to that effect. 

Delegate McHale favored referring it to the Legislative 
Committee. 

Delegate Ross spoke in support of his substitute. 

Delegate Edgerton suggested that some delegate, or dele- 
gates, should draw up suitable resolutions covering the mat- 
ter and submit them to the Committee. 

Delegate Kendrick offered as a substitute for the whole 
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that a special committee be appointed to attend to the matter 
and draw up such resolutions as they deemed necessary. 

Delegate Girardeau thought it should be referred to the 
Committee on Resolutions. 

Delegate Bartlum favored the special committee plan. 

Delegate Roberts offered as an amendment to Delegate 
Kendrick’s substute that all the communications be referred 
to the special committee. 

The mover accepted the amendment and the substitute as 
amended was adopted. 

Chairman appointed committee consisting of Delegates W. 
J. Wilson, Edgerton and Ross. 

Delegate Edgerton moved that the communications be 
referred to the committee without the formality of reading 
them all, so as to save time. 

Considerable objection was manifested, a majority of the 
delegates appearing to favor them being read for infoimation 
before going to the committee. 

A rising vote showed five in favor and fifteen against the 
motion, so it was declared lost, and the Assistant Secretary 
proceeded with the reading of the several communications, 
which were then turned over to the committee. In addition 
to those enumerated above, they consisted of two from Presi- 
dent Samuel Gompers, of the A. F. of L.; one from the Trades 
and Labor Assembly, of Springfield, Ill.; one from Carpen- 
ters’ Union No. 993, of Miami, Fla.; one from Secretary 
Frank Morrison, of the A. F. of L., and a lengthy organiza- 
tion and label campaign circular, which, by unanimous con- 
sent, was passed over to the committee without reading. 

Resolution No. 1, introduced by Delegate W. J. Wilson, 
of Jacksonville, prohibiting the publication of advertising mat- 
ter under the auspices or sanction of the Florida State Fede- 
ration of Labor, was read for information and referred to the 
Committee on Resolutions. 

Resolution No. 2, by Delegate George E. Ross, of Jack- 
sonville, advocating the establishment of a co-operative mer- 
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cantile business in Jacksonville, was read and referred to the. 
Committee on Resolutions. 

Resolution No. 3, introduced by Delegate J. C. Privett,. 
of Jacksonville, providing for the establishment of permanent, 
headquarters, organizer, etc., was read and referred to the. 
Committee on Resolutions. 

Resolution No. 4, introduced by Delegates Privett and, 
Girardeau, of Jacksonville, on the open shop and eight hour, 
campaign, was also read. and referred to the Committee on 
Resolutions. 

Secretary-Treasurer Roberts then read his annual reporty, 
as follows:

ORGANIZATIONS. AFFILIATED. 


There were thirty-eight_unions affliated with the Florida 
State Federation of Labor a year ago. During the past year 
eleven unions have affiliated, while only one has officially 
withdrawn. This was Carpenters’ Union No. 864, of St. Au- 
gustine, mention of which is made in the President’s report. 
The union has since re-affhliated with the Central Body and 
State Federation. 

There are a few of these unions that are several months in 
arreais for per capita tax, but as there is nothing in our laws 
to say how much a union may owe, or when it shall be sus- 
pended, I should judge that they are still affiliated with the 
State Federation.

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LEGISLATION, 

Pursuant to instructions of the Key West convention, As- 
sistant Secretary S. J. Kendrick wrote and _ had printed a cir- 
cular letter, which I sent to all the labor organizations in the 
State of Florida, asking for financial assistance to enable us 
to maintain a Legislative Committee in Tallahassee during the 
meeting of the Legislature of 1gos. 

I also went before a meeting of the Joint Advisory Board, 
of Tampa, which consists of delegates from Cigarmakers’ 
Unions 336 and 449 and Cigar Packers 440, and they agreed 
to furnish what funds were needed to keep the Legislative 
Committee in Tallahassee as long as it was. necessary. 

I kept the Legislaive Committee supplied with funds as 
long as they were in Tallahassee, and when they returned to 
their homes [ wrote them asking for a bill of salary and ex- 
penses, so I could pay them, if they had anything due them, 
and get what money I needed from the Joint Advisory Board. 

I got a bill for $59.90 from Mr. L. W. Tucker, as balance 
due him, which I paid. After waiting several weeks without 
hearing from Mr. W. F. Edgerton, I drew on the Joint Ad- 
visory Board for what money I needed and closed this matter 
up, thinking that Mr. Edgerton had ail that was due him, as 
I did not hear from him. On January 27th, 1906, I received 
a bill from him for $52.50, as balance due him. I answered 
him that I had no money in the Legislative Fund, and I 
would bring the matter before the Convention.

Committee on Rules. 


RULES OF ORDER. 
Hours of meeting: 8:30 a.m. to 12 m., and 2:30 to 5:3 
p.m. Night sessions shall be held from 7 to g p. m. when it 
is deemed necessary. 
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No Resolutions shall be allowed after the Thursday morn- 
ing session, nor shall any be allowed after the regular order of 
business, except upon a two-thirds vote. 

No committee shall be required to sit during the regular 
sessions of this Convention. 

The chairman shall appoint a warden to assist the sergeant- 
at-arms in guarding the doors and approaches to the hall dur- 
ing the sessions. 

No persons shall be admitted to the sessions of this body 
except delegates, officers, and union men with cards. 

No motion shall be received or laid before the Convention 
unless moved by two members, nor open for discussion until 
so stated by the President, and when a question is before the 
meeting no other motion shall be in order except: first, to 
adjourn; second, to lay on the table; third, the previous ques- 
tion; fourth, to postpone; filth, to refer; sixth, toamend; which 
shall have precedence in the order in which they are arranged, 
the first three to be decided without debate. The fourth shall 
also be decided without debate, unless it be proposed to post- 
pone to a definite period, in which case it shall be debatable. 

Any member may move for a division of the question, 
when the sense will admit of it. 

A motion to reconsider any former resolution or vote shall 
only be made and seconded by members who voted with the 
majority. 

When the reading of any paper is called for and objected 
to, the question shall be decided by vote. 

A roll call of the Convention on any question shall be taken 
and recorded at the request of three members. 

Executive sessions of this Convention shall be held at the 
request of a majority of the members present. 

When a member speaks he shall arise and address the pre- 
siding officer, confining himself strictly to the merits of the 
question under consideration. He shall not be interrupted 
while speaking, unless by the presiding officer, who may call 
him to order, or admonish him toa closer adherence to the 


23 


subject, and to avoid personalities. Nor shall a member be 
allowed to speak twice on the same subject, nor more than ten 
minutes at a time, without permission of the Convention. 

When two or more members rise at once, the presiding 
officer shall decide who is to speak first. 

On the call of five members for the previous question, the 
presiding officer shall put it inthis form: ‘‘Shall the main 
question now be put?’’ and, until this is decided, it shall pre- 
clude all amendments to the main question, and all further 
debate. 

The officer or member presiding in the absence of the 
President shall, for the time being, possess all the powers and 
privileges vested in the President by the Constitution and By- 
Laws of this Convention. , 

Questions of order shall be decided by the President, but 
in case of an appeal from his decision, the Convention shall 
determine by vote; the appellant and respondent alone having 
the privilege of debate. 

In the absence of a standing rule to the question before 
the house, recourse shall be had to ‘‘ Cushing’s Manual.”’

1z:.—Adjournment. 
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Motion by Delegate Ross that the Committee’s recom- 
mendations be adopted was carried on a rising vote. 

J. M. Coldwell, of Boot and Shoe Workers’ Union No. 
38, Brockton, Mass., was granted the floor and requested 
permission to take a group picture of the delegates to the 
Convention. He suggested the steps of the postoffice at noon 
as a good time and place. There was some talk of deferring 
it until the next day, but it was explained that some of the 
delegates could not be present at that time, so it was finally 
decided to have them taken on adjournment at noon. 

Delegate José A. Rodriguez, of Cigarmakers’ Union No. 
449, of Tampa, was granted the floor and addressed the meet- 
ing in Spanish. | 

Delegate Silva translated the speaker’s remarks for the 
benefit of those who did not understand the language. 

Mr. Rodriguez advocated the translation of the transac- 
tions of the Convention into Spanish for the benefit of those 
of the Spanish speaking delegates who could not understand 
the English very well. 

Delegate Ortega explained Brother Rodriguez’s reasons, 
and Delegate Silva volunteered to act as interpreter. 

After sonie further discussion on the subject, the meeting 
adjourned until the afternoon session. 


SECOND DAY.—Afternoon Session. 


The Convention was called to order at 2:30 p. m. with 
President Maloney in the chair. 

Roll call showed following delegates present: Maloney, 
Edgerton, Gebhart, Pomar, Holland, Roberts, Kendrick, Wil- 
cox, Thompson, Privett, Triplett, Silva, W. J. Wilson, Met- 
calf, Jackson, Taylor, Marzyck, Christopher, Entenza, G. P. 
Bradford, Del Valle, Bartlum, C. C. Bradford, Rodriguez, 
Ortega, Aberson, Scriven, Russell, T. N. Wilson, Atkinson, 
Campbell, Bandy, Pickett, Ross and O’Brien. 
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Minutes of the previous session were read and approved. 

Resolution No. 5, introduced by Delegate T. J. Russell, 
of Key West, providing for the establishment of an official 
journal, was read. Delegate Bartlum desired to discuss the 
resolution. After some argument on the subject, the Chair- 
man ruled that the resolution was not up for debate, but was 
only read for information, preparatory to referring it to the 
Committee on Resolutions, and the discussion was out of order 
at this time. 

Resolution No. 9, also by Delegate Russell, compelling 
the proper payment of per capita taxes, was read and referrec 
to the Committee. 

Resolution No. 7, by Delegate Del Valle, of Tampa, in 
regard to organization work among the Spanish - speaking 
people, was read and referred to the Committee. 

Report of J. A. Roberts, delegate to the Pittsburgh con- 
vention of the A. F. of L., was read as follows :

To the Officers and Members of the

FELLOW WORKMEN: 

As your delegate to the Twenty-Filth Annual Conven- 
tion of the American Federation of Labor, I desire to report 
that I attended each session of the convention, which met in 
Pittsburgh, Pa., November 13th, and adjourned November 
25th, 1905. 


DELEGATES IN ATTENDANCE. 


There were 309 delegates in attendance, representing a 
total vote of 14,444, divided as follows: National and Inter- 
national Unions with 191 delegates and 14,316. votes; State 
bodies with 22 delegates and 22 votes; Central bodies with 
71 delegates and 71 votes ; Trade and Federal Labor Unions 
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with rg delegates and 32 votes; and 6 fraternal delegates 
with 3 votes. 
NO MONEY FOR ORGANIZERS. 


I went to this convention practically uninstructed, but, 
knowing the need of organization in the State of Florida, I 
centered all my energy in an effort toward getting a salaried 
organizer, for at least six months, but was met with the answer 
that there was no money to pay any more organizers. There 
were several resolutions from State Federation Delegates ask- 
ing for salaried organizers, and all of them were referred to the 
Executive Council, which was designated the ‘‘official grave- 
yard’’ by some of the delegates. However, I never gave up 
the hope or fight for an organizer until during January of this 
year, when I received the following letter from President 
SamtelGompers, of the AMR? ole 


PRESIDENT GOMPERS’ LETTER. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., January 8, 1906. 
Mr. la AP ROBERTS; Secretary: 
STATE FEDERATION OF LABOR, 
Box 48, Ybor City, Tampa, Fla. 


DEAR SIR AND BROTHER:: 


Your favor of the 2d instant has been received and noted. 
In reply to your request that a salaried organizer be ap- 
pointed for a term of three or six months to work in Florida, 
would say that it will be impossible to comply therewith at the 
present time, as we are now running to the full limit of our fi- 
nancial ability in this work. Note will be made of your request, 
however, and we will be glad to do everything in our power to 
assist our fellow workers in your city. 
With best wishes, I am 
Fraternally yours, 
SAMUEL GOMPERS, 
President 
American Federation of Labor. 


After receiving this letter I decided that it was useless to 
continue the fight for an organizer at this time, but I believe 
that it is the duty of the Florida State Federation to keep this 
matter before President Gompers, so he will have no chance 
to forget us. 

The greater part of the convention was taken up by trades 
disputes, such as Brewery Workers versus Teamsters, Engin- 
eers, Coopers and Firemen. All of these organizations had a 
kick against the Brewery Workers, and it was decided to allow 
each workman to join the organization of his craft, and the 
matter was referred to the State and Central bodies to see that 
the laws of the convention were lived up to. 

There were several other disputes between different organi- 
zations, which affect us here in Florida but slightly. 

I would like to call attention to a part of President Gom- 
pers’ report, which reads as follows : 


‘“STATE AND CENTRAL. BODIES.” 


‘In their respective localities our local central labor unions, 
assemblies and federations are accomplishing a vast amount of 
good in the interests of labor and the people generally. These 
local central bodies are, to their respective local jurisdictions, 
what our American Federation of Labor is to all America, a 
parliament of the wage-earners, where the needs of the hour 
-and the work and hopes of the morrow are recounted and 
formulated; where the best methods are devised for making the 
burdens of the toilers lighter, their homes and lives better, and 
for the uplift of the common weal. And this is equally true 
of our state federations. Recognizing this fact, our constitu- 
tion makes it the duty of the officers of all international unions 
to instruct their delegates to become attached to chartered 
central labor bodies and state federations where such exist. 
While this is very generally enforced, yet there are numerous 
causes for complaint by both local and state bodies. In such 
instances compliance with the policy and the law should be 
more than a mere perfunctory performance. International 
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union officers should insist upon compliance, thus giving the 
opportunity to their respective local unions to receive from 
and contribute toward the mutual advantages that must neces- 
sarily accrue. So far as concerns the directly affiliated local 
unions and federal labor unions, a failure to comply with in- 
structions to become attached to central or state bodies should 
subject them to a revocation of their charters. If such locals 
fail to appreciate their duty and prefer severance and isolation, 
a period of complete isolation would soon convince them of 
the folly of such a course.”’ 


On all questions that came before the convention I voted 
the way I thought would benefit the Florida State Federation 
and the labor movement in general the most. ; 

The next convention of the American Federation of Labor 
will be held in Minneapolis, Minn., November 12, 1906. |

report, which was as follows: 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON COMMUNICATIONS. 


JACKSONVILLE, FLa., March 14th, Igo6. 
To the Officers and Members of the 
FLORIDA STATE FEDERATION OF LABOR. 
GENTLEMEN : 

Your Special Committee on Communications beg leave to 
submit the following report: 

On communication dated December 11, 1905, from Frank 
Morrison, general secretary of the A. F. of L., relative to the 
proposed legislation against the production of convict-made 
goods, we recommend, that the incoming Legislative Com- 
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mittee be instructed to have drawn suitable bills for the en- 
actment of laws prohibiting the use of convict labor in the 
manufacture of any article that comes in competition with the 
free labor of the state. 

On communication from President Samuel Gompers, dated 
April 12th, 1905, we recommend that the incoming Legisla- 
tive Committee be instructed to prepare a bill covering the 
same. [The letter requested the State Federation to use its 
best endeavors to have the existing factory inspection laws 
enforced, provide for their adoption where none exist, and to 
have the inspectors uniformed, so they might be recognized 
when on duty.—Sec. | 


On communication from President Samuel Gompers dated 
December 22, 1905, we also recommend that the same be 
turned over to the incoming Legislative Committee with in- 
structions to have a bill drawn providing for the protection of 
employes against injury received while running or working 
around machinery. 

On communication from T. J. Creager, of Springfield, O., 
Central Trades and Labor Assembly, relative to the fight en- 
gaged in against the Crowell Publishing Company, we recom- 
mend that the same be referred to the central and trades as- 
semblies throughout the State, and they requested to com- 
municate with the advertisers in the ‘‘Woman’s Home Com- 
panion,’’ and they be requested to withdraw their advertise- 
ments from this magazine until such time as they become fair 
to the Typographical Union of Springfield, O. 


On communication from President Gompers dated Febru- 
ary 31, 1905, we respectfully refer the same back to the Con- 
vention, for the reason that similar communications have been 
sent to [and presumably acted upon by] all the central and lo- 
cal bodles throughout the State. 

On communication from L. A. Osborn, secretary of Car- 
penters’ Union No. 993, of Miami, Fla., we recommend that 
the Sixth Annual Convention of the Florida State Federation 
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of Labor heartily commend the action of Local Union No. 993 
in taking up the fight against the Jacksonville Times-Union in 
behalf of the Typographical Union of Jacksonville. 

On communication from Secretary Frank Morrison, of the 
A. F. of L., dated September 11, 190}, we respectfully return 
the same back to the Convention without action, as the Sec- 
retary has stated that he has already complied with the re- 
quest. [The letter in question asked for data concerning the 
unions affiliated and those not affiliated with the State Fede- 
ration.—Sec. | 

On communication from Secretary-Treasurer Fred Brock- 
hausen, of the Wisconsin State Federation of Labor, we 
recommend that the Secretary be instructed to write to the 
State Federation of Wisconsin commending that body on their 
work in bringing about legislation in the interest of the wage- 
earners, and express the regrets of the Sixth Annual Conven- 
tion of the Florida State Federation of Labor in not being 
financially able to send a delegate to the proposed convention.

[The communication above referred to from the Wisconsin 
State Federation of Labor was a lengthy cne in behalf of the 
formation of a National Conference of State Federations, for 
the purpose of concentrated action in behalf of the labor move- 
ment generally, and legislative matters particularly.—Sec. ] 

Delegate T. N. Wilson moved that the report and recom- 
mendations of the Committee be accepted and adopted as a 
whole, and the motion prevailed. 

Delegate McHale, of St. Augustine, asked to be excused 
from committee work, as he had to return home. The Presi- 
dent accepted his declination and appointed Delegate Entenza, 
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of St. Augustine, on the Committee on Resolutions to fill the 
vacancy. 

Secretary-Treasurer Roberts asked for information as to 
whether or not the communications acted upon by the special 
committee should be printed ver batim in the proceedings of 
the Convention. There was some discussion on the point, 
Delegate Christopher and others thinking it unnecessary, as 
it would require several printed pages, with the concurrent 
expense, for the dissemination of matters the most of which 
had already gone to the various local bodies of the State. 

Delegate Kendrick thought the more important ones 
should be printed, or a synopsis of the contents given, while 
the unimportant ones could be cut down. He offered a mo- 
tion that the Secretary use his judgment as to what was of 
sufficient importance to publish or explain in the printed pro- 
ceedings ot the Convention. 

A rising vote showed 22 for and one against the motion, 
so it was declared adopted. 

[In compliance with the provisions of this motion the Sec- 
retary has made brief explanatory notes in the case of each of 
the communications where the Committee’s report did not 
explain, obviating the necessity of publishing them in full. ] 

The Committe on Credentials submitted a report as follows: 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CREDENTIALS. 


JACKSONVILLE, FLA., March 14th, 1906. 
To the Sixth Annual Convention of the 
FLORIDA STATE FEDERATION OF LABOR. 
We, your Committee on Credentials, desire to recommend 
that the delegate representing the Pressmen’s Union of Jack- 
sonville be seated upon payment of six months’ per capita tax 


ending Dec. 31st, 1905. S. J. GEBHART, Chairman,

G. P. BRADFORD, 
Wer Lie Ricxerr: 
Tle RUSSELL, 
Committee on Credentials. 
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There was some discussion on the report, the Assistant 
Secretary stating that he had understood that the Pressmen’s 
Union had been included in the unions acted upon at the 
previous session, as it was agreed to have them all take the 
same course, and he had already put the delegate’s name on 
the roll. 

Delegate Bandy, of the Pressmen’s Union, stated that his 
organization was ready to pay the per capita tax. 

Motion was offered by Delegate Privett that the Com- 
mittee’s recommendation be adopted and the delegate seated 
upon payment of the six months’ per capita tax. 

The motion prevailed. 

Resolution No. 8, by Delegate Geo. E. Ross, of Jackson- 
ville, protesting against discriminations against colored work- 
men, was read and referred to the Committee on Resolutions. 

Resolution No. 9, by Delegate T J. Russell, of Key West, 
in favor of a state organizer, was read and referred to the 
Committee on Resolutions. 

An intermission was declared for fifteen minutes pending 
the report from the Committee on Resolutions. 

Upon re-assembling it was found that the hall was occu- 
pied by a ladies’ auxilliary meeting, and the Convention was 
called to order in an adjacent hall. 

The Committee on Resolutions reported Resolution No. 4, 
by Delegates Privett and Girardeau, as follows: 

WHEREAS, There are several associations of employers 
organized in Florida for the specific purpose of opposing the 
aims and objects of trade union movement, and their only cry 
from one to another is ‘‘ open shop,’’ and 

WHEREAS, They stand pledged to oppose any efforts to- 
ward unity on the part of organized labor, and are doing all 
in their power to prevent the co-operation of the working 
classes for any specific purpose not sanctioned or endorsed by 
them, therefore be it 

RESOLVED: That it is the sense of the Florida State 
Federation of Labor, in convention assembled, that their so- 
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called ‘‘open shop’’ is a non-union shop, and we claim that 
as organized workmen we have the absolute right to refuse to 
work for or with any employer or laborer antagonistic to our 
interests, and that we insist on the ‘‘ union shop,’’ first, last 
and always. And be it further 

RESOLVED: That we denounce any attempt on the part 
of employers’ associations to form a contract with any ‘‘open 
shop’’ provisions contained therein, and request affiliated locals 
to make no contract with any employers’ association or indi- 
vidual containing any clause which might lead to the estab- 
lishment of an ‘‘ open shop,”’ and be it further 

RESOLVED: That we heartily endorse the eight-hour 
movement that organized labor is fighting for, and give it our 
moral and financial support. 

We recommend that it do pass. 

On motion of Delegate Edgerton the recommendation was 
concurred in. 

Resolution No. 1, submitted by Delegate W. J. Wilson, 
’ of Jacksonville, was reported as follows: 

WHEREAS, the giving of endorsements by central labor 
unions and state federations throughout the country for adver- 
tising purposes has become a nuisance in the eyes of the pub- 
lic, giving to organized labor the name of ‘‘grafters,’’ and 
doing a great injury to the cause of labor, therefore, be it 

RESOLVED: By the Florida State Federation of Labor, in 
Sixth Annual Convention, that the officers of the State Federa- 
tion of Labor be not allowed to grant to any person or per- 
sons the endorsement of the State Federation of Labor for any 
advertising purposes whatever, and that central bodies afflia- 
ted with the Florida State Federation of Labor be requested 
to take similar action. 

Your committee recommend the same do pass, with the 
following amendment: 

‘‘The officers of the Florida State Federation of Labor are 
hereby authorized and instructed to have printed under their 
jurisdiction, and for the sole purpose and benefit of the Florida 
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State Federation of Labor, all souvenir books, programs, etc. 
that in their opinion are either necessary, or may be remunera- 
tive, or redound to the good of the Florida State Federation 
of _Labor.”? 

On motion of Delegate Marzyck the Committee’s recom- 
mendation was concurred in and Resolution, as amended by 
the Committee, adopted. 

Resolution No. 3, introduced by Delegate J. C. Privett, of 
Jacksonville, was reported as follows: 

WHEREAS, The Florida State Federation of Labor is a 
body composed of representatives of the several trades unions 
of Florida; and 

WHEREAS, Its principal object is to further the interests 
of organization of all classes of workingmen under the juris- 
diction of the American Federation of Labor; and 

WHEREAS, We believe the objects for which it is organ- 
ized can be best served and attained by unity of action; and 

WHEREAS, It is evident that greater endeavors should be 
made on the part of the Florida State Federation of Labor to’ 
organize all classes of workmen within the State; and 

WHEREAS, To carry into effect the above mentioned 
purposes additional revenue and the establishing of perma- 
nent headquarters are necessary; therefore be it 

RESOLVED: That the Committee on Resolutions are here- 
by instructed to bring ina resolution providing for the increase 
of the per capita tax sufficiently to meet the requirements of 
maintaining permanent headquarters, such as a salary for the 
Secretary-Treasurer, office expenses, etc. 

RESOLVED, further: That the American Federation of 
Labor is. hereby earnestly requested to commission the in- 
coming President of the Florida State Federation of Labor as 
organizer upon salary and expenses, that he may devote his 
entire time to the work of organizing. 

RESOLVED, further: That said committee is hereby in- 
structed to recommend the change of all laws necessary to 
carry into effect the provisions of these Resolutions. 
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Your committee recommends that the resolutions do pass 
with the following amendments and provisos: 

That the same are referred to the Committee on Laws, 
with instructions to amend any and all laws necessary to make 
them effective. 

That. the salary of the Secretary-Treasurer be $1200.00 
per annum. 

That the Secretary-Treasurer be instructed to sit with the 
said committee, that the necessary increase to be made in the 
per capita tax may be more accurately ascertained. 

Also, that the Secretary-Treasurer is hereby instructed to 
proceed, at the close of this Convention, to Washington, D. C. 
and plead before the Executive Council of the American 
Federation of Labor the urgent necessity of a compliance 
with the same. 

And, further, that $75.00, or so much thereof as is neces- 
sary, is hereby appropriated out of the treasury to defray his 
expenses for the trip. 

Delegate Bartlum asked for a second reading of the reso- 
lutions and amendments, as he did not thoroughly under- 
stand them. 

The request was complied with, and the resolutions, with 
the amendments and provisos recommended by the committee, 
were again read. 

Delegate Marzyck moved that the resolutions as amended 
by the committee be adopted. 

Delegate Silva thought it a good resolution, but expressed 
some doubts of being able to collect an increased per capita tax. 

Delegate Bartlum opposed the motion. He declared the 
resolution was a ‘‘slick and smooth’ scheme. He opposed 
the proposition to make an organizer of the incoming Presi- 
dent and demanded the furnishing of one by the American 
Federation of Labor. 

Vice-President Edgerton took the chair. 

Delegate Triplett explained the committee’s reasons at 
length, taking up each section in order, and finished with an 
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eloquent plea in behalf of the motion. He declared that the 
organization needed brains at its head to manage its affairs, 
and brains cost money. He drew comparisons between a few 
salaries of trust employes and the ‘‘exhorbitant’’ salary pro- 
posed for the head of the labor organizations of the State of 
Florida, declaring that no man with brains enough to properly 
manage the Federation’s affairs should be expected to devote 
his entire time to the work without reasonable compensation. 

Delegate G. P. Bradford liked the proposition. He would 
like to have all the things provided for in the resolution, but 
could not see how it could be accomplished under the present 
condition of things. The speaker dwelt at some length on the 
conditions in various sections, and Delegate Entenza raised a 
point of order. The chairman requested Brother Bradford to 
adhere to the subject under debate, whereupon the speaker 
relinquished the floor. 

Delegate Silva spoke on behalf of the Bartenders’ Union, 
against an increase in the per capita tax. 

Delegate Kendrick spoke in favor of the resolution as a 
fair business proposition. He declared it a question of putting 
up sufficient money to start out on a business-like basis, the 
result of which in the end would be a more thorough organi- 
zation, a doubling in membership, an increased income, a de- 
crease in the present cost of organization work, which is carried 
on spasmodically by first one organization and then another, 
as their finances would allow, and the ultimate return of the 
money expended, in the form of a reduced per capita tax, the 
inevitable result of a more thorough organization. | 

Secretary-Treasurer Roberts called attention to the fact 
that some delegates seemed to want to monopolize the floor, 
and asked to be given a chance to explain one important point 
in connection with the subject. He said that no increase in 
the present rate of taxation would be necessary to successfully 
carry out the plans proposed if all the labor organizations in 
Florida were affiliated and paying their pro rata share, but to 
be able to carry on the work of organization and affiliation in 
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the State with the present membership an increase would be 
necessary for awhile. In case the incoming President was ap- 
pointed organizer and he did not organize a union the first 
year, but contented himself with strengthening and afhliating 
those already organized, there was no doubt that at the end 
of the year the per capita tax could be reduced to an even 
smaller figure than it is at present. 

Delegate Marzyck spoke in behalf of his motion. 

Delegate Ross favored the motion. 

Delegate Gebhart favored the motion. He took issue with 
those delegates who opposed an increase in per capita tax, de- 
claring that we needed all the proposed ‘‘improvements’’ and 
it was not reasonable to suppose that we could get them with- 
out paying the necessary expenses, and we could much more 
readily expect the assistance of the A. F. of L. if we showed 
a willingness to pitch in and help ourselves. 

Delegate Jackson spoke against raising per capita tax, as 
her organization, composed of poorly paid females, could not 
stand it. She favored all the other provisions, however. 

Delegate Kendrick explained that it need not affect the 
federal labor unions composed entirely of females, as a special 
rate could be made for them, as is the case at present. 

Delegate Atkinson favored the resolution. 

Delegate Entenza spoke on the benefits and necessities of 
a thorough organization, and the wisdom of a sufficient per 
capita tax to ‘‘ pay the freight.”’ 

Delegate W. J. Wilson spoke on the subject, heartily 
endorsing the proposition, and outlining the benefits that 
would accrue therefrom if the provisions were carried out. 

Delegate Bartlum began to speak again against the mo- 
tion, when the Assistant Secretary called the chairman’s at- 
tention to the fact that it was past the hour of adjournment. 

Motion by Delegate Triplett to adjourn till 7:30 p. m. 

This was strongly objected to by Delegate Bartlum, who 
said he did not propose to be ‘‘ choked off,’’ and a motion to 
adjourn was not in order when a member was on the floor. 
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It was explained that it was not intended to ‘‘ choke off’ 
anybody, but it was far past the hour of adjournment, and the 
delegates, tired out with a long, trying session, desired time 
to get something to eat and a moments’ rest before re-assem- 
bling for the night session. If Brother Bartlum desired the 
oor upon re-assembling, he could have it and welcome. 

Motion prevailed and meeting adjourned until 7:30 p. m. 


SECOND DAY.—Evening Session. 


The Convention was called to order at 7:30 p. m. with 
President Maloney in the chair. 

Roll call showed following delegates present: Maloney, 
Edgerton, Gebhart, Pomar, Roberts, Kendrick, Aberson, 
Wilcox, Thompson, Girardeau, Privett, Triplett, Silva, Met- 
calf, Marzyck, Bowen, Entenza, G. P. Bradford, Del Valle, 
Bartlum, Wm. Bradford, C. C. Bradford, Ortega, Scriven, 
Russell, T. N. Wilson, Atkinson, Campbell, Bandy, Pickett, 
and Ross. 

Delegate Bartlum continued his speech in opposition to the 
motion of Delegate Marzyck to adopt Resolution No. 3, with 
amendments as recommended by the committee. He said he 
represented the Cigarmakers of Tampa, and they would not 
stand for an increase in per capitatax. Every time an assess- 
ment was levied there was trouble in camp, and it caused all 
sorts of kicks and dissatisfactions. If the per capita tax was 
raised the Cigarmakers would not pay it, as they were paying 
dues and assessments already which taxed them to the limit. 

He was followed by Delegate Ortega, who declared that 
he was the representative of Cigarmakers’ Union No. 449, the 
largest union in the State, and that his organization would be 
the last one to kick against a per capita tax or assessment 
legally levied for the good of the cause [Applause]. No. 449 
could be depended upon to be there ‘‘with the goods’’ when- 
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ever the interests of unionism demanded it, and he would 
therefore support the motion. 

Delegate Girardeau, spoke favoring the establishment of 
the institutions provided for in the resolution. 

Credentials were brought in by Brother R. C. Johnson, of 
Sheet Metal Workers’ Union No. 135, of Jacksonville, and 
turned over to Committee on Credentials. 

Question on previous motion being called for, the President 
stated the motion and directed the Secretary to call the roll. 

The vote stood as follows: |

Delegate Bartlum claimed he did not understand that he 
was voting on the motion when he answered the roll. Chair- 
man stated that Brother Bartlum could have his vote changed 
if he so desired, Upon his failing to do so, the chairman an- 
nounced the vote as recorded above. 

The following resolutions were then read and referred to 
the Committee on Resolutions: 

No. 10.—By Vice-President Holland, soliciting the pat- 
ronage of the members for advertisers in souvenir journal. 

No. 11.—By Delegate Entenza, to patronize union label. 

No. 12.—By Delegate Rodriguez, providing for Spanish 
translator in the Conventions. 

No. 13.—By Delegate Silva, to fine members patronizing 
grocery stores with liquor stores attached. 

Delegate Marzyck spoke on the Bartenders’ situation in 
Jacksonville. He read a communication from B. F. Johnson, 
proprietor of the Greater New York Café, inviting the dele- 
gates to make his place their headquarters while in the city. 
He also read a humorous poem on unionism, by Brother 
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Turner, of the Bartenders’ Union, of Jacksonville, presenting 
the Convention with a large printed copy of the same ready 
for framing. 

On motion a vote of thanks was extended for both the in- 
vitation and poetry. 

Motion by Delegate Kendrick to authorize the Secretary- 
Treasurer to frame the poem and a copy of the Key West 
Resolution prevailed. 

The President resumed the chair. 

Secretary-Treasurer Roberts thought that the Charter 
should also be framed, and his motion to that effect prevailed. 

Under ‘‘Good of the Order’’ Delegate Silva addressed the 
meeting in behalf of the Latin-speaking people. | 

Delegate Bartlum followed, but his remarks were objected 
to by Vice-President Edgerton, on the ground that the speaker 
was indulging in personalities. 

Chairman Triplett, of the Committee on Resolutions was 
granted the floor and reported as follows: 

Resolution No. 2.—By Delegate George E. Ross, of 
Jacksonville. 

WHEREAS, the primary objects of labor organizations are, 
above all things else, to foster and promote the material in- 
terests of their members; and 

WHEREAS, in this age of concentration and consolidation, 
we believe that organized labor’s best interest in the city of 
Jacksonville can be best subserved by adopting the same 
methods used by the money powers—namely, concentration 
of capital; and 

WHEREAS, we believe that our capital can be best concen- 
trated, and made to accomplish the greatest good to the 
greatest number by establishing and conducting a business 
among ourselves, based upon the co-operative plan, thereby 
becoming purchasers for ourselves, as well as of ourselves; 
therefore, be it | 

RESOLVED: That the Florida State Federation of Labor, 
in convention assembled, do emdorse the organization of a 
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tive plan in this city. 

Your committee recommends that the same do pass. 

Committee’s recommendation was concurred in. 

Resolution No. 5.—By Delegate T. J. Russell, of Key 
West, as follows: 

WHEREAS, ninety-nine per cent. of the newspapers of the 
State of Florida are owned and controlled by the corporations 
and capitalists of the entire United States and the State of 
Florida, and 
~ WuereEAs, the laboring people of the State of Florida have 
no official organ, owned and controlled by them, to express 
their grievances or desires for their future welfare, therefore, be it 

RESOLVED: That the Florida State Federation of Labor, 
in its Sixth Annual Convention assembled in the City of Jack- 
sonville, own and control an official organ, by a special assess- 
ment on all affiliated local unions, for the purpose of raising a 
sum of money to the amount of two thousand dollars ($2000. ) 
for the purchasing of a plant sufficient to edit a newspaper for 
the labor unions of Florida. After raising said amount of 
money, then assess all local unions affliated a certain sum of 
money, to be agreed upon, for the subscriptions to the said 
paper, and all members of affiliated unions shall receive a copy 
of said paper, and said paper shall be edited and published 
weekly, in whatsoever city in Florida as the State Federation 
Labor may see fit. | | 

Your committee recommend that the same do not pass, 
as we believe it to be impracticable. | 

After some discussion the Convention concuried in recom- 
mendations of the committee by a rising vote of 24 in favor 
and none against. 

Resolution No. 6.—By Delegate T. J. Russell, of Key 
West, as follows: 

- WHEREAS, the Florida State Federation of Labor is now 
growing to be of importance to the labor unions of Florida and 
the world; and 
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WHEREAS, a great many local unions throughout the State 
of Florida neglect to pay, and do not pay, their per capita tax 
to the Federation of Labor, therefore, be it 

RESOLVED: That this Florida State Federation of Labor, 
now in its Sixth Annual Convention assembled in the City of 
Jacksonville, do recommend to the American Federation of 
Labor to add to their constitution that no local union be per- 
mitted to afhliate with any central trades or labor assembly 
unless their per capita tax is always paid up to the require- 
ments of the A. F. of L. laws. 

Your committee recommends the above be referred to the 
Committee on Laws, to be considered in connection with 
resolution already in their hands bearing on the same subject. 

The recommendation of the committee was adopted. 

Resolution No. 7.—By Delegate R. Del Valle, of Tampa, 
was reported, as follows: 

WHEREAS, considering that the American Federation of 
Labor was created for the welfare of the workingman, and that 
there can be nothing accomplished when workingmen fight, one 
against the other, and not against our common enemy, as it 
was proven in the last Key West strike; and considering that 
in the Republic of Cuba a National Federation of Labor is go- 
ing on, and that probably they will try to extend it over to 
this State of Florida, on account of the large number of Cuban 
workman in this State; and considering that these said work- 
ingmen have already tried to organize a branch in the City of 
Tampa and in the City of Key West, which only failed when 
the last Key West strike was finished; and considering that 
said Cuban Federation of Labor will be glad to have an under- 
standing with the A. F. of L. (as the writer has letters to that 
effect); be it hereby 

RESOLVED: That the A. F. of L. have an understanding 
with the Cuban Federation of Labor as soon as the said Fede- 
ration be organized, and, if possible, arrange to exchange 
cards. Also that this resolution be submitted to the next 
A. F. of L. Convention. 
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Your committee recommends that the same do_ pass. 

Vice-President Edgerton took the chair. 

President Maloney offered an amendment to make it apply 
only to the Island of Cuba, explaining his reasons. 

Delegate Triplett thought the resolution already stipulated 
what President Maloney desired. 

Delegate Del Valle explained the resolution and the con- 
ditions which had inspired the same. 

Delegate Entenza spoke on the motion, desiring more light 
on the subject, 

Delegate Marzyck favored the resolution if it was made to 
provide for the exchange of cards. 

Delegate Ortega spoke, favoring the resolution and ex- 
plaining the Cuban situation. 

Delegate Ross was in favor of the resoliition. 

Delegate Bradford was not in favor of the resolution. 

Delegate Bartlum also opposed the resolution. 

Secretary - Treasurer Roberts spoke, explaining the atti- 
tude of the Cigar Makers’ International Union of America in 
regard to the cigarmakers of Cuba. 

Delegate Triplett suggested the chair recognize Brother 
Henry M. Walker, travelling representative of the A. F. of L., 
and listen to his remarks on the subject. 

On motion of President Maloney, Brother Walker was 
granted the floor and addressed the meeting. He suggested 
the adoption of a substitute which would go to the Executive 
Council of the A. F. of L., which would be equally as effetive, 
and at the same time possess the virtue of not putting the 
Florida State Federation in a compromising position. The 
substitute he proposed was as follows: 

RESOLVED: That the Executive Council of the A. F. of L. 
be requested to immediately take steps to arrive at a better 
understanding between the Cuban labor movement and the 
American Federation of Labor. 

President Maloney added to his amendment the substitu- 
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Delegate Entenza advocated the passage of some sort of a 
combination of the two in behalf of harmony. ) 

Delegate Ross thought Delegate Entenza’s suggestion 
a good one. 

President Maloney withdrew his motion and oie another 
to strike out the last paragraph of the resolution and insert 
therefor Brother Walker’s substitute. | 

The motion prevailed. 

On motion the meeting then adjourned until the Thursday 
morning session. 


THIRD DAY.—Morning Session. 


_. The Convention was called to order at 9:00 a. m. with 
President Maloney in the chair. 

Roll call showed following delegates present: Maloney, 
Edgerton, Harmon Gebhart, Pomar, Holland, Roberts, Ken- 
drick, Aberson, Wilcox, Girardeau, Privett, Triplett, Silva,

sions. Question was raised as to whether it was necessary to 
read the resolutions in full as passed. Motion by Delegate 
Ross that the reading of the resolutions already passed be dis- 
pensed with was lost on a rising vote. The reading of the 
minutes were then proceeded with and approved. 

The following resolutions were read and referred to the 
Committee on Resolutions: 

No. 14.—By Delegates Taylor and Jackson, advocating 
the establishment of a union laundry in Jacksonville. 

No. 15.—By Delegate Ortega, providing for a reduced 
rate of taxation for female unions. 
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No. 16.—By. Delegate Silva, to amend vagrancy laws of 
the State, so they cannot be used to the detriment of union 
working men. yeu ; 

Delegate Edgerton, of the Legislative Committee, sub- 
mitted a report, as follows: 


REPORT GFsLEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE. 
JACKSONVILLE, Fua., March 15th, 1906. 
To the Sixth Annual Convention of the 


FLORIDA STATE FEDERATION OF LABOR. 
(GENTLEMEN: 


We, your Legislative Committee, beg leave to submit the 
following report: 

MECHANICS’ LIEN LAW. 

We arrived in the State capital on the 4th of April last, 
with a mechanics’ lien law, which we had previously had 
drafted by some of the best legal talent in Jacksonville, and 
which was introduced in the Senate on the 6th, by Hon. L. W. 
Zim. The same was referred to the Judiciary Committee. We 
were called before that committee and had the privilege of 
pointing out to that committee what we considered the defects 
in the present law now on the statute books. 


CHILD LABOR BILL INTRODUCED. 


On the 12th of April, Mr. E. P. Roberts, of Monroe 
County who had previously devoved considerable time to the 
framing of a child labor law, a bill which was far superior to the 
one submitted to the Fifth Annual Convention at Key West, 
introduced said bill in the House. The bill went to the Com- 
mittee on Organized Labor. We lost no time it getting ac- 
quainted with the members of that committee, who, unfortu- 
nately, for us, were citizens of some of the interior counties 
and districts which had not been cursed with this evil of child 
labor. 

UNFAVORABLE REPORT. 

The chairman of this Committee on Organized Labor, after 

going over the bill carefully with us, assured us that, with 
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some slight modifications, which were suggested by him, the 
committee would report the bill favorably. We made the 
changes, and when that committee met, it decided to report 
the bill unfavorably. 


INTRODUCED IN SENATE. 


Instead of letting the bill go to the House with an un- 
favorable report, we had it withdrawn, and, after conferring 
with several members of the Legislature, by their advice, we 
had the bill introduced in the Senate, realizing that if we could 
get it through the Senate, it would be received more favorably 
in the House. | 

HELD UP BY THE COMMITTEE. 

In the meantime, we, with the Senator who had introduced 
the lien law, were looking after that measure as best we could. 
It was held up in the hands of the Judiciary Committee for 
two or three weeks. Everyone whom we approached on the 
subject expressed the opinion that the present law was suf- 
ficient. 

BILL A DEAD LETTER. 

After realizing that this bill was a dead letter, we concen- 
trated our attention on the child labor law. We did everthing 
within our power to secure the passage of this bill. 


RESPONSIBILITY FOR DEFEAT. 

It was through the exertions of Peter O. Knight, of Tampa, 
a railroad lobbyist, and some capitalistic senators and repre- 
sentatives, that the bill was defeated. Some of the members 
who were active in defeating this measure, and all others 
tending to benefit the working man, were T. M. Scott, of the 
Sixth District, Frank Sams, of the Twenty-Eighth, E. E. 
Canova, Frank Adams, W. A. Blount and T. J. Faulkner. 


CHILD LABOR BILL DEFEATED. 


Hon. Telfair Stockton, of Jacksonville, kindly consented 
to introduce the child labor measure in the Senate, and very 
ably defended the same. 
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We, the committee, felt confident of the passage of this 
measure until the last moment, but regret to have to report 
that the measure was defeated. 


FIGHTING UNFAVORABLE MEASURES. 


We found, while acting in the capacity of Legislative Com- 
mitee, that, in addition to the work of getting laws passed 
for our benefit, we had to fight measures introduced by enemies 
of organized labor, which tended to grind the workingman 
down and hinder his advancement, financially, morally and 
physically. 


ACTION DEFERRED ON CONVICT LABOR BILL. 


We were instructed to introduce a convict labor law, but 
when we learned that the State convicts had just been leased 
for the next four years, we thought best to defer action along 
that line until some future date.

We, your committee, wish, through the Florida State 
Federation of Labor, to express our appreciation to the mem- 
bers of both House and Senate for the assistance rendered, 
especially Mr. E. P. Roberts and Mr. Knowles, of Key West, 
Mr. McElroy, of Taylor County, Mr. L. W. Zim, H. H.

Delegate Wilson asked that the discussion be Bieter oc 
for a moment to allow Resolution No. 17 to be read and re- 
ferred to the committee on Resolutions, which was agreed to 
without the formality of a motion. | 

The resolution was introduced by Delegate W. J. Wilson, 
of Jacksonville, and provided for the publication of all bills 
proposed in the interest of organized labor, their distribution 
to the various unions, and combined opposition to any candi- 
dates who refused to support such measures.. 

Continuing the discussion, Delegates Kendrick and Ortega 
spoke, advocating the election of straight out union men, as 
all candidates were ‘‘friends of the workingman’’ before elec-. 
tion. After that he had to struggle along the best he could,: 
and was lucky if he could keep out of the ‘‘ bull pen,’’ was 
not jailed as an anarchist, or deported as ‘an agitator, |‘ The. 
only sure way of getting a square deal was to elect, straight 
out union men, regardless of politics. | 

Delegate Bradford spoke in reference to the Labor Temple - 
property of the Tampa Central Trades and Labor Assembly, 
and the efforts being made to pay off the indebtedness on same. 
He was followed by Delegates Bartlum and ‘Kendrick, who 
made further explanations in regard to the acquisition of the 
property, the amount due, etc. 

The Committee on Resolutions then reported as follows: 

Resolution No. 9.—By T. J. Russell, of Key West Cen- 
tral Labor Assembly: 

WHEREAS, it has become necessary to have a general 
state organizer in the State of Florida, for the purpose of or- 
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ganizing our laboring people, and to keep those who hold 
charters together, therefore, be it 

RESOLVED: That the Florida State Federation of Labor, 
now inits Sixth Annual Convention assembled, in the City of 
Jacksonville, do recommend to the A. F. of L. that a general 
state organizer be selected from the State of Florida, or be 
appointed by the A. F. of L., or elected and recommended 
by the Florida State Federation of Labor, to work on salary 
in the State of Florida as a general organizer. 

The committee reports that the above has already been 
covered by a resolution adopted by the Convention and now 
in the hands of the Committee on Laws. 

The resolution was, therefore, tabled by common consent. 

Resolution No, 10.-—By Sixth Vice-President Holland, 
was reported as follows: 

WHEREAS, the State Federation of Labor will hereafter 
issue its Own souvenir journal; be it 

RESOLVED: That the State Federation request of all 
unions affiliated to examine the advertisements in the journal 
and patronize those who patronize us. 

The committee recommends that the same do pass. 

The recommendation of the committee was concurred in 
on motion of Delegate Privett. 

Resolution No. 11 —By Delegate A. P. Entenza, of St. 
Augustine, as follows: 

RESOLVED: That the Florida State Federation of Labor, 
in convention assembled, do find that it is an evident fact 
that the future of organized labor is on the upward bound, 
and, in order to make it a tower of strength, we must pay 
the strictest attention to the commodities produced by union 
labor; and be it further 

RESOLVED: That the Secretary be instructed to write 
to every local union affliated with the Florida State Federa- 
tion of Labor a monthly or quarterly letter, calling the atten- 
tion of its members to the necessity of having the union label 
on all goods bought; and be it further 
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RESOLVED: That we recommend that all locals put fines 
upon those members who do not comply with the provisions 
of this just resolution, 

Your committee recommends that the same do pass, but 
with the following amendment: Strike out the words ‘‘ or 
quarterly.’’ 

On motion of Delegate Ross, the recommendation of the 
committee was concurred in. 

Resolution No. 12.—By Delegate José Alonzo Rodriguez, 
of Tampa, as follows: 

Considering that there are five Spanish branches of the 
C. M. I. U. of A. in this State of Florida, and which are en- 
titled to have delegates to the Florida State Federation of 
Labor; and 

Considering that some of these delegates will be unable to 
speak the English language, while not exciuded from taking 
part in the debates; we therefore 

RESOLVE: That in al] future conventions of the Florida 
State Federation of Labor a translator, or interpreter, be pro- 
vided for the purpose of translating, for the benefit of the 
delegates who do not understand English, the transactions of 
the meetings, so that they may take an active and intelligent 
part in the same. 

The committee recommends that it do pass. 

On motion of Delegate W. J. Wilson, the recommendation 
of the committee was concurred in. 

Resolution No. 13.—By Delegate Chas. Silva, of Jack- 
sonville, as follows: 

WHEREAS, there exists in the State of Florida an organ- 
ized Bartenders’ Union; and 

WHEREAS, said union is endeavoring to elevate the morals 
of our Florida saloons; and 

WHEREAS, there exists in the City of Jacksonville a local 
branch of said Bartenders’ Union; and 

WHEREAS, some of the business men of this city have 
grocery stores with liquor saloons attached; and 
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WHEREAS, a great many of the union men of this city 
patronize said grocery stores; therefore, be it 

RESOLVED: That the Florida State Federation of Labor, 
now in its Sixth Annual Convention assembled, in the City of 
Jacksonville, recommend to the central labor unions and local 
trades unions affiliated with the Florida State Federation of 
Labor that a fine of one dollar ($1.00) be instituted in their 
constitutions for patronizing grocery stores that have non- 
union liquor saloons attached; and to also recommend to all 
Building Trades Alliances and District Councils that they ° 
withhold their patronage. 

We recommend the same do pass. 

Delegate Bandy moved an amendment to the effect that 
all liquor dealers be furnished with a copy of the resolution. 

Delegate Triplett spoke at some length in behalf of com- 
pelling members to patronize union establishments, claiming 
that you could not make all of them do so without imposing a 
fine. He hoped to see the day when a delegate would not be 
allowed to sit in the conventions of this body wearing a single 
article of clothing that did not bear the union label. 

Delegate Entenza thoughta previous resolution had covered 
the point at issue. 

Delegate Ross thought that no particular trade should be 
specified. 

Delegate Bandy withdrew his amendment. 

Delegate Silva spoke in behalf of his resolution, explain- 
ing the status of the saloon business in Jacksonville, and the 
conditions which confronted the fair proprietors and the union 
bartenders. 

Motion by Delegate Kendrick to amend by striking out 
the words “withhold their patronage,’’ and insert therefor the 
words ‘‘take similar action.’’ The motion prevailed. 

After some further discussion, Delegate Kendrick moved 
to strike out the word ‘‘grocery,’’ wherever ‘it occurred, so 
the resolution would apply to any kind of a store with a non- 
union saloon attached. The motion prevailed. 
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Motion by Delegate Christopher that the resolution as 
amended be adopted. 

The motion prevailed. 

Resolution No. 14.—By Delegates Adeline Taylor and 
Alice Jackson, of Jacksonville, as follows: 

Please allow us to submit the following resolution to your 
honorable body now in session, hoping that it will receive 
favorable consideration. 

WHEREAS, there exists in the State of Florida, and in the 
' City of Jacksonville, only one Ladies’ Federation of Labor to 
push this grand and noble cause along, we hereby ask that 
each and every delegate belonging to this city will use all the 
influence possible in their locals, upon returning from this 
Convention, in helping to bring about some results in urging 
each and every union man to hire none but union women of 
the female Federation of Labor, and see that they have some- 
thing to show that they are members in good standing with 
their union of the A. F. of L. Be it further 

RESOLVED: That, by doing thus, it will bring the City 
of Jacksonville more in union with the A F. of L., and our 
number will be greater than what itis now. It is hoped that 
at the next convention to be held there will be a larger number 
of female representatives to greet the convention, by having 
the wives and daughters who work for their earnings join the 
A. F. of L. Owing to our present membership is why we 
have to make an appeal to the Convention to request the 
locals to help us in having our membership increased, so we 
may bring about some scale of wages to better the condition 
of the Female Federation. 

We recommend that the same do pass. 

Motion by Delegate Pomar to concur in Committee’s 
recommendation prevailed. 

Motion that ticket selling be stopped until the Convention 
ajourned was carried. 

Resolution No. 15.—By Delegate Luis Ortega, of Tampa, 
was reported, as follows: 
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WHEREAS, Federal Labor Union No. 9461 is now affilia- 
ted with the Florida State Federation of Labor, and is the 
only organization of the female sex represented; and 

WHEREAS, we all know that their wages, as a rule, are 
not one-third of those of the male sex; and 

WHEREAS, we all know and appreciate the help that an 
organization of this opposite sex can and does give to further 
the interests of organized labor; therefore, be it 

RESOLVED: That the Florida State Federation of Labor 
place their per capita tax at one-third of the regular per capita 
tax of our organizations of the male sex. 

We recommend that the same do pass. 

Concurred in on motion of Delegate T. N. Wilson. 

Resolution No. 16.—By Delegate Chas. Silva, of Jack- 
sonville, as follows: 

WHEREAS, there exists a law on the statute books of the 
State of Florida, a law that is detrimental, in its present form, 
to every laboringman in our State; and 

WHEREAS, this law has on many occasions been enforced 
in behalf of the corporations of our State against the interest 
of the workingman; therefore, be it 

RESOLVED: That this Sixth Annual Convention of the 
Florida State Federation of Labor assembled appoint a com- 
mittee of two, said committee to have framed a law that only 
a true vagrant can be arrested under said law, and that it can 
not handle a laboring man who is laboring and fighting for his 
rights, or against humiliating circumstances. Be it further 

RESOLVED: That said committee shall, at the Seventh 
Annual Convention of the Florida State Federation of Labor, 
present said amendment to the aforesaid law for consideration 
and acceptance; and, therefore, be it further 

RESOLVED: That, upon the acceptance by the Florida 
State Federation of Labor of said amendment, it shall be 
given to the Legislative Committee that may be appointed by 
said State Federation of Labor, to be presented at the next 
term of the Florida Legislature. 
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The committee recommends that the resolution do pass. 

Motion by Delegate Christopher to concur in the recom- 
mendations of the committee. 

Delegate Kendrick offered an amendment providing that 
it go direct to the incoming Executive Committee. Amend- 
ment was accepted by the mover of the resolution, and the 
same adopted as amended. 

Resolution No. 17.—By Delegate W. J. Wilson, of Jack- 
sonville was then read, as follows: 

[President called Vice-President Holland to the chair. ] 

WHEREAS, the report of the Legislative Committee shows 
plainly to us that in securing legislation for the benefit of 
organized labor, it is necessary that we should adopt other 
means to get favorable results, by making said _ bills as public 
as possible to the citizens of Florida, thereby gaining public 
sentiment in our favor. Therefore, be it 

RESOLVED: By the Sixth Annual Convention of the 
Florida State Federation of Labor: That the incoming Legis- 
lative Committee be instructed to have all future proposed 
legislative bills that have been drawn for the enactment of laws 
printed, and copies be furnished to all central bodies and local 
unions of wage-earners in the State, and they be requested 
to try and get all candidates for the offices of state senator 
or representatives to express themselves as to whether they 
will support such bills, and in all cases where such favorable 
pledges are not made, that organized labor in general work 
to defeat such candidates. 

The committee recommends that the same do pass. 

There was considerable discussion on the resolution, par- 
ticipated in by Delegates Marzyck, Ross, Pomar, Girardeau, 
Kendrick, Roberts, Christopher, Gebhart and Maloney. 

President Maloney moved to amend by striking out the 
last section and inserting the following: ‘‘That laboring people 
of the state make a special effort to name the candidates for 
the Senate and House of Representatives, and, if this should 
fail, compel the candidate to commit himself to support the 
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bills that the Florida State Federation of Labor may want 
presented; and be it further 

RESOLVED: That this resolution be printed and a copy 
sent to each local union in the State of Florida.’’ 

Delegate W. J. Wilson made an explanatory statement in 
regard to his resolution. 

Delegate Entenza spoke on the motion, but the hour of 
adjournment having arrived, on motion the meeting adjourned 
until the afternoon session. 


THIRD DAY.—Afternoon Session. 


The Convention was called to order at 2:00 p. m. with 
President Maloney in the chair. 

Roll call showed following delegates present: Maloney, 
Edgerton, Harmon Gebhart, Pomar, Holland, Roberts, Ken- 
drick, Aberson, Wilcox, Thompson, Girardeau, Privett, 
Triplett, Silva, W. J. Wilson, Metcalf, Jackson, Taylor, 
Marzyck, Christopher, Bowen, Entenza, G. P. Bradford, 
Bartlum, Wm. Bradford, C. C. Bradford, Rodriguez, Ortega, 
Scriven, Glenn, Russell, T. N. Wilson, Atkinson, Campbell, 
Bandy, Pickett, Ross and O’ Brien. 

Minutes of the morning session were read and approved. 

Resolution No. 17, which was under discussion at the time 
of adjournment, was again taken up, with Delegate Entenza 
on the floor. After his remarks in favor of having union men 
in office, he stated that W. H. Sebring, candidate for the 
Legislature, desired to address the meeting along these lines. 

After some discussion, it was decided to proceed with the 
regular order of business, as some of the delegates objected 
to candidites addressing the Convention. 

Delegate Wilson, while not opposed to the real intent of 
the amendment to his motion, did not believe it would reach 
all of the friends of labor in the state. 
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Vice-President Edgerton spoke on the resolution, after 
which, the motion was put on the amendment. It was de- 
clared carried on a rising vote of twenty to two. 

Delegate Wilson explained that his reason for not voting 
for the amendment was because he did not think it went far 
enough. He preferred either the original or some combina- 
tion of the two. 

A rising vote on resolution as amended showed fourteen 
in favor and one against, so it was declared adopted. 

Secretary called attention to four resolutions the introduc- 
tion of which had been cut off in the morning by the lengthy 
debate on Resolution No. 17, which held the boards until 
adjournment. It was agreed to waive the rules and have them 
read and referred to the committee. 

The resolutions, which were then read and referred, were 
as follows: 

No. 18.—By Delegate Kendrick, of Tampa, on child labor. 

No. 19.—By Delegate Roberts, of Tampa, on compulsory 
education. 

No. 20.——By Delegate Kendrick, of Tampa, on the eight- 
hour campaign. 

No. 21.—By Delegate Gebhart, of Tampa on good roads. 

The chairman then announced that no more resolutions 
would be received without unanimous consent. 

Chairman Triplett, of Committee on Resolutions, claimed 
the right of that committee to introduce anything in their 
hands which they had not yet finished, which was conceded. 

Special Committee on Communications submitted a sup- 
plementary report, as follows: 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON COMMUNICATIONS.

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Ladies’ Union No. 9461: Werecommend that the State Fede- 
ration of Labor, in its Sixth Annual Convention, heartily com- 
mend the Ladies’ Union in its earnest endeavors to secure 
themselves a home and a business among their ranks, and 
urge the hearty support for them of all union men.

[This was the communication asking the co-operation and 
support of the different unions to enable No. 9461 to carry out 
its plans and paying for a plot of ground it had purchased, and 
erecting thereon a home for the organization and a union 
laundry, to be conducted by its members, for the accomoda- 
tion of the union people of the city and their friends.—Sec. ] 

The recommendation of the committee was adopted. 

Resolution No. 22.—By Committee on Resolutions, was 
reported, as follows: 

WHEREAS, there are questions and difficulties of a minor 
nature between the different locals of the State Federation of 
Labor; and 

WHEREAS, many of the difficulties can be adjusted by our 
State Executive Board, thereby saving long delays and ex- 
penses by referring to national bodies; and 

WHEREAS, the Florida State Federation has now pro- 
vided for permanent headquarters, where these matters can be 
handled by our officials, thereby having a better understand- 
ing between the different unions of the State; therefore, be it 

RESOLVED: That each union affiliated with the Florida 
State Federation of Labor, be and they are hereby requested 
to seek the good offices of the Florida State Federation of 
Labor in any difficulty, either pending or in actual force, to 
bring about an amicable adjustment,.and that in all cases, 
where possible, before decisive action is taken by any affiliated 
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union that would tend to lead to a misunderstanding between 
employer and members of the union, that the officers of the 
Florida State Federation of Labor be acquainted with all con- 
ditions, facts and circumstances pertaining thereto, to the end 
that said State officers may use their best efforts to adjust 
the differences. 

RESOLVED, further: That the officers of the Florida State 
Federation of Labor are hereby prohibited from declaring un- 
fair any firm, individual, corporation or product, unless the 
above provisions shall have been first*complied with. 

The resolution, which was intended to provide for the ad- 
justment of trade difficulties, was explained by Chairman 
Triplett, of the committee. 

Delegate Christopher moved the adoption of the resolution. 

Delegate W. J. Wilson was afraid that it would cause 
some misunderstanding. 

Delegate Edgerton thought the brother did not thoroughly 
understand the resolution, as it did not provide for any inter- 
ference, but merely offered the services of the officers in the 
adjustment of any difficulties, when called upon to do so. 

Chairman Triplett read resolution again and further ex- 
plained its intents and purposes. 

Delegate Girardeau spoke in support of the resolution. 

The motion prevailed. 

Resolution No. 23.—By the Committee on Resolutions, 
was reported, as follows: 

WHEREAS, recognizing the efficacy of the purchasing 
power of those dependent upon labor organizations for sup- 
port, and fully realizing that many of the ills that labor is heir 
to could be materially improved by a more thorough educa- 
tion upon these lines; therefore, be it 

RESOLVED: That the Florida State Federation of Labor, 
in convention assembled, does recommend to central labor 
bodies and all affliated unions that, as often as possible, social 
sessions, box lunch parties, pie suppers, etc., be given by the 
co-operation of the families of unionists, along with educational 
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talks as to union labels, store and shop cards, and that we 


-spend our money at all times with those who employ union 


labor and handle union label products. 
Motion by Delegate Christopher to adopt the resolution as 
read prevailed. | 
Delegate Christopher read report of the Committee on 
Officers’ Reports, as follows: . 


REPORT COMMITTEE ON OFFICERS’ REPORTS. 
To the Officers and Members of the 
Sixth Annual Convention. 
GREETING: , 

We, the undersigned committee, appointed by your hono- 
rable body, on the various Officers’ Reports, beg to submit 
you our final report, as follows: | 

The report of our President, W. F. Maloney, was heartily 
concurred in. 

In regard to the report of Secretary-Treasurer J. A. Rob- 
erts, the committee could only accept the same as presented, 
as we are not in possession of the books of the Secretary- 
Treasurer. . 

The recommendations presented by the Secretary-Treasu- 
rer are concurred in by the Committee. 

Your committee also make the following recommendations: 
That hereafter it shall be the duty of the President to appoint 
an Auditing Committee of five, no two from one city, to ap- 
pear at the Secretary-Treasurer’s office not longer than thirty 
days prior to all conventions, and examine the books of said 
office, and make their report at convention. And expenses 
of the committee must be paid by the Florida State Federa- 
tion of Labor. : 

The report or delegate to the A. F. of L. convention was 
received and concurred in. 

The report of the Legislative Committee was received and 
concurred in. The committee also recommend that the bal- 
ance due W. F. Edgerton, amounting to $52.50, be paid. 
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We, your committee, also ask that a rising vote of thanks 
be extended to the various officers; who have faithfully per- 
formed the duties incumbent upon them for the past year.

Vice-President Holland moved that the report be accepted 
with thanks. 


A general discussion followed. 
Vice-President Edgerton took the chair. 


President Maloney spoke on the motion, making an amend- 
ment to have the committee’s recommendations turned over 
to the Committee on Constitution and By-Laws for action. 


The amendment prevailed, and the motion, in its amended 
form, was then adopted. 


Committee on Credentials reported back to the Convention 
without recommendation the credentials of R. C. Johnson. 


Motion that they be not accepted prevailed. 
Vice-President Holland took the chair. 


Committee on Constitution and By-Laws then submitted 
its report, as follows: 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CONSTITUTION, 


To the Officers and Members of the 
FLORIDA STATE FEDERATION OF LABOR. 


Your Committee on Constitution and Laws beg leave to 
make the following report: 


We recommend the re-adoption of the Constitution and 
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Laws, with the following amendments, same to go into effect 
at the close of this Convention. 

First: In Article VI., Section 5, the duties of the Secre- 
tary- Treasurer shall be as follows: ‘‘The Secretary-Treasurer 
shall devote his entire time and attention to the business of 
the Florida State Federation of Labor; he shall keep a true 
record thereof; he shall render monthly reports to all central 
bodies and local unions affiliated with the Florida State Federa- 
tion of Labor; he shall render a report annually, and have all 
books and papers in such condition that they may be inspected 
by the President and Executive Board at all times; he shall, 
when ordered by the President, issue the call, with credentials, 
for the meeting of the Florida State Federation of Labor. and 
shall be compensated in the sum of one hundred dollars 
($100.00) per month; he shall also act as Secretary to the 
Executive Board; he shall give bond in some responsible surety 
company to the amount of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00), 
expense of same to be paid by the Florida State Federation 
of Labor. 

SECOND: Article V., Section 2, to be changed after the 
word ‘‘re-elected,’’ on the second line, add the following: 
‘Cand given all the rights and privileges as afforded to all regu- 
larly elected delegates. 

THIRD: Article VI., Section 6, add to the Section: ‘‘ It 
shall be the duty of the Executive Board to meet annually at 
headquarters in the month of September. 

FourTH: Article VII., Section 1, in regard to revenues, 
change to read: ‘‘Each affiliated union shall pay to the Sec- 
retary-Treasurer a per capita tax of five cents per month on 
its entire membership, except unions composed entirely of 
females, which shall pay two cents per capita per month, and 
central bodies the sum of two dollars ($2.00) per month, the 
same to be paid monthly, beginning April tst, 1906. 

FIFTH: Your committee recommends that the location 
for the permanent headquarters of the Florida State Federa- 
tion of Labor shall be designated by the Convention. 
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S1xTH: Resolution No. 6, submitted by T. J. Russell, 
of the Central Labor Assembly, of Key West, is referred back 
to the Convention without any action of your committee.

Delegate Christopher moved that the report be received 
as read. 

Question was raised and chair ruled that a partial report 
was out of order. After explanations had been made, how- 
ever, by Delegates Triplett and Roberts, chair reversed his 
decision and entertained the motion, which prevailed. 

Motion by Delegate Triplett that the report be taken up 
for consideration and adoption section by section was carried. 

Sections first, second and third were read and each in turn 
adopted on motion. 

Delegate Christopher objected to the adoption of the fourth 
section, as he was opposed to the proposed increase in the 
per capita tax. He offered an amendment to make it two and 
one-half cents per member. 

Delegate Triplett explained that the Convention had 
practically passed on the matter at the session last night, and 
that the proposed change was only carrying out the instruc- 
tions of the Convention, as expressed by the unanimous vote 
on a roll call in favor of Resolution No. 3, after a thorough 
discussion of the matter, when it was agreed that the probable 
amount would have to be temporarily placed at five cents, so 
that it was hardly proper to fight the proposition at this time. 

Delegate Christopher continued his remarks in opposition 
to the committee’s recommendation, declaring that he wished 
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to be put on record as unalterably opposed to an increase in 
the per capita tax. 

Delegate Bartlum followed, also requesting to be put on 
record as opposed to the increase. 

Delegate Entenza spoke in favor of the proposition, ask- 
ing to be put on record as heartily approving of same. 

Delegate Edgerton objected to anyone who had neglected 
to attend the previous session, or who had been present and 
voted in favor of the proposition, being allowed to go on 
record as opposed to the same. 

Chair ruled the question out of order. 

Delegate Bartlum objected to the chair’s ruling. 

Delegate Triplett called for the previous question. 

Delegate Pomar objected to the increase on central bodies. 

Delegate Marzyck moved to amend by leaving it at $1.00 
per month on central bodies, as at the present time. 

A general discussion followed, participated in by Delegates 
G. P. Bradford, Marzyck, Ross, Edgerton, W. J. Wilson, 
Russell and others. 

The amendment was unanimously adopted 

The vote then recurring on the original motion, same was 
carried, with Delegates Christopher and Bartlum voting in the 
negative. 

On the fifth section, Delegate Triplett moved to amend 
by adding that the selection be made just prior to the election 
of officers. 

The amendment was carried and the section, as amended 
was adopted. 

The fifth section, in reference to Resolution No. 6, which 
had been passed and turned over to the committee, but re- 
ferred back to the Convention without action, was read. 

On motion of Delegate Ross, same was laid on the table. 

Committee on Resolutions then reported the following: 

Resolution No. 18.-—By Delegate S. J. Kendrick, of 
Tampa, as follows: | 

- WHEREAS, the use of child labor in the mills and factories 
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of the South has grown to be one of the most humiliating blots 
upon our civilization, creating, as it does, panicky conditions 
in the labor markets, preventing the father from being able to 
provide the means of keeping his family from want, and crip- 
pling the youthful members of society mentally, morally and 
physically; be it 

RESOLVED: That this Convention direct its Legislative 
Committee to have framed and introduced in the next Legis- 
lature a bilk prohibiting the employment of children under 
fifteen years of age in stores, mills, factories and workshops. 

RESOLVED further: That said bill provide for suitable 
factory inspectors and penalties for the violation thereof. 

Your committee most heartily recommend the passage of 
the above. 

The recommendation was concurred in. 

Resolution No. 19.—By Delegate J. A. Roberts, of Tampa, 
as follows: 

WHEREAS, in the past the Legislative Committees have 
not had sufficient time to have properly prepared suitable bills 
to be introduced in the Legislature; be it 

RESOLVED: That the incoming Legislative Committee be 
_hereby directed to have prepared a suitable compulsory edu- 
cational bill, to the end that the children of Florida may be 
given proper training to make them useful members of so- 
ciety. Be it also , 

RESOLVED: That said bill provide for a regularly ap- 
pointed or elected truant officers and fines for violations. 

RESOLVED further: That the age limit be fixed at six- 
Leen Jy Cars. 

The committee recommends that it do pass. 

Recommendation was concurred in. 

Resolution No. 20.—By Delegate Kendrick, of Tampa: 

BEIT RESOLVED: That the Florida State Federation of 
Labor, in convention assembled, hereby endorse the action 
of the printers of the country in their campaign for an eight- 
hour workday, and call upon all labor organizations through- 
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out the State to assist them in every possible way to carry on 
the same. And be it further 

RESOLVED: That we recommend that a general agitation 
be inaugurated in favor of the eight-hour workday throughout 
the State of Florida. - 

We recommend the same do pass. 

Concurred in. 

Resolution No. 21.—By Vice-President S. J. Gebhart, of 
Tampa, as follows: 

WHEREAS, the beneficial effect of good roads has been 
felt to some extent in our State, and the further extension of 
a system of same would be of untold advantage to all our 
people; be it 

RESOLVED: That we hereby request our Legislative Com- 
mittee to use its best endeavors to pass an adequate good 
roads bill in the next Legislature, providing for a complete 
system of good roads throughout the State, and containing a 
provision compelling the use of the State convicts in the con- 
struction of the same. 

We recommend the same do pass. 

Recommendation concurred in. 

Resolution No. 22.—By the Committee on Resolutions, 
was reported, as follows: 

WHEREAS, realizing the fact that the hand that spends 
the dollar rules the world; and 

WHEREAS, the wives and daughters are the general buyers 
of the home, and, therefore, are far more qualified to extend 
the use of the label; and 

WHEREAS, time has proved that only through co-opera- 
tion and organization can anything useful be accomplished; 
therefore, be it 

RESOLVED: By the Florida State Federation of Labor, 
that central bodies and affiliated local unions are urged to give 
their best efforts toward the organization of Women’s Label 
Leagues and Auxilliaries. 

We recommend the same do pass. 
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Motion to adopt as read was amended by Delegate Rob- 
erts to send a copy to every central body in the State. 

On a rising vote the resolution as amended was unani- 
mously adopted. 

Motion by Vice-President Gebhart that the chair appoint 
a committee to draft special resolution of thanks. 

The motion prevailed, and the chair appointed Delegates 
Kendrick, Gebhart, Russell, G. P. Bradford and Holland. 

Delegate Triplett moved that when the meeting adjourn it 
be ustil 7:30 p. m., and that every delegate who did not 
answer to roll call be fined seven cents, as our old, tried and 
true friend, Brother Marzyck, had something of great impor- 
tance to bring before the meeting. 

The motion prevailed, as did also one to the effect that all 
delegates absent from roll call should be required to pay the 
fine before they would be granted the privilege of the floor. 

On motion the meeting then adjourned until 7:30 p. m. 


THIRD DAY.— Evening Session. 


The meeting was called t» order promptly at 7:30 p. m., 
with President Maloney in the chair. 

Roll call showed following delegates present: Maloney, 
Edgerton, Gebhart, Pomar, Holland, Roberts, Kendrick, 
Thompson, Privett, Aberson, Wilcox, Triplett, Silva, Met- 
calf, Christopher, Bowen, Entenza, G. P. Bradford, Rodriguez, 
Ortega, Scriven, Glenn, Russell, Atkinson, Campbell, Pickett, 
and Ross. 

Absentees who «ame in late were: Harmon, Girardeau, 
W. J. Wilson Jackson, Taylor, Marzyck, Del Valle, Bartlum, 
Wm. Bradford, C. C. Bradford, T. N. Wilson, Bandy, and 
O’ Brien. 

Reading of the minutes was dispensed with. 

Delegate Triplett goc the floor and, after making excuses 
for the absentees, moved the fines be remitted. 
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On a question of order chair ruled absentees could not 
vote until fines were paid or remitted. 

The motion was declared lost cn a rising vote of 17 to 7, 
and the Secretary-Treasurer directed to collect the fines. 

On motion of Delegate Triplett, the meeting adjourned to 
an adjacent hall, where entertainment, speeches and refresh- 
ments had been provided for the delegates. 


FOURTH DAY.—Morning Session. 


The Convention was called to order at 9:00 a. m. with 
President Maloney in the chair. 

Roll call showed the following delegates present: 

Maloney, Edgerton, Harmon, Gebhart, Pomar, Hol- 
land, Roberts, Kendrick, Girardesu, Privett, Triplett, 
Silva, W. J. Wilson, Metcalf, Jackson, Taylor, Marzyck, 
Christopher, Bowen, Entenza, G. P. Bradford, Bartlum, W. 
Bradford, C. C. Bradford, Rodriguez, Ortega, Wilcox, Aber- 
son, Scriven, Glenn, Russell, T. N. Wilson, Atkinson, Camp- 
bell, Bandy, Ross and O’ Brien. 

Minutes of the three previous sessions were then read and 
approved. 

Delegate Triplett’s motion to reconsider and remit the 
fines of absentees was lost on a rising vote. 

Delegate Wilcox moved that the amount collected for 
fines be donated to the contribution funds being collected by 
Brother Marzyck for the benefit of the union laundry. 

The motion was unanimously adopted. 

Delegate Marzyck said he wanted to get up a general sub- 
scription among the delegates to help the enterprise along, 
the money collected to be turned over to President Jackson, 
of 9461, and asked if chair would allow him to do so. Chair 
stated there would be no objection after the regular order of 
business had been attended to. 
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Delegate Bartlum favored helping the cause a and 
thought the subscription a good idea. 

Motion by Delegate G. P. Bradford that the request OK 
granted, and that Brother Marzyck take up his subscale 
whenever convenient. 

The motion prevailed. 

At the request of Delegate Silva, he was relieved of his 
post on the Auditing Committee, and Delegate R. L. Atkin- 
son appointed in his place. 

Delegate Triplett moved that Organizer Walker, of the 
A. F. of L., be invited to address the meeting. 

The motion was unanimously carried on a rising vote. 

Brother Walker was then introduced by the President and 
addressed the Convention. He complimented the assemblage 
upon the wisdom of its action in raising the per capita tax to 
provide for the establishment of permanent headquarters, etc., 
and commented upon the far reaching influence it would have 
in promoting the growth and effectiveness of the movement in 
Florida. He also advocated the inauguration of a campaign 
of education in favor of the union and union-made products, 
as being preferable to having to depend upon the uncertainties 
of political action. He dwelt at some length on the efficacy 
of the union label, when given proper support, the importance 
of forming ladies’ label leagues and auxilliaries, and the bene- 
ficial effect of educational, social gatherings for the promotion 
of this work. He did not believe in boycott system, fine sys- 
tem or strikes, but advocated co-operation and education in 
the practice of the principles of organized labor, declaring there 
was more true religion practiced in labor unions than in any 
other organization in existence, and the members should, there- 
fore, stick religiously to their organization. 

The speakers’ remarks were listened to with much interest 
by the delegates, who showed their appreciation by frequent 
outbursts of applause. 

Committee on Constitution and By-Laws reported the 
following recommendations: 
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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CONSTITUTION. 


JACKSONVILLE, FLA., March 16th, 1906. 
To the Officers and Members of the 
FLORIDA STATE FEDERATION OF LABOR: 
GREETING: 

We, the undersigned Committee on Constitution and Laws, 
appointed from your honorable body, beg leave to submit to 
you this, our final report: 

In lieu of the recommendations incorporated in the re- 
port of the Committee on Officers’ Reports, recommend- 
ing the appointment of an Auditing Committee thirty 
days prior to the meetings of the Convention, we recuim- 
mend the following: To amend Section 1, of Article VLI., 
by striking out the words ‘‘at the close of the conventicn,’’ 
and inserting therefor the words ‘‘ report to the convention.”’ 
After the word ‘‘committee,’’ in the fourth line, insert 
the words ‘‘on the first day of the convention,’’ which 
will then read as follows: 

SECTION 1.—It shall be the duty of the President to pre- 
side at the convention; to exercise supervision of the Federa- 
tion throughout its jurisdiction; to sign all official documents; 
and to appoint an Auditing Committee on the first day of the 
convention, whose duty it shall be to audit the books, take 
charge of all books, papers, and other property of the Fede- 
ration, and report to the convention. They shall turn the 
same over to the in-coming Secretary-Treasurer upon receipt 
and approval of his bond. 

We further recommend that the following addition be made 
to Section 6, of Article VI.: ‘‘The expenses incurred by the 
Executive Board in its annual meetings shall be paid out of 
any funds in the treasury of the Florida State Federation of 
Labor.’’ Also ‘‘ The Executive Board will cause to be opened 
the permanent headquarters, at the earliest date practicable, at 
such place as is designated by the convention.’’ We further 
recommend: ‘‘It shall be the duty of the Executive Board to 
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have supervision of all legislative work, such as is now per- 
formed by the Legislative Committee.’’ 
All laws, or parts of laws, in conflict with the above are 
hereby repealed.

Secretary reported fines had been collected to the amount 
of ninety-two cents, which had been turned over to 9461 for 
benefit of the union laundry fund. 

Under the head of ‘‘good and welfare’’ different members 
spoke, reciting conditions in their localities, the chairman re- 
questing them to stick to the subject and not inject into the 
discussion any difficulties or misunderstanding between local 
unions. 

Delegate Scriven, of Gainesville, gave an excellent report 
of conditions in his town. 

Committee on Rules submitted report with recommenda- 
tion as follows:

Motion by Delegate Kendrick that the report be accepted 
and the recommendation concurred in, with the exception of 
striking out the words ‘‘ election of officers.”’ 

The motion prevailed. 

Secretary-Treasurer Roberts spoke of the advisability of 
holding the next convention in Tampa during the fair, which 
would be an inducement to bring out a large attendance of 
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delegates. It was not time yet for the selection of the place 
for holding the next meeting, but, when the time came, Tampa 
was going to have it, so it was best to consider whether the 
date could be changed. The newspapers had reported the 
fair was to be held in January, so he moved the date for hold- 
ing the Seventh Annual Convention be fixed for the third 
Tuesday in January, 1907. 

Delegate Kendrick favored the motion for the reasons ad- 
vanced by Brother Roberts, and also because it would give 
the Executive Committee sufficient time to get their legisla- 
tive matters properly arranged. 

After a general discussion the motion was adopted by a 
rising vote of 25 for to none against. 

Under the head of ‘‘good and welfare’ a general discussion 
by the delegates in regard to conditions in their localities, 
followed, Delegate Spencer Glenn, of Clearwater, giving an 
excellent account of the favorable conditions in his town. | 

Delegate Bartlum spoke for 336 and conditions generally 
in Tampa. During the course of the speaker’s remarks there 
were several expressions of dissatisfaction over the matters 
discussed and ona point of order raised by Delegate Silva 
the chair requested the speaker to confine his remarks to state- 
ments of conditions in his locality and avoid the introduction 
of any personal or technical grievances 

Organizer Walker who had suggested the discussion, ex- 
plained his reasons. It was not for the purpose of airing any 
personal or local differences among the organizations them- 
selves, but a desire to learn the conditions which confronted 
the labor unions of Florida, regardless of petty personal strife 
or local animosities. He had been delegated, as travelling 
representative of the A. F. of L., to visit Florida and investi- 
gate the conditions of the various trades, to learn their needs, 
and to be in a position to report back to President Gompers 
just what was required for the benefit of the organization in 
the State of Florida. 

Delegate Bartlum resumed his discourse, which was finally 
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objected to by Delegate Entenza on the ground that a mem- 
ber should not monopolize the floor, but a time limit eatab- 
lished, so that other delegates who wished to express an 
opinion would have an opportunity to do so. 

Motion by Delegate Triplett that the rule be applied to 
all speakers, and that the Secretary’s watch be designated as 
the official time-piece, prevailed. 

Delegate Bartlum concluded his remarks. 

Delegate T. N. Wilson spoke on the conditions in Palatka. 

Delegate Russell spoke on conditions in Key West. 

The time for adjournment having arrived, Delegate Rob- 
erts moved the session be extended until action could be 
taken on the report of the Auditing Committee, which was 
ready. The motion prevailed. 

The report of the Auditing Committee was then submitted 
as follows:

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FOURTH DAY.—Afternoon Session. 


The Convention was called to order at 2:30 p. m. with 
President Maloney in the chair. 

Roll call showed the following delegates present: 

Maloney, Edgerton, Harmon, Gebhart, Pomar, Holland, 
Roberts, Kendrick, Thompson, Girardeau, Privett, Triplett, 
Silva, W. J. Wilson, Metcalf, Jackson, Taylor, Marzyck, 
Christopher, Bowen, Entenza, G. P. Bradford, Bartlum, W. 
Bradford, C. C. Bradford, Rodriguez, Ortega, Wilcox, Aber- 
son, Scriven, Glenn, Russell, T. N. Wilson, Atkinson, Camp- 
bell, Bandy, Pickett, Ross and O’ Brien. 

Minutes of the previous session were read and approved. 

Election to determine the location of the permanent head- 
quarters was declared in order. 

Delegate Russell nominated Tampa. 

Delegate Triplett nominated Jacksonville. 

Delegate Bartlum spoke seconding nomination of Tampa. 

Delegate Roberts called attention to the fact that the hour 
set for the election of officers had arrived. 

Delegate Triplett, on a point of order, declared the Con- 
vention should keep on with the business before it, and elect 
the officers afterward, which was agreed to. 

Delegate Ross spoke in favor of Jacksonville. 

Delegate Privett supported Jacksonville: 

Delegate Marzyck spoke in favor of Jacksonville. 

Delegate C. C. Bradford supported Tampa. 

Delegate Girardeau supported Jacksonville. 

Delegate Russell spoke in favor of Tampa. 

Delegate Entenza spoke in support of Jacksonville. 

Motion by Delegate W. J. Wilson that the discussion be 
dispensed with and we proceed to ballot prevailed. 

Delegates Edgerton and Entenza were appointed tellers. 

After some discussion as to the mode of ballot, it was 
decided to vote on a roll call, each member depositing his 
ballot as his name was called. 
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The result of the vote was Tampa 14, Jacksonville 25, so 
Jacksonville was declared the choice of the Convention. 

Vice-President Edgerton took the chair. 

The next order of business was election of officers, and 
nominations for president were declared in order. 

Delegate Russell put in nomination for president Wm. F. 
Maloney. 

Delegate Harmon seconded Maloney’s nomination. 

Delegate Marzyck nominated S. J. Triplett. 

Delegate Privett seconded the nomination of Triplett. 

Delegate Christopher seconded Triplett’s nomination. 

Delegate Silva spoke, declaring he could not vote against 
either of the candidates, so he would cast a blank ballot. 

Delegate Harmon spoke in behalf of Maloney. 

Delegate Girardeau spoke in behalf of Triplett. 

Delegate Triplett spoke relinquishing any claims he might 
have on Delegate Silva, and advising him to use his own 
judgment in voting. He was perfectly satisfied if Brother 
Silva voted for Brother Maloney, and hoped no question of 
personal friendship would enter in the contest, declaring that 
every delegate had a right to vote, and vote as he saw fit. 

He was replied to by Delegate Silva, who had misunder- 
stood the speaker’s remarks, but appologized upon an ex- 
planation by Brother Triplett. 

Delegate Russell spoke in favor of Maloney. 

Delegate Bartlum spoke in favor of Maloney. During the 
course of his remarks Delegate Ross, on a point of order, 
objected to the speaker injecting personalities into his dis- 
course, and was sustained by the chair. 

Delegate Entenza spoke in favor of Maloney. 

Motion by Delegate T. N. Wilson that we proceed to 
ballot prevailed. 

Delegates Entenza and Marzyck were appointed tellers. 

The vote stood Maloney 21, Triplett 17, blank 1. 

Motion by Delegate Triplett that President Maloney’s re- 
election be declared unanimous prevailed. 
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President Maloney resumed the chair, thanking the Con- 
vention for the honor they had conferred upon him. 

Delegate Entenza nominated W. F. Edgerton for First 
Vice-President. 

Delegate Harmon spoke seconding the nomination of 
Edgerton. 

Delegate Atkinson nominated W. F. Marzyck, who de- 
clined, and spoke in favor of Edgerton. 

Motion by Delegate Ross that the nominations be closed 
and Brother Edgerton elected by acclamation prevailed. 

The precedent established at former conventions was fol- 
lowed in the election of the remaining Vice-Presidents, they 
being voted for collectively. 

Triplett nominated Gebhart. 

Girardeau nominated Marzyck. 

Ross nominated Ortega. 

Entenza nominated Silva. 

Harmon nominated Metcalf. 

Ross nominated Girardeau. 

Edgerton nominated Bowen. 

Chairman appointed Vice-President Holland and Delegate 
Entenza as tellers. 

The vote resulted as follows: 

Ortega received 33 votes. 

Marzyck received 28 votes. 

Gebhart received 27 votes. 

Bowen received 25 votes. 

Girardeau received 1g votes. 

Silva received 17 votes. 

Metcalf received 15 votes. 

Chairman declared Ortega, Marzyck, Gebhart, Bowen 
and Girardeau duly elected Vice-Presidents in the order in 
which they are named. 

For Secretary-Treasurer Delegate Triplett put in nomina- 
tion J. A. Roberts. 

Delegate Entenza spoke in favor of Roberts. 
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Vice-President Harmon spoke seconding the nomination 
of Roberts. 

Motion by Delegate Girardeau that nominations be closed 
and Brother Roberts elected by acclamation prevailed. 

There were calls for a speech and Brother Roberts res- 
ponded, stating that he could not make a speech but wished 
to express his appreciation of the honor conferred upon him 
by his re-election, and the many expressions of confidence and 
esteem by the members. 

Motion by Delegate Triplett to elect a delegate to the 
A. F. of L. convention prevailed. 

Delegate W. J. Wilson nominated J. C. Privett. 

Delegate Ross seconded the nomination of Privett. 

Delegate Triplett spoke in favor of Privett. 

Delegate Russell nominated A. P. Entenza. 

Vice-President Edgerton spoke seconding the nomination 
of Brother Entenza. 

Delegate Bartlum spoke in favor of Entenza. 

Delegate Marzyck spoke against cigarinakers holding all 
the offices. He thought they should be divided up more 
between the different trades. 

He was followed by Delegate Russell, who declared it was 
merely a coincidence that the officers happened to be mostly 
cigarmakers, they had been chosen on account of their fitness 
for the various positions, and had none of them sought the 
offices to which they were elected. 

Roberts nominated G. P. Bradford. 

Harmon seconded Bradford’s nomination. 

Delegate Entenza spoke in regard to his candidacy, say- 
ing that the meeting was to be held in his old home, and he 
would be there on a visit at the time of the convention, and if 
the State Federation desired him to represent the organization 
at the meeting, he could do so, and save them the expense of 
a big bill for railroad fare. 

Delegate Girardeau thought it was not a question of ex- 
pense, and favored privett. 
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One or two delegates questioned the fairness of Brother 
Entenza’s action, claiming it was taking an advantage of the 
other candidates; to which Brother Entenza replied that he 
was actuated solely by a desire for the good of the organiza- 
tion, and would not have the nomination for the world, if any- 
one thought he got it unfairly. He said if that was the way 
the Jacksonville delegates felt about it, he would take great 
pleasure in withdrawing his name. 

There was some further discussion pro and con by Vice- 
President Edgerton and Delegate Ross. Delegate Triplett 
thought there had been enough discussion, and moved we pro- 
ceed to ballot, which was carried. 

Vice-Presidents Gebhart and Holland were appointed by 
the chair to act as tellers. 

The ballot resulted as follows: 

Privett received 18 votes. 

Enienza received 15 votes. 

Bradford received 5 votes. 

There being no majority, the ballot was renewed, with the 
following result: 

Entenza received 20 votes. 

Privett received 17 votes. 

Bradford received 1 vote. 

On motion of Delegate Privett the election of Delegate 
Entenza was made unanimous. 

Delegate Entenza addressed the meeting. 

Motion made by Delegate Triplett that we elect an alter- 
nate, which prevailed. He thereupon put in nomination the 
name of Delegate Ross, whose nomination was seconded by 
Delegate Privett. 

On motion Ross was elected by acclamation. 

Ross thanked the Convention. 

Vice-President Harmon put in nomination as the place for 
holding the next convention the City of Tampa. 

Vice-President Edgerton seconded Tampa. 

Delegate Triplett spoke in favor of Tampa. 
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Delegate Girardeau nominated the City of Gainesville. 

Delegate Scriven seconded the nomination of Gainesville. 

Vice-President Gebhart in a humorous speech enumerated 
the claims of Tampa. 

Kendrick spoke in support of Brother Gebhart and Tampa. 

Girardeau withdrew Gainesville. 

Motion by*Triplett to make the selection of Tampa unani- 
mous was carried on a rising vote. 

The newly elected officers were then installed. 

Motion by Triplett that the necessary officers of the Con- 
vention receive the usual remuneration was unanimously car- 
ried on a rising vote. 

Delegate Marzyck reported he had collected $18.79 for 
the laundry fund, which he had turned over to the officers of 
No. 9461. 

Delegate Jackson thanked the Convention on behalf of 
her union for the contribution, 

Motion by Marzyck that Sister Jackson be appointed local 
organizer for the City of Jacksonville. 

Substitute was offered by Triplett that the matter be re- 
ferred to the incoming Executive Committee. 

The substitute prevailed. 

Triplett got the floor and addressed the President on be- 
half of the delegates. He very eloquently expressed the high 
esteem of the whole delegation, and as a token of the same, 
presented President Maloney with a handsome gold-handled 
pocket knife, first exacting the payment of one cent therefor. 

The President responded very feelingly, thanking the 
members for the souvenir, and especially for the brotherly feel- 
ing and good will shown him, expressing a hope that he might 
prove himself worthy of the same. 

Motion by Silva that the cent received from the President 
be deposited in the treasury of the State Federation, and there 
preserved as a souvenir of the occasion. Carried. 

Special committee on farewell resolution then reported, as 
follows:

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CONSTITUTION AND LAWS 


OF 


THE FLORIDA STATE FEDERATION OF LABOR 


PREAMBLE. 

WHEREAS, it behooves the representatives of the trade and 
labor unions of Florida, in convention assembled, to adopt 
such measures, and disseminate such principles, among the 
mechanics and laborers of our country as will permanently 
unite them to secure the recognition of the rights to which 
they are entitled; we, therefore, declare ourselves in favor of 
a thorough federation of all the local unions throughout Florida, 
organized under the trade-union system. 


ARTICLE IL—NAME. 
SECTION 1.—This association shall be known as the Florida . 
State Federation of Labor, and shall consist of such trade and 
labor unions as shall conform to its rules and regulations. 
Provided, however, that no organization shall be permitted to 
a seat in the conventions of this body, nor to membership in 
anywise, whose national or international organization is hostile 
to the American Federation of Labor, nor any local union that 
is not affliated with a central body, where one exists. 


ARTICLE I].—OBJECTS. 

SECTION 1.—The establishment of trade-unions, based 
upon a strict recognition of the autonomy of each trade, and 
the promotion and advancement of such bodies. 

Sec. 2.—A federation of trade unions to aid and assist 
each other, to aid and encourage the sale of union labeled 
goods, to secure State and National legislation in the interest 
of the working people, and influence public opinion, by peace- 
ful and legal methods in favor of organized labor. 
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ARTICLE ITl.—MEASURES. 


SECTION 1.—In accordance with the above declaration of 
principles, we demand: That all existing beneficial labor laws 
shall be rigidly enforced, and that we urge the enactment of 
laws providing for the further protection of labor. 


ARTICLE IV.—REPRESENTATION. 


SECTION 1.—The basis of representation in the convention 
shall be: Locals having one hundred members or less shall 
be entitled to one delegate; and for each additional one hundred, 
or majority fraction thereof, one delegate; and from central 
bodies, three delegates. 

Sec. 2.—The delegates shall be elected at least thirty days 
previous to the annual convention, and the names of such 
delegates shall be forwarded to the Secretary-Treasurer at 
the earliest possible moment thereafter. 

SEc. 3.—To entitle local unions and central bodies to 
representation in the convention, they must be in possession 
of a receipt from the Secretary-Treasurer showing the payment 
of per capita tax for at least one year previous to the conven- 
tion. Provided, however, that local unions or central bodies 
not organized prior to the last convention shall be entitled to 
representation upon payment of two months’ per capita tax. 

SEc. 4.—Delevates shall be elected by their unions to serve 
one year. Inno case shall a delegate be allowed more than 
one vote. They must deposit their credentials with the Sec- 
retary-Treasurer before being admitted to seats. All creden- 
tials shall state the full name and address of the secretary of 
the union, and be signed by the president and secretary, bear- 
ing the seal of the local the delegate represents. If these pro- 
visions are not complied with, the credentials shall be returned 
by the Secretary-Treasurer of the State Federation of Labor 
to the organization issuing said credentials. 

SEc. 5.—A quorum for the transaction of business shall 
consist of not less than a majority of the delegates attending 
the convention. 
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ARTICLE V.—OFFICERS. 


SECTION 1.—The officers of the State Federation of Labor 
shall consist of a President, six Vice-Presidents, and a Sec- 
retary-Treasurer, to be elected on the last day of the session 
of the convention, and these officers shall constitute the Ex- 
ecutive Board. 

SEc. 2.—The Executive Board shall be members of the 
succeeding convention, in case they are not duly re-elected, 
and given all the rights and privileges as accorded to all regu- 
larly elected delegates. 

SEc. 3.—All elective officers shall be members of a lo- 
cal organization connected with the Florida State Federation | 
of Labor. 

SEc. 4.—The terms of the officers of the State Federation 
of Labor shall expire on the last day of the annual convention. 

SrEc. 5.—All books and financial accounts shall at all 
times be open to the inspection of the President and the 
Executive Board. 


ARTICLE VI.—DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


SECTION 1.—It shall be the duty of the President to pre- 
side at the convention; to exercise supervision of the Federa- 
tion throughout its jurisdiction; to sign all official documents; 
and to appoint an Auditing Committee on the first day of the 
convention, whose duty it shall be to audit the books, take 
charge of all books, papers, and other property of the Fede- 
ration, and report to the convention. They shall turn the 
same over to the in-coming Secretary-Treasurer upon receipt 
and approval of his bond. 

SEc. 2.—The President shall submit a written report of 
his official acts and doings to the annual convention of the 
State Federation. 

Sec. 3.—The President shall have the casting vote in case 
of a tie, but shall not vote at other times, except upon a roll- 
call or a ballot. 

Src. 4.—The Vice-Presidents, according to number, shall, 
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in the order of their seniority, preside at the convention in 
case of the absence, temporary or otherwise, of the President. 
In case of the death, resignation, absence or disability of the 
President, the Vice-Presidents shall assume all the duties and 
responsibilities of the office in the order of their seniority. 
Sec. 5.—The Secretary-Treasurer shall devote his entire 
time and attention to the business of the Florida State Fede- 
ration of Labor; he shall keep a true record thereof ; he shall 
render monthly reports to all central bodies and local unions 
affiliated with the Florida State Federation of Labor; he shall 
render a report annually, and have all books and papers in 
such condition that they may be inspected by the President 
and Executive Board at all times; he shall, when ordered by 
the President, issue the call, with credentials, for the meeting 
of the Florida State Federation of Labor, and shall be com- 
pensated in the sum of one hundred dollars ($100.00) per 
month; he shall also act as Secretary to the Executive Board; 
he shall give bond in some responsible surety company to the 
amount of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00), expense of 
same to be paid by the Florida State Federation of Labor. 
Sec. 6.—The Executive Board shall act upon and decide 
all grievances and appeals, subject to the approval or rejec- 
tion of the convention. It shall also act as auditing com- 
mittee, except in cases otherwise provided for, and shall pass 
on all bills and accounts. The Executive Board shall be em- 
powered, in case of emergency, to draw on the treasury for 
expense of delegates to other conventions, and of state officers. 
It shall be further empowered to act in any and all cases not 
otherwise provided for in this Constitution. The action ofa 
majority of the members comprising the Executive Board 
shall be considered binding. All inatters coming before the 
Executive Board shall be submitted to the Board by and 
through the President. It shall further be the duty of the 
Executive Board to watch legislative matters cirectly affecting 
the interests of the working people; it shall have supervision 
of all legislative work, such as has heretofore been performed 
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by the Legislative Committee, and shall iniuate, whenever 
necessary, such legislative action as the convention may di- 
rect. The Executive Board shall, immediately upon the ad- 
journment of the State Federation of Labor, convene a session 
of the Board for the transaction of the business referred to the 
Board. It shall be the duty of the Executive Board to meet 
annually at headquarters in the month of September, the ex- 
penses incurred by the Board in its annual meetings to be 
paid out of any funds in the treasury of the Florida State 
Federation of Labor. The Executive Board will cause to be 
opened the permanent headquarters, at the earliest date prac- 
ticable, at such place as is designated by the convention. 

Sec. 7.— Any vacancy in office may be filled by the Presi- 
dent, with the sanction of the Executive Board. 

Sec. 8.—Any officer of this Federation who shall neglect 
to perform the duties of his office, as provided by the Consti- 
tution, shall, upon conviction, be debarred from again hold- 
ing office in the organization. 


ARTICLE VII.—REVENUES, 

Section 1.—Each affiliated union shall pay to the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer a per capita tax of five cents per month on its 
entire membership, except unions composed entirely of fe- 
males, which shall pay two cents per capita per month, and 
central bodies the sum of two dollars (42.00) per month, the 
same to be paid monthly, beginning April rst, 1go6. 


ARTICLE VII.—MISCELLANEOUS. 

SECTION 1.-—Certificates of affiliation shall be granted by 
the Secretary-Treasurer, signed by the President, by and 
with the consent of the Executive Board, to such locals and 
central bodies as apply for and are eligible to membership in 
the Florida State Federation of Labor. 

Sec. 2.—No proxies from delegates shall be allowed, but 
the central bodies and local unions shall elect an equal number 
of alternates at the time of the election of delegates as herein- 


before provided. 
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_ Sec. 3.—The Executive Board may select such papers as 
they deem proper as official organs, but no paper shall be 
selected which shall not be exclusively devoted to labor in- 


terests, and using the union label. * 
SEC. 4.—All official terms shall hold over until their suc- 


cessors are elected and qualified. 
SEc. 5.—The annual conventions of the State Federation 


of Labor shall be held each year at such time and place as 


shall be designated by the preceding convention. 
Sec. 5.—This Constitution can be amended or altered at 


any regular session of the convention, upon a two-thirds vote 
of the members in attendance at the time the vote is taken.
